Organizations Join In 
Endorsing Union Plan 



The Student Union movement 
gained momentum this week as 12 
organisations officially endorsed It, 
and more organizations asked for 
speakers to explain the plan, ac- 
cording to Dr. A. A. Holtz. member 
or the committee for a Student 
Union building at Kansas State 
College, 

One hundred nlnety-fiv e students 
questioned at the "Y" dime dance 
last week and in Recreation Center 
during school hours responded over- 
whelmingly in favor of the plan of 
payment outlined by the committee 
— "to pay a sum not to exceed $5.00 
a semester along with the regular 
enrolment fee for a Student Union 
building." Of the 195 questioned. 
174 said they would vote "yes." and 
only 21 were undecided, wanted to 
know more details, or were against 
the plan. 

Many Endorse Plan 
Honorary societies, social frater- 
nities, literary societies, and many 
other organizations have added 
their support recently by endors- 
ing the proposed plan. The organi- 
zations reported to Doctor Holtz's 
office as endorsing the Student 
Union building and the committee's 
plan ot payment Include Alpha Phi 
Omega, national scouting frater- 
nity: Gargoyle, architect's club; 
Sigma Delta Chi, national Journal- 
ism fraternity; Pan-Hellenic; presi- 
dents of fraternities In Fan-Hellen- 
ic; Beta Theta Pi; Siyma Phi Ep- 
sllon: Sigma Alpha Epsilon; YM- 



CA: YWCA; Collegiate 4-H Club; 
Dynamis, all-school honorary so- 
ciety: Blue Key, senior men's hon- 
orary; Hamilton Literary Society, 
and Ionian Literary Society 

"The senior men's Pan-Hellenic 
voted unanimously In favor of the 
present plans for a Student Union 
building," Joe Lewis, president of 
the organization, said. "They are 
particularly Interested In the pro- 
posed facilities Tor dancing and rec 
reation," 

Opinions Favorable 

Ted Freeman, president of the 
Independent Student Union, added 
his approval to the long list of 
those In ravor of the proposed plan: 
"Although we have not had an or- 
ganization vote on the Student 
Union question. I have talked to a 
large number of the members and 
they are wholeheartedly In favor 
of the proposed plan for a Student 
Union building." 

President Allen McOhee of Sigma 
Delta Chi summed up the opinion 
or members of the fraternity by 
saying: "President Elliot or Pur- 
due says that in order to have a 
successful Student Union vou must 
have union of the students. Believ- 
ing this to be true, the members of 
Sigma Delta Chi did not hesitate 
to voice unanimous approval of the 
project. The fraternity's opinion is 
that a Union building would help 
socially, culturally, 
ally."

Doctor Williard. a graduate of 
Kansas State College In the class 
ol 1883, has been a member of the 
college faculty for 54 years, now 
holding the position e 
torlan. 

Beginning his career at 
State, Doctor Willard accepted a 
posiUon as assistant in chemistry 
at the beginning of the fall term 
of 1883. From that position he 
steadily advanced In the depart- 
ment of chemistry until he was 
made full professor in 1601. At dif- 
ferent times during this interval, 
however, he held the position of 
assistant chemist and chemist on 
the staff or the Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station, becoming the 
director of the station in 1900, the 
position he held for six years. 

Doctor Willard was professor of 
chemistry from 1901 to 1918, when 
he became vice-president of the 
college. While a professor he be- 
came Dean of Science and Dean of 
the Division of Genedal Science, 
leaving the latter position in 1830. 
At the end of 1936, he left the vtoe- 
presidency and Wok his present 
position as college historian. 

At the original suggestion of the 
Collegian In an editorial printed tn 
September IS Issue that the new 
building be called Willard Hall In- 
stead of the Charles Curtis Mem- 
orial Building, the council of Deans 
suggested to the Board of Regent! 
that the name suggested be made 
official. 

There is no one to whom the 
honor of having this new building 
named after them is more deserv- 
ing than Doctor Willard because of 
his long list of accomplishments, 
his many years of service, and the 
national acclaim his work in chem- 
istry has brought to Kansas State 
College, according to campus auth- 
orities.

With the naming of the new physical 
science building as Wlllard Hall another 
milestone toward the completion of the new 
structure is passed. A man whose leader- 
ship at Kansas State has been seldom 
equaled and never surpassed has received 
an honor justly due him. 

The council of deans and the board of re- 
gents could not have selected a more fitting 
and proper name for this magnificent 
structure dedicated to the cause of science 
than Wlllard Hall. Dr. J. T. Willard's 54 
years of service to Kansas State College 
has been marked by frequent wholehearted 
action toward campus betterment but never 
blemished by any derogatory act toward 
the institution. 

Beginning as an humble student at Kan- 
sas State in the late seventies, Doctor Wil- 
lard rapidly ro«,e to his present prominent 
position on the college faculty. After his 
graduation in 1883, he accepted a position 
as assistant in chemistry. From this posi- 
tion, Doctor Wlllard rapidly advanced 
through the ranks to become head of the 
department of chemistry in 1801. Still 
placing service to the College above every- 
thing else, he was made dean of the Divi- 
sion of General Science in 1912. 

In payment for his remarkable college 
record, Wlllard was awarded the high of- 



fice of vice-president in 1918. He worked 
nobly at this position until January 1, 1936 
when he resigned to take over the newly 
created office of college historian. 

The renown that Wlllard gained nation- 
ally in the field of chemistry should serve 
an a symbol for those entering the great 
hail named in his honor to strive to attain 
equal renown.

Hiram is a small college, located a few 
miles west of Mansfield. Ohio, whose enrol- 
ment numbers less than 400. But she boasts 
an Illustrious history of 88 years; includes 
the name of James A, Garfield in her list 
of presidents, and prominent educators 
among her alumni and faculty; and has a 
college rating of the very highest. 

For two years Hiram tried out her "in- 
tensive course*' plan and then formally 
adopted it in December, 1936. Now after a 
third year of unscrambled pedagogy she 
pronounces it good and intends to con- 
tinue. 

The new system at Hiram Is one of those 
simple things that cause the remark, "Why 
didn't someone think of that before?" In- 
stead of the customary five or six subjects 
being carried simultaneously throughout a 
semester, Hiram has her students divide 
their time 1/5 to a ''continuing" course of 
three hours for the whole semester and 
4/5 to two consecutive "intensive" courses, 
each rated at six hours and lasting nine 
weeks. These plus physical education make 
up the required 17 semester hours. 

Under this plan, says the Hiram College 
catalog, a student can unify his intellectual 
effort and the instructor can give increas- 
ing care to the needs of his individual stu- 
dents; there is no nightmare of five "fin- 
als" all at once: laboratory and lectures 
can be better correlated; and instructive 
trips off the campus do not disrupt other 
classes. Emphasis is placed on "command 
of the subject rather than upon passing 
gradeB." The students are "challenged to do 
superior work." 

The distractions — nay, confusion! — of 
many courses and many instructors is elim- 
inated. College students have long lived 
with a Hydra that would worry the gods in- 
to insanity. The Hiram plan is Perseus to 
student Andromedas. — R.D.M.

Dark eves twinkling with a 
hearty geniality which belled the 
seriousness of tils conversation 
Major H. G. L. Strange, former 
Canadian army officer now engag-

"Since the ability of 
the demagogue to arouse the pas- 
sions and portray falic glories con- 
stitutes a menace, then it is the 
duty of those who are trained to 
think to combat Tits powers In 
every wav possible."

Speaking In lighter vein and re- 
garding the book. ' With the West 
In Her Eyes," which was written 
by Mrs Strange regarding life in 
Canada when the frontier was 
young. Major Strange told his 
hearers that he was onc e credited 



with writing hla wile's book for 
her, "But," he said, "After mv wile 
had appeared in several speeches 
do you know what they said? Why, 
everyone was agreed that my wife 
wrote my speeches for me." The 
booh Is now one of the three "best 
sellers" in Canada. 

Major and Mrs. Strange are 
pioneers in the province ot Alber- 
ta. He spoke last ear In Manhattan 
during the annual Farm ami Home 
Week program. 

Formerly In Army 

In- his youth, Major Strange ser- 
ved in the Boer War and later was 
an engineer stationed in Honolulu. 
When the World War broke out. he 
returned to England and enlisted 
in the army there. 

After the War, he was returning 
to Honolulu to resume his duties 
there when his health failed. He 
was in San Francisco at the time 
and a physician advised him to 
.seek an outdoor life to rebuild his 
shattered health H e then went tc 
Canada where he purchased a 
ranch and began raising wheat. He 
won several international wheat 
growing awards and later developed 
the wheat testing plan which is 
now being used in many experi- 
mental projects. The plan is now 
in use in Kansas.

Pep Up Basketball Pep. 



A girl who Intends to be a suc- 
cessful physical education major 
should have, above all. more than 
average metal ability, declared 
Helen O. Saum. professor of physi- 
cal education for women in an In- 
terview Saturday. Miss Saum com- 
pletely discredited the widespread 
idea that physical education is a 
snap course for the girl who has 
brawn but no brains. People who 
hold this idea. Miss Saum ex- 
plained, are considering not physi- 
cal education but athletics, which is 
only one phase of physical educa- 
tion. This idea concerning athletics 
Is also erroneous. The instructor or 
athletics must plan her courses as 
carefully as any other teacher. 

Physical education majors should 
have excellent health, she said. It 
is a strenuous course and any girl 
who Ls not good physical condition 
should not consider It. In listing the 
requirements. Miss Saum stressed 
the importance of a pleasing per- 
sonality, the ability to get along 
well with other people, a good 
voice, and pleasing appearance. It 
is also important that a girl has 
had adequate work In physical edu- 
cation in both grade school and 
high school. 

In describing the type of girl 
who is best fitted for physical edu- 
cation. Miss Saum said that she 
should be an "average normal girl" 
who does not feel that she must be 
ultra-mannish simply because she 
is taking a physical education 
course. The girl expecting to teach 
physical education, she continued, 
should be above average height. A 
small teacher usually gives stu- 
dents the idea that she is one of 
them and consequently she has lit- 



tle control over them. A physical 
education instructor should have as 
much dignity as any other profes- 
sional woman. 

In discussing opportunities for 
physical education graduates Miss 
Saum said that positions for physi- 
cal education teachers are not so 
plentiful in Kansas as they are In 
most other states. Unfortunately 
there is no law requiring physical 
education in Kansas schools. 
Therefore the number of openings 
for instructors depends upon the 
number of school authorities who 
are "wide awake" enough to see 
that a system of physical education 
is installed in their schools, in spite 
of th Is JCansas State hashad good 
luck in placing graduates In this 
field. When asked ir the profession 
Is overcrowled. MLss Saum replied. 
"There Is always room at the top 
for good teachers." 

Teaching physical education ls a 
plea^snt profession, according to 
Miss Saum. She enjoys her work 
because she sees the girls at their 
best— when they are completely 
natural and Informal. 

Although teaching ls the most 
common profession for a physical, 
education major 

one. These graduates may obtain 
positions as supervisors rather than 
formal teachers In the YWCA; in 
department stores where certain 
hours are set aside for recreation; 
in summer camps, both public and 
private; In hospitals where ex- 
ercise is used in the treatment of 
paralysis; in health bureaus, and 
in summer playgrounds. 
/'Physical education is one of the 
newer fields." said Miss Saum. "It 
hes made much progress recently 
and will continue to do so."

Once upon a time Kansas State actually won n conference basketball 
championship Not merely one, but two. Yes, back in 1917 and again two 
years later, in 1919, the Wildcats won the cage title of the old Missouri 
Valley conference. A search through the flies reveals that those two were 
the only conference cage titles that went to K-State since the school 
Joined the old M. V., fore -runner* of the modem Big Six, thirty years ago. 
Someone facetiously remarked that probably the only reason K-State 
won in '17 and 19 was because everybody else was off to war. Incidental- 
ly. Kansas State Is the only school that hasn't won or shared the Big 
Six basketball crown since the loop was formed a decade ago. Kansas has 
dominated the picture, but every other member, except the Wildcat 
school, has had a piece of championship cake. 

WHAT'S THE MATTER WITH OVli TEAM? 

Which all brings up the question, what's the matter with our team this 
year? With a large group of returning lettermen. the team started out 
the season like a house afire, winning four of the first five games. And 
then the fire went out. On the Rocky Mountain trip, the boys had trouble 
hitting the basket, but It was passed off as "just a slump." But the 
slump has hung on and now confronts Coach Root like a bug-a-boo. 
Wildcat plays successfully work the ball into shooting position and the 
defense, clicks reasonably well, but you can t win ball games without do- 
ing most of the scoring, and you can't gam the scoring edge without put- 
ting the ball through the basket.

Here's hoping the team hits n winning stride tomorrow 
night.

Oklahoma's long tune supremacy In college wrestling leads one to ask, 
are wrestlers born or made? I put this question up to Coach Patterson 
the other day and he replied that wrestlers are not "born" wreath 
more than any athletes. The way grapplers are developed In the 
state seems to bear out this contention. The story of Oklahoma's suc- 
cess is a long one. Years ago the sport was instituted In some Oklahoma 
colleges. The wrestling graduates of these schools are now out in the high 
school coaching field and acting as mentors ot prep schools, where they 
have instituted the sport and send their boys up to the colleges. Kansas 
is several years behind Oklahoma In this respect and only a comparative- 
ly few Sunflower state high schools have wrestling teams. But the sport ls 
growing In prep schools over the state and as it does, mor? material will 
[ be available for college teams. I can see a bright future for college wrest- 
ling with the increasing number of high schools to draw material from.

A test to detect musical ability in 
individuals will be given by the 
psychology department this af- 
ternoon at 2 o'clock in room 33 of 
Education Hall. 

The music test uses phonograph 
records and includes six sensory as- 
pects of musical ability—pitch, in- 
tensity, time, consonance, rhythm, 
and tonal memory. Two hours are 
required to give and score the test. 

"This test Is recommended for 
students from the firth grade up." 
Dr. J. C. Peterson, professor of psy- 



"It is beneficial for 
college people especially. Some 
have musical ' ability and don't 
know about it. Discovery and use 
of this ability helps in making ac- 
quaintances in the social and pro- 
fessional worlds now and later in 
life." 

Lack of musical ability is discov- 
ered in this test invented by Dr. C. 
E. Seashore, dean of graduate study 
of Iowa University. Tone deaf- 
ness that makes all sounds nearly 
alike to the victim can be discover- 
ed. 

"Some people, Including the best 
musicians, can distinguish one-hair 
a double musical vibration a second. 
Others can distinguish only 100 a 
second," Doctor Peterson illustrat- 
ed. "But this ability or lack of it 
Is not correlated with intelligence. 
We found in a school for subnorm- 
als a 15 year old boy with a men- 
tality of a three year old. This 
boy who was rated as an idiot could 
distinguish two hundredths of a 
tone, while he lacked the motor 
ability or intelligence to be a mu- 
sician." 

That Eskimos "hav e got rhythm* 
was shown in one of these tests by 
a phychologlst who found Eskimos 
that could keep ud five rhythms at 
once, one with each hand and foot, 
and one with the head.

Four New Courses Will Sup- 
plement

Four new courses have 
been added to the schedule 
for next semester, according 
to Dean R. W. Babcock of 
the General Science Divi- 
sion. The courses are plan- 
ned to supplement the exist- 
ing courses in radio instruc- 
tion at State and are offered 
in view of the increased de- 
mand for more variety in ra- 
dio instruction. 

The four new radio courses are 
elements of broadcasting, radio con- 
tinuity writing, radio production, 
and problems In broadcasting. All of 
these will be available next semes- 
ter. 

The change Is part of the plan 
for a permanent radio option for 
Industrial Journalism students 
which will go into effect next Sept- 
ember In place of the present In- 
dustrial option. This move is con- 
sidered to make Slate one of the 
foremost schools in America giving 
radio instruction as a part of regu- 
lar curriculum. 

There are only 36 educational 
radio stations In America, includ- 
ing KSAC, and less than one third 
of these offer radio as part or the 
school curriculum. 

If the four courses are sufficient- 
ly popular during this next semes- 
ter, two more courses will be added 
In Septmebcr. One of these, broad- 
casting musical programs, will be in 
music department and the other, 
radio advertising, will be in Journal- 
ism, At that time, State will offer 
a total of 18 hours of radio Instruc- 
tion as one or the journalism op- 
tions. 

Radio Instruction Since 1935 
Radio teaching began In 1935 and 
was developed from one course to 
the present five and now will be 
Increased next year to nine. This 
semester 35 students enrolled In the 
five radio classes while nearly as 
many have exxpressed a desire to 
take some radio work. In the past, 
however, radio was only an elec- 
tive which few students had the 
time for. Now. as part of the jour- 
nalism curriculum. It will give more 
students a chance to take radio 
work. 

The Instructor having charge of 
the various radio classes are Prof. 
C. E. Rogers, head of the Journal- 
ism department, and Dr. H B. Sum- 
of the department of public

A story printed in the Collegian today is 
the medium through which the newly ap- 
pointed committee in charge of cornerstone 
ceremonies of the new physical science 
building announces its first action, and at 
the same time, sticks out its neck for some 
criticism. After reading the results of the 
committee's first meeting, we are unable to 
Bee along Just what lines the committee did 
Its reasoning to come to the decisions 
which it did on at least two points. 

In the first place, the story states that 
the committee has set the date for the cor- 
nerstone ceremonies for "sometime in 
May," probably during Commencement 
Week. Perhaps "sometime in May" is a 
good date for the ceremony, but there are 
other dates which seem to be much more 
opportune. 

For instance, it had been suggested by 
several persons that February 16, the date 
of the Seventy-fifth Anniversary celebra- 
tion, would be an appropriate time for such 
a ceremony, A large number of people, in- 
cluding several prominent speakers, are ex- 
pected to be present on the campus on that 
date and the cornerstone ceremony seems 
to fit hand in glove with the other planned 
activities. Such a combined program of 
events scheduled for one day would un- 
doubtedly draw an even larger crowd to the 
campus and would give the College much 
favorable publicity. 

Any arguments which might be offered 
to the effect that the building would not be 
far enough along to allow the cornerstone 
to be laid can be met with a statement made 
by William Duncan, superintendent of con- 
struction. Duncan said it would be possible 
to arrange for the laying of the corner- 
stone at any reasonable date in the near fu- 
ture. One argument which might be raised 
against having the ceremonies during 
Commencement Week is that Commence- 
ment Week is already so crowded with 
events that a mere dedication of this type 
would draw no more attention that a pass- 
ing gust of wind. 

The second plan which the committee 
announces is that of inviting (he Hon. Al- 
fred Mossman Landon to deliver the prin- 
cipal address of the occasion. We need not 
dig out the records on which the dust 
hasn't yet settled to recall that at the time 
when Kansas State College was hoping and 
praying for a new physical science build- 
ing, Landon was too busy balancing the 



Kansas budget for politically expedient 
reasons to pay any heed to the cry In the 
wilderness of Manhattan. His refusal even 
to consider the pressing needs for a new 
building here still rankles many concerned 
Kansans. 

Why should the man who turned his back 
on the College In time of need be asked to 
make the principal address at the corner- 
stone ceremonies of the building which his 
successor as governor made possible? Per- 
haps the Cornerstone Committee can offer 
suitable answers to these questions. We 
cannot.

"Keep America Out of War by Ballots . . . 
not BufletB" Is "an Appeal to the Press of 
America" sent out by the Veterans of For- 
eign Wars of the United States. One such 
"Appeal" was sent to the Collegian — with 
an Included ballot, suitable for reprinting, 
which reads "I hereby call upon Congress, 
and the President of the United States, to 
adopt and apply policies designed to Keep 
America Out of War and supported by a na- 
tional defense program adequate to pre- 
serve and protect our country and Its 
people." 

Among the seven stated objectives of the 
campaign are very worthy ones "3. To em- 
phasise that human lives are more sacred 
than dollars by mobilizing an 'organised 
majority" in opposition to those who would 
encourage United States participation In a 
war to retain, or regain, world trade prof- 
its." and "4. To create safeguards In the 
public mind against sudden war hysteria 
due to unfortunate international incidents, 
and inflammatory appeals to patriotism 
that may be inspired by selfish economic or 
political gain." 

However— in among these objectives, 
which every sensible, peace-loving Ameri- 
can would endorse, are two aims which 
constitute a real threat to peace.. Every citi- 
zen signing and sending the ballot en- 
dorses the building up of a huge war ma- 
chine, since the sixth objective is "To prove 
to Congress the American people believe 
that adequate perparedneas (It was spelled 
that way in the 'Appeal') against war will 
discourage a challenge to war from nations 
that know and respect our military 
strength." The seventh aim is "To inform 
the world that people of America unani- 
mously reject the 'peace at any price' the- 
ory of the pacifist, but favor instead a 
strong national defense with sufficient 
power to command regard for America's 
neutrality in wars between other nations." 

In other wordB, the campaign is an ef- 
fort to build up sentiment favoring an army 
and a navy second to none, a military ma- 
chine so strong that all other nations will 
be afraid to incur our displeasure. It is an 
effort to build up a nation-wide approval of 
a large enough military unit to "command 
regard for America's neutrality in wars 
between other nations." 

Powerful war machines never have, and 
never can, make for the peace that this 
campaign so ostentatiously seeks. And the 
futility of attempting to build such a ma- 
chine is apparent. No nation, even if it be 
the largest, richest, most populous on the 
earth can possibly build an army and a 
navy which would be large enough to "com- 
mand regard for . . . neutrality" in the 
face of all other possible and probable com- 
binations of nations. 

The ballot contains such a mixture of 
seemingly peace-preserving effort and 
"armed to the teeth" militarism that it can- 
not be endorsed by those who do not sub- 
scribe to the theory that war is inevitable 
nor by those who agree that war machines 
breed war,

TIME MARCHES ON! 

Time inarches on — and with it, mankind. 
Never before in the history of the human 
race has Man strode along in Time with the 
same steady pace as he has in the 75 years 
Just passed. Tn that short span Man has 
made revolutionary advances along all 
lines of his endeavor. It has be«n an era of 
achievement. And Kansas State College has 
contributed her ahare. But one phase in un- 
touched by progress — it is static! 

Kansas State Boon celebrates the Sev- 
enty-fifth Anniversary of its birth as an in- 
stitution of higher learning. And one of 
the unballyhooed events of that celebra- 
tion will be a traditional practice — regis- 
tration—that haB persisted unchanged 
since the doors to its academic halls were 
first thrown open. 

^Some 3,60.0 students and a hundred or 
more of the faculty will perform that time- 
honored ritual on the first two days of the 
spring semester. But there will be no re- 
joicing in Its performance, either by the 
students or the faculty. Rather thefte will 
be apparent the oppressive atmosphere of 
distaste and of discouragement. 

Seventy-five yearB ago a handful of stu- 
dents was registered for course work by a 
then adequate system. That handful has 
grown subsequently to almost four thou- 
sand. But the registration system remains 
unchanged. Adequacy has gradually devel- 
oped into a woeful inadequacy. A remedy 
muBt be at hand. A twentieth century In- 
stitution cannot afford to tolerate nine- 
teenth century methods. The creation of 
an adequate system of registration is a re- 
sponsibility to be shouldered by the fac- 
ulty. The ability of the faculty to bear it 
wilt not be challenged. But that ability is in 



need of stimulation— stimulation which 
can be provided only by the persistent de- 
mand of the student body.

TfeA^SAS STATE'S CRtlNfi NEEDS 

Picture an over-grown country lad, his 
wrists extending beneath and beyond the 
sleeves of his too-small, slightly shabby 
coat, his whole appearance suggesting lack 
of funds; his face, however, is earne'sf, 
alight with an eagerness to do his share in 
the world, an eagerness to find his place 
and to better himself; a look of being des- 
tined for future finer things. 

.Such a lad might serve as a living ex- 
ample of Kansas State— a growing school, 
constantly hampered by lack of funds, con- 
stantly getting too large to hold its stu- 
dents In the buildings It has and to teach 
them effectively with the equipment pro- 
vided. 

Kansas State Is a BChool which has held 
and is holding and will hold (until the com- 
pletion of the physical science building) 
chemistry classes in buildings dedicated to 
agriculture, and chernistry laboratories in 
abandoned dairy laboratories. 

Other similar situations exist on the 
campus, and the remedy for them is not 
yet In sight. The Gymnasium not. only holds 
the radio station, the basketball court, ath- 
letic offices, all quarters for women's phys- 
ical education, quarters for men's "phys 
ed." but alBo army headquarters, supply 
rooms, and even various music practice 
rooms. Other music practice rooms, offices. 
Instruments, the stage for Little Theatre, 
makeshift Theatre dressing rooms, and 
music classrooms are scattered all over an 
Auditorium in which part of the seats are 
placed so that the stage is not visible. 

K-State, a scientific school in which a 
great many valuable scientific exhibits are 
prepared, has no central museum in which 
to place these exhibits — since the small 
space allocated a museum In Falrchild Hall 
muBt share the building with all work in 
history, Entomology, zoology, government, 
and all offices, laboratories, and classrooms 
pertaining thereto. . 

It is a school where all administration is 
Jammed into a building where art work, 
sundry English classes, the student health 
center, the only recreation center on the 
campus modern languages, extension work, 
economicB headquarters and classrooms 
Jostle and bump into each other at every 
turn. 

A page could he filled with descriptions 
of Kansas State's needs and lacks— while a 
good deal of space could be filled with de- 
scriptions of the prides of the campus (In 
regard to equipment, buildings and general 
standing), the Divisions of Agriculture, 
Home Economics and Engineering. 

The remedy — and the method — are easi- 
ly spoken of and described, H Is true. It Is 
also admitted that the whole plan is more 
easily spoken of than accomplished, but 
look what happened when the worm turned 
last year — the new Science building Is now 
under construction. Nothing but more and 
more agitation will successfully achieve the 
goal for which we are constantly striving, 
more room for students and faculty to work 
and play In. Then the college will, figura- 
tively speaking, be able to "strut its stuff," 
and show the academic and outBlde world 
how an efficient educational plant func- 
tions.

The 
difference in economic levels Is 
reflected In the rugs, curtains, fur- 
niture, and equipment, as well as 
the food budget. 

Requires Some Furnishings 

"The new home management 
house will be run as though it be- 
longed to a family having an in- 
come between 12,000 and $2,400. an 
economic level about half way be- 
tween the other two houses. Many 
of the Uenhardt's furnishings will 
be left In the howc. but linens, 
bedding, carpets, and kitchen equip- 
ment must be purchased. 

The home management course Is 
ln the senior's curriculum, and fs 
the cour.se in which the subject 
matter or all her previous three 
years is Integrated. In this cour,e, 
she ppplits those theories and prac- 
tices which she has learned. She 
learns to budget, .she plans, pre- 
pares meals, watches nutrition 
problems, and cooperates with oth- 
ers. 

She lite has concrete problsms In 
human relations to solve, and sees 
the need of cheerfulness, a -sense of 
humor and of tolerance of other 
people's view points. Fomsmaklug 
U not considered alone, however 
Leisure activities of the home, such 
as dinners for guests, and evening 
parties also enter the program— the 
rounded routine of home living.

ONE LAST COMPLAINT 

The inconsistency of our basket- 
ball team as far as Its weekly games 
are concerned arid the consistency 
with Which it places In the second 
division of the Big Six Conference 
have probably made all of us won- 
der Just what is wrong with the 
setup. All of us probably have 
some Idea as to the reason for such 
pocr basketball teams as are turn- 
ed out here year after year. As It 
happens I also have mine, ot course 
it is irom a pur'iy unimcui un view- 
point but here it is Just the same, 

Hevihg had the opportunity to 
witness some championship high 
school teams in practice sessions 
and the opportunity to see some 
first class coaching by their men- 
tcrs, I have come to the conclusion 
that Frank Root uses a technique 
all his own in drilling his men. To 
rtart with how many times have 
any of us ever seen a united effort 
to get the rebound orr the back- 
board, a function that Is so impor- 
tant in winning ball games? Re- 
member when KU shot the ball? 
There were always two or three 
men bearing down on the bosket 
and as » result they got the ball on 
the rebound. 

You may have noticed the poor 
ball handling, the poor passing and 
the poor floor work exhibited by 
the Wildcats in the Gym. In my 
estimation all this comes from a 
lack of basic fundamental work 
that is so Important in winning 
teams. One could go on and cite 
ether examples or faulty coaching 
but It all adds up to one thing; 
lack of fundamentals. 

Not once have I heard any en- 
couragement from the coach on the 
sideline to go up after the ball, or 
to rebound, not once have I seen 
any fundamental drills or basic 
floor work that is so notlcabie by 
Its absence. The steady working of 
plays and scrimmage is all one will

Frank Root has one of the fi 
est set ot plays In the Big Six, 
they consistently fall to work. Why? 
Because of the lack of fundamen- 
mentals. Just as Phog Allen is a 
great fundamentalist, so Ls Frank 
Root a modernist. 

I do not suggest that fundamen- 
tals are sure cure Tor all or our bas- 
ketball Ills, but I do state that a 
great advancement would be notic- 
ed If such things were resorted to. 
Oranted that I may not have a 
sound or experienced basis rot the 
afore statements, this Is surely 
true; we have had the same dis- 
couraging results for five years and 
I think that It is only logical that 
we give something else a trial It 
would at least not do any harm. 

Many people think that when a 
player comes to college he has all 
the fundamentals He needs. For 
that I simply say. If Phog Allen 
still resorts to fundamentals when 
things go bad, then his work and 
his splendid record to back him up, 
is good enough for me.

Opportunities 1 n the 
field are ateadlly Increasing for the 
young person who desires them, 
according to Dr. Dovld T. Loy, as- 
sistant ohyslcian in the deoart- 
ment of student health, when in- 
terviewed In his home. "Just as the 
public Is being educated about di- 
seases and medicine, so they de- 
mand more and better care thus 
Increasing the need for good doc- 
tors." 

The young doctor stretched out 
comfortably in an easy chair. 
There ore manv lines of work be- 
sides that of general pracuoner : 
various fields of research have scor- 
es or unexplored possibilities; the 
demand for better public health 
service calls for health africlals in 
state, city, school, and Institutional 
systems; and a much newer field 
of industrial health with health of- 
ficials among the personel of large 
industries for the protection of ihr 
industry and its employees is 
growing, he explained. 



Everything in the medical pro- 
fession keeps growing, he stated as 
his wire curled up In a corner of 
the davenport added. "They're al- 
ways learning something new/' 

the fact that Clifford" Beers, auth- 
or of "The Mind That Found It- 
self." who was among the first to 
draw attention to this subject. U) 
still living. More and more em- 
phasis is being placed on tTie care 
of the well child. That is to have 
the child periodically examined 
from time of Its birth instead of 
waiting until the child is ill and 
then curing It.

When asked ror his opinion on 
the nature of the field In medicine 
for women, the young man appear- 
ed thoughtful and scratched hla 
head, "I would have to think 
about that for a while to be very 
definite about it. but I think that 
I can truly say that I believe that 
women have greater opportunities 

'fessS *S£?^lM!t 
lession. except tnose already suit- 
able to their sex. Are they Increas- 
ing in numbers? Yes, but not any 
more In proportion than in any of 
the other fields that they have re- 
cently entered.'' 

Research Best Far Women 
He paused, "I believe that wo- 
men have a greater chance in re- 
search than In general practice, 
but almost every woman that 

that line unless she wUl really work 
toward that end. I think that as a 
whole, the women that enter this 
work are of a highly superior men- 
tality. Of course there ar e the 
closely related fields or nursing, 
technicians, and i*eticians that are 
recognized as a woman's work."

Second semes- 
ter enrolment is usually low- 
er than the fall term, but 
this year it may equal or pos- 
sibly exceed last semester's 
enrolment, she said. 

The present number of students In 
the college is 3.685. Miss Machir 
pointed out some boys usually are 
required to forfeit the spring term 
ror work at home— spring planting 
and other work. New students are 
expected to make up for this type I 
of loss next semester and possibly 
provide an Increase over last se- 
mester's numbers. "Of course you 
1 cannot be sure of the Tina] enrol- 
ment until noses are counted." as- 1 
sured the registrar.

Enrolment tor next semester will 
be conducted February 2 and 3. 
Those whn ■■ last names begin with 
A, D. H, C, will enrol the rirst day 
from 7:45 to 9:30; J, L. M. X. from 
10 to 11:15; K, N, Q. S. Z and any 
student who railed to report during 
the two previous periods from 1:00 
to 2:30. 

On February 3 those included in 
the B. F, T, V, group will enrol 
rrom 7:45 to 9:30; E, P. O, U. W, 
from 10 to 11:15; C, I. R, O. spe- 
cial students and any who failed to 
report during the two previous 
periods rrom 1 to 2:30. 

Lata assignment fee of $2.50 will 
be in effect ailer the third period 
of the second day. As is the custom 
there will be no Freshman Week 
previous to the regular period or 
enrolment as there is In the fall. 

The enrolment figures of Kansas 
State this semester .show some 
rather astonishing facts to the av- 
erage student when compared wlUi 
the enrolments of other schools of 
higher learning in the state. 

Only one other school, Kansas 
University, has a higher enrolment 
figure for the rirst semester than 
does State. The orricial rigure tor 
K U. Is 4,589 compared with the 
3,840 of Kansas State. The total 
number for all 3 teachers' colleges 
is 250 leas than that of K-State. 
Fifteen denominational schools of 
the state have a combined enrol- 
ment of 4.840. . . pproximately 3.200 
students attend the 12 Junior col- 
leges of the state. Ten years ago 
practically none of the Junior col- 
lege .students attended Kansas 
State. Now more of them attend 
here than any other school in the 
state. 

Kansas State has 50 more faculty 
members than does K. U. Moreover, 
there are 1,568 students or Metho- 
dist preference or membership. The 
combined enrolment of the 3 
Methodist .schools. Southwestern, 
Baker, and Kansas Wesleyan, is 
1.117. 



Partners In the ballet. Itself 
something unusual on the State 
campus. Miss Ruth Page and Bent- 
tey Stone ore two or the most col- 
orful personalities ever to appear 
on the College Auditorium stage 
They are the principals of the 
Ruth Page Ballet troupe which will 
come to Manhattan on February 
5 under the auspices of the Ameri- 
can Association of University 
Women. . 

Miss page's Joint recitals with 
Stone, premier danseur of the 
Chicago City Opera Ballet, have 
been acclaimed enthusiastically by 
the audiences. Stone's youth and 
vitality, his almost flawless ballet 
technique, and his ability to re- 
vivify dances, making them sparkle 
with brilliance, have placed him in 
the first rank of contemporary 
male dancers. 

Miss Page was born In Indian- 
apolis, Ind., where her father, a 
distinguished surgeon, founded the 
James Whitcomb Riley hospital. 
Like most children, she found de- 
light m spontaneous dancing and 
at the age of 12 began to study it 
formally. Soon arterward she at- 
tracted the attention or Anna Pav- 
lowa, and danced with that star on 
her last South American tour. Affi- 
liated more than a year with Pav- 
lowa, she returned to the United 
States and continued her studies 

With AdOlph Holm. 

Directed Opera Company 

When Bolm produced "The 
Birthday or the Infanta" for the 
Chicago Orand Opera Company in 
1919, he chose Miss Page as his 
partner, and cast her in the role 
or the "Infanta." The ToUowing 
year, he introduced her to London. 
She spent two years on Broadway 
and on tour as the nrlncipal 
dancer of Irving Berlin's Music 
Box Revue. For seven .seasons, she 
was ballet mistress or the Ravin la 
Opera Company, world-famed sum- 
mer opera. In 1928 she made her 
first oriental tour, giving 25 per- 
formances in the ceremonies at- 
tending the enthronement of Em- 
peror Herhlto in Tokyo. It was in 
1933 that Miss Page was made pre- 
miere danseuse and ballet director 
or the Chicago Grand Opera Com- 
pany, pursuing her ambition to 
build up the opera ballet and free 
it from out-moded traditions 

Miss Page is a brilliant exponent 
of modern art and classical dances, 
and an original Choreographer. "A 
modern amon? modernists" who 
believes art Is not onlv to be con- 
ceived but is also to be communi- 
cated and understood. When inter- 
viewed several weeks ago for .the 
Paris (France)) Herald, ML*s Page 
said ballet dancers are 
not hot-house flowers to be 
carerully nurtured, covered early at 



night with cloth, and ordained to 
live in a constant temperature. 
Her Training Rales 

'Plenty or beefsteak, cream and 
anything you want to eat," la her 
tormula. Training, of course, she 
emphasized. Is a serious thing, but 
training consists of at least 3 
hours' exercise every day. It puts no 
rules on dieting. Sleep, while fairly 
Important, is not a necessity. 
' "Oood ballet dancers should 
start between 10 and 13," she con- 
tinued, "ir they work hard, they 
should be supple and nimble 
enough to appear on the stage un- 
til they are 50.

During the Chicago Opera sea- 
son, she occupies her pent house 
studio apartment In Chicago on 
Michigan Avenue within 15 minutes' 
drive to the onera house In private 
life. Miss Pa?e is Mrs. Thomas H.

Registrar Predicts 
Enrolment Increase 

Anticipate Spring Semester Increase Over 1 937 
Spring Semester Corresponding To In 
: of Fall Semester 
Previous Fall 



The second semester enrolment at Kansas State College 
will probably equal or possibly exceed that of the 1937 
spring semeBter. announced Miss Jessie McDowell Machir, 
college registrar and chairman of the committee on as- 
signment, as hundreds of students were preparing to go 
through the mill of enrolment in Nichols Gymnasium this 
morning. 



Dr. S. A. Nock, college vlcc-prcsl- 
dent. today declared that the only 
prediction he could make was that 
he expected an increase over the 
1837 spring semester in proportion 
to the increase of last fall's enrol- 
ment over the previous fall term. 

These predictions point to the 
highest spring enrollment In the 
history of the college. The all -lime 
record college enrolment was the 
past semester's total or 3.S85 stu- 
dents. Chances that this record 
will be exceeded are very slim, for 
the second term registration is 
usually always less than that of 
the fall term. 

The number of students leaving 
because of graduation, spring farm 
work, and other reasons has during 
the recent years always exceeded 
the number or .students enrolling 
for the second semester who were 
not enrolled ror the first semester. 

Because of the already crowded 
classroom facilities and an expected 
high reglstraUon, the reinstate-, 
ment committee is expected to be 
more strict than ever before in 
permitting students in the lower 
grade brackets to return to college 
for another semester. 

During the latter part of last 
week long lines were formed in 
Anderson as students secured the 
name cards necessary ror enrol 
ment in order to avoid rush to- 
day and tomorrow.

Beea lla College Days 

Leaning back In his office chair 
and folding his hands, he recalled 
his own college days.

Doctor Willard became an assist- 
ant In chemistry. He continued his 
college work and In 1886 received 
the MS degree from Kansas State. 
Then during the school year ol 
1887-1888. he attended Johns Hop- 
kins University at Baltimore. Md.. 
and after more work at Kansas 
Stale, he was granted the Sc. D. 
degree In 1908 

Made Historian 
Besides his work as a cUcmlstry 
Instouctor. Doctor Willard ha* 
served In administrative capaci- 
ties. From 1901-1930 he was dean 
of the division of General Sci- 
ence. When he retired from active 
leaching In 1018. he became vice- 
president of the college and held 
that post until January 1. 1938. at 
line he was 



lege historian. 

He is engaged in writing a history 
of the college which will be pub- 
lished during this year, he said, 
but probably not until after the 
close of the current college term 

Recalling all the changes which 
the Manhattan school has under- 
gone since his student days. Doc- 
tor Willard says, "out* landing In 
the development of the school has 
been the specialization of

"This is because of the fact that 
In the earlier history of the 
school a high school education was 
not required for entrance." he ex- 
plained. "High schools were not 
numerous and therefore many of 
the students came to college wllh 
only a grade .'chool education." 

When questioned concerning the 
trend in college morals. Doctor Wil- 
lard replied. 'Colleges have Utile 
Influence on morals or students. 
Their habits and characters are 
pretty welt established "before they 
come to college. A student who was 
good in high school will probably 
be good al college. It he was bad 
as a high school student he will 
probably continue to be a tier he 
enrols at college." 

In Contact With Youths 

Being connected with a college. 
Doctor Willard has orten received 
from high school students requests 
for advice about attending college. 
He always begins by asking them 
along what lines their Interests He. 
A student who is Interested In a 
vocation which requires college 
training should be encouraged to 
get that training. Doctor Willard 
believes. But the greater part or 
the work in the world can be done 
out any high school or college edu- 
cation.

body to determine the points allotted to 
each activity and it is highly impractical 
for the students in each division to deter- 
mine the activity points for their respec- 
tive divisions. The average General Sci- 
ence student cannot make a fair compari- 
son between the president of Mu Phi Kpsl- 
ion and the sports editor of the Collegian. 

How is the student in the Agriculture 
Division going to determine the number of 
points for both the president of Alpha Zeta 
and a member of the apple judging team at 
the same time? Can a specially selected 
hoard of students or the Council of Deans 
Berve as a committee to set up a successful 
standard of points any better? It is highly 
doubtful. 

After the point system is thoroughly 
looked into, one must conclude that It is 
impractical and that no one can better de- 
termine the number of activities for each 
student .my better than the student taking 
part in the activities himself. This is what 
he now does. 

Most students could easily handle more 
activities at Kansas State than they now do 
while only a very few handle too many ac- 
tivities. Yet, no set standard of points 
could adequately regulate the excess activi- 
ties of these few students. They must 
eventually find for themselves the neces- 
sity of reducing the number of these ac- 
tivities or reducing the number of hours of 
college work they carry. 
Of all the many necessary needed re- 
This ■ forms at Kansas State, the point system Is 
needed the least for its reform is in the 
wrong direction.

How Is the point system to be ad 
ministered? Who is going to allot the 
points for the multitudinous number of ac- 
tivities at Kansas Star*? How It the plan to 
be enforced?

"Food and nutrition Is an 1m- 1 
porta ut field because it reaches 
everyone ". .said Dr. Martha Plttman, ; 
head of the department of food eco- 
nomics and nutrition at Kansas 
State. "Food Is vital to everyone, 
and work in this field has far 
reaching effects. Though to some | 
people foods work means merely 
cooking," and she smiled her pity 
for such unenlightened creatures. 

There was nothing to suggest the 
kitchen about Doctor Plttman, dres- 
sed In smart green wool trimmed 
In gold, as she discussed the op- 
portunities for girls In this branch 
of Home Economics. Her charming 
office in Calvin Hall proves the 
place of femininity in this course. 
Filled bookcases line the walls, but 
on the tops are pieces of beautiful 
china, brass, and pottery. 

Many Positions Open 

Many types of work are open to 
girls who major In foods and nutri- 
tion. Probably the most popular is 
the course In dietetics. Girls with 
such training may become either 
general or special dietitians in hos- 
pitals or may manage tea rooms or 
cafeterias. Many clinics are now 
employing dietitians to prescribe 
diets instead of medicine. Many 
more hospitals are now employing 
dietitians than formerly. Resettle- 
ment work provides another open- 
ing for dietetics majors. 

Commercial home economics work 
is another branch of this field which 
ls growing rapidly. Power and light 
companies, magazines, and packing 



companies employ girls to conduct 
testing kitchens and often to write 
new recipes and experiments. Girls 
who plan to take up this kind of 
work usually minor in journalism, 
field Nat Overcrowded 

Research work Is a worth while 
field tor girls interested In chemistry 
and physics. Teaching foods is an- 
other field which appeals to many 
girls. Since many branches of foods 
and nutrition are new and growing, 
the field Is not overcrowded and 
there Is a good chance for advance- 
ment in each of the branches. 

"The salaries of dietitians com- 
pare favorably with teaching," Doc- 
tor Plttman said. "In most cases, 
they receive complete maintenance 
and not less than 100 dollars a

Needed — More Freedom 
Is culture at Kansas State rapidly becom 
a thing of the past? Statistic* seem to 
It la If a survey wen 
State students who feel that 
they have no more cultural background 
when they leave college than when they 
entered, the results would be appalling. 

In the Division of Engineering, students 
are allowed from two to nine hours of elac- 
tlves— two hours in four years to take 
something they really are interested In 
which does not pertain to their major! 
None of these hours of electlvea are per- 
mitted until the last semester of the Junior 
year or first tern of the senior year. The 
General Science Division Is somewhat more 
generous In meting out elective*. However, 
the curriculum tn straight general science 
allows only 14 hours for those subjects. 
Those women studying to be dietitians, un- 
der the curriculum of Institutional man- 
agement and dietetics in the Division of 
Home Economics, may branch out into 
other departments to gain only six hours of 
elective credit. 

On all Bides ts heard student opinion bit- 
terly denouncing the fact that scientific 
course comprise more than the major part 
of their eurriculuraa. Why is it not possible 
to remedy this situation? Why do not the 
students who art the victims of these cur- 
rictilums, which cover so narrowly the cul- 
tural subjects, insist on more free dom in 
choosing courses In that field? 

Many of the courses now offered would 
have to be extended another year to com- 
plete the required and desired work, 
would it not be worth it to sea College gi 
uates with a broad cultural outlook?

Century of 

"What! l>t Jane go to college? Oh, good- 
ness, that's too strenuous for a girt, and be- 
sides it's positively Immoral," Thus ran the 
common expression on higher education 
for women when the first four coeds start- 
ed to college in 1837. But now the more 
than a million women with college degrees 
are celebrating a century of coeducation. 

It all started in Oberlln College in Ohio. 
Pour brave girls exposed themselves to the 
rigors -of college life in competition with 
haughty men. They were tolerated rather 
than encouraged. These first four coeds 
were supposed to sigh, sew, and think 
beautiful thoughts. They were considered 
too delicate to he exposed to such subjects 
as biology, and too modest to read English 
compositions to a mixed group. 

Some of the college rules for these pio- 
neer coeds included: Rising at 5 a.m.; not 
going to pantry or bake room without a 
reasonable excuse; and devoting at least 
one-half hour to private worship daily. 
They were required to clean the men's 
rooms and could not be found in their 
company. Tea, coffee, and spices were ex- 
cluded from the early coed menus. 

Contrast these conditions with the situ- 
ation today, and marvel at the progress. 
Now 450 of America's 650 colleges are co- 
educational. Girls have been successful In 
a wide variety of courses as law, medicine, 
journalism, even engineering, as well as 
home economics and teaching. .What a dif- 
ference between "then" and "now!"

First Conference Yeilerday 
The Farm Writers' and Adver- 
tisers' Conference was initiated on 
the campus yesterday morning with 
an opening session on "Covering 
the Rural News Beat." Prof. C E 
Rogers, head of the department of 
Journalism who presided said "We 
hope that the program will stimu 
late higher quality in editorial, ad 
rvertlslng, and radio broadcasting 
In the rural community. The con 
ference was scheduled during ParfTi 
and Home Week on the campus In 
order editors. advertisers, and 
broadcasters might meet more than 
1.000 leading 
who attend.' 

Speakers on yesterday morning's 
program were C. W. Wheeler of 
the Abilene Chronicle, who out- 
lined his system for malting coun- 
try correspondence pay. "With two- 
thirds of our possible readers liv- 
ing on the farm, and a percentage 
of those living In town directly or 
indirectly interested in farming, 
country news in important," he 
said. 

According to DeWltt C. Wing, 
member of the information staff of

After High Wind Partially 
Weakens Structure Radio 
Tower Topples 

The College lost an Imposing fea- 
ture of its skyline Tuesday after- 
noon. The 108 foot radio tower 
which has served as the antenna 
of the College television station 
W9XAK was taken down at that 
time. The tower was built in 1932, 
signed to operate for five 
The tower was constructed 
of wood timbers and laths, painted 
silver color and was not allmetal 
as was commonly supposed. The 
mast had large aluminum wires 
running up each of the four corn- 
ers to radiate the station's signals. 

Tuesday afternoon during a high 
wind the middle part of the tow- 
er began to fait apart. At 5:30 it 
was decided to cut the guy ropes 
and let it fall away from the En- 
gineering Building before it would 
rail on the building. The tower 
would have had to be replaced next 
year due to a government ruling, 
so the value of the tower was fair- 
ly low. The station Is off the air 
due to this mishap, but the old 
tower will be replaced by another 
antenna consisting of a single hori- 
zontal wire 100 feet high. This new 
antenna will be built within the 
next few weeks, and will be of a 
temporary nature.

Letter of Encouragement

nominee for president: 

To George Latham, Springfield, 
111 July 22. I860. 
'.'My dear George: 

I have scarcely felt greater pain 
In my lire than on learning yes- 
terday from Bob s letter that you 
bad failed to enter Harvard Unl- 
And yet there's very little 



in It . if you will allow no feeling of 
discouragement to seise you, and 
prey upon you. It la a certain 
truth that you can enter and grad 
uate In Harvard University; 
having made the attempt, you 
succeed in It. "Must" is tbe 

I know not how to aid you, save 
to the assurance of -one of mature 
age. and much severe experience, 
that you can not fail, if you reso- 
lutely determine that you will not. 
"Temporary Fatiore" 

The President of the institution 
can scarcely be other than a kind 
man; and Soubtless he would grant 
you an Interview and point out the 
readiest way to remove or to over- 
come the obstacles that hare 
thwarted you In a temporary fail- 
ure there is no evidence that you 
may not yet be a better scholar 
and a more successful man to the 
great struggle of life than many 
others who have entered college 
more easily. 

Again I say: Let no feeling of 
discouragement prey upon you, and 
in the end you will be sure to suc- 
ceed.

How they would appreciate a word of 
greeting or a friendly salute. For It (s these 
people that are the College's real support- 
ers, the people who some day will be 
sending their children to State, and the 
people who have placed Kansas on the ped- 
estal where it stands today.

It Can Happen Here 

Once again the students of Kansas State 
College demonstrated the practicability of 
having dances on the campus and in the 
Gymnasium.

The Grade Window 

Probably the spot which holds the most 
fascination for students of the College as 
they pass through Anderson Hall is the 
small, barred window which opened yester- 
day to divulge last semester's grades to 
those anxious ones who were either too 
negligent or too fearsome to reque&t them, 
from their instructors. 

Many of us will approach the window 
with tremblfng hands and voices, others 
will wear the smile of the confident, se- 
cure in the knowledge that their grades 
are high, fn any event, probably too much 
emphasis is placed on the seemingly all-, 
important A, B, C. D. or F which the person 
behind the bars reveals to us In business- 
like tones. 

A goodly quota of A's will bring to some 
the smug satisfaction that their education 
Is progressing in a "very satisfactory" man- 
ner. The recipients of the other extreme in 
grades will affect those persons in various 
ways— depending on the constitution of the 
Individual. However, It should be remem- 
bered that a report card Is practically use- 
less as an indicator of the amount of edu- 
cation we are receiving. It merely tells us 
what percentage of matter the memory has 
retained In comparison with the other 
members of our classes. It does In no re- 
spect record the more important and less 
tajuglihle item which Is the underlying 
cause of our struggle for an education — de- 
velopment toward maturity, culturally, 
factually, politically, socially, economically. 

How can we estimate the progress of our 
education? Perhaps we can measure the 
extent of It culturally by stopping sharply, 
doing an about face, and confronting our 
inner selves, asking this question with ex- 
pectancy of a fair and honest answer: Am I 
able to appreciate aesthetic values — good 
books, good music, poetry, natural scenery? 
Do I appreciate and enjoy social Inter- 
course with persona known to be and rec- 
ognized as cultural? It might be well to use 
the amount of reading done by us as a fair 
gauge of our general background and edu- 
cation. Too many of us, no doubt, look on 
outside reading assignments as drudgery 
concocted by some fiendish pedagogue for 
our punishment. But such an attitude is in 
reality the sign that we have no self-ioter-

Deciding to what extent we have been 
developed factually by a college career Is 
an easier matter. Kaeh individual knowB 
what facts he has in his grasp, and it is up 
to him to keep those facts from slipping 
away from him as college courses fade Into 
the past. 

A working knowledge of the political sci- 
ences is a part of our development which 
may not necessarily come from college text 
books. Once again extensive reading may 
serve as the educative element, or extensive 
courses In political science are available. 
Testing for education In political matters 
probably consists of determining whether 
we understand fully the political happen- 
ings headlining the world today and know 
the background of these happenings. 

No one is more capable of judging his so- 
cial development upon graduation than he 
himself. Whether he has earned his classi- 
fication as a social lion or a ''stick fn the 
mud" is the Individual's own prerogative 
to decide. 

Is the grade window therefore so impor- 
tant' as we think? Is the judgment which 
the Various Instructors have placed on laBt 
semester's work the only premium which 
it should bring? As we step away from the 
window with our grades, we should con- 
sider seriously with ourselves for a moment 
just what, besides several alphabetical sym- 
bols, five months of academic work has 
contributed toward our development.

The Farm Control Bill just 
passed by the house is an example. As for 
the bill itself, it is admittedly a step toward 
collectivism, but in these times of revolu- 
tionary change In our economic order 
farming must be put on an equal basis with 
industry and the bill as passed by the 
house is a step in the right direction. In 
short — the bill is O.K. as passed — but that 
doesn't make it a good bill. The big ques- 
tion Is how the farmers will take it. 

It is admitted that the New Deal has 
made a few mistakes, but the good it has 
done far overshadows the evils. Trying to 
educate the people of such a vast country 
to a new philosophy, and at the same time 
get rid of the established medieval philo- 
sophy is a big job and only time will see it 
established. The trend today is in the right 
direction and may it continue so.

It is difficult for anyone but an architect 
to appreciate the size and beauty Kansas 
State's new .physical science building will 
boast when it is completed, by merely read- 
ing descriptions and studying dimensions, 
but the curious who visit the site and look 
down into the long deep excavations, who 
watch the bustting activity of the masons, 
the carpenters, engineers and common la- 
borers, or talk to the friendly Scot who 
superintends the construction, these visi- 
tors cannot help but be impressed with the 
immensity of the structure. It will be a 
wonderful addition to the campus. 

And yet, unless a number of alterations, 
apparently not contemplated at present, are 
made In the specifications the completed 
building will not be all that it might be. 
For example the plans call for the use of no 
marble in the construction, even In the 
toilets— no marble on the floors or walls of 
the long halls, no beautiful marble pillars. 
This feature which Immeasurably increases 
the beauty and longevity of modern build- 
ings will be left out of the physical science 
hall. 

This is not the only example of short- 
comings in the plans. According to one 
construction engineer who has studied the 
specifications, the building will not com- 
pare with the college library in point of 
beauty. Why is it that, with an appropria- 
tion of $450.000 — part of which will go for 
equipment— and a PWA grant of $278,060, 
the architects must strip the building of so 
many modern adornments and conveni- 
ences which the well-appointed building of 
today needs? 

When plans were drawn up for the sci- 
ence hall appropriations had not been 
made, and It was feared that not very much 
money could be obtained. Hence the archi- 
tects economized wherever possible, fre- 
quently at a sacrifice. After the cart had 
been figuratively drawn up the horse was 
secured to hitch behind it. The horse, how- 
ever, proved to be much larger that was 
expected. 

The appropriation bill signed by Gover- 
' nor Huxman March 30, 1937, provided for 
$450,000 for the new building. According to 
original plans $375,000 of this was to be 
spent on the building ItBelf, the rest on 
equipment. On August 24 Kansas received 
a PWA grant of $686,786, of which $273,060 
was earmarked for Kansas State college's 
new physics and chemistry building. Thus 
funds available for the building— minus 
equipment — amounted to $648,060. 

The plans already drawn up were not ex- 
panded to allow for the increased allotment 
but were sent to contractors who bid for 
the work. The bid for the general building 
was let for $316,845, the electric work for 
$51,958, and the plumbing for $44,344. The 
contractors, then, are erecting the building 
for a total of $413,147. With $648,060 
available for the building itself, there Is 
very obviously a large sum which is not be- 
ing used. Some of this will very probably be 
added to the funds appropriated for equip- 
ment. But allowing for this expenditure 
there still remains a large chunk of Idle 
money, already appropriated for this build- 
ing. 

The important question Is: Will the ar- 
chitect be Instructed to add those additional 
advantages which were stripped from the 
building in the planning and thus use this 
money as it was intender, or will the state 
use it to line Its pockets?— Manhattan 
Chronicle.

Legislative Issue 

Probably one of the major issues of the 
special session of the Kansas State Legis- 
lature is the proposal of Governor Huxman 

I to return eome four million dollars to so- 
cial welfare purposes. This sum of money 
represents a surplus amount gained 
through the Kansas sales tax. As the law 
now stands, 80 per cent of this surplus 
should be returned to school districts on the 
basis of population. However, Governor 
Huxman contends that this sum distributed 
to the 11,000 taxing districts would be Im- 
material and would not reduce property 
taxes. He also contends that the present 
setup does not adequately finance the so- 
cial security program. 
At once It is plain to see that the issue 

I will split the people Into two group! One 



will advocate returning this balance to the 
social security program and the other will 
advocate returning It to the school districts 
to aid in better educational facilities. In 
spite of the fact that this question will In 
no way influence Kansas State College It 
will affect our home communities. Natural- 
ly city governing bodies will object to a 
change In the law. 

To those of us Interested in seeing our 
elementary schools Improved, this issue 
will bear watching. Although this money 
has not been a regular grant to the grade 
schools, It would aid In bettering them. On 
the other hand this money would be turned 
over to the county social welfare expenses 
and with their added funds the counties 
might need greater state control of their 
activities. 

In either case the money would revert 
back to the county, the question being 
which needs it most, the school or the so- 
cial welfare activities. 

• • • * 

Are We Indifferent? 

The only hope for the continued success 
of democracy. It has been truthfully said, 
lies In an Informed and aroused public 
opinion. Democracy today can well be 
aware that work and thought are necessary 
for Its continuation. The schools and edu- 
cators have long been aware of the need of 
more and more education in a democratic 
form of government, and long steps have 
been taken In that direction. Almost every- 
one today has the chance to complete 
twelve years of learning In a public school 
syBtem. 

However, only a small percentage can or 
will complete four years of college training. 
We as members of that small group should 
logically be the leaders In tomorrow's de- 
mocracy. While it can be conceded that we 
are becoming the possessors of an informed 
opinion, and even that point can be de- 
bated, only a very small group can truth- 
fully be said to have an aroused opinion. An 
Interest In public affairs and a desire to act, 
it would seem, Is an even more Important 
attribute of a leader than Is knowledge. 

College Btudents today, In their search 
for "money-making" learning, are Inclined 
to forget or scoff at their social responsi- 
bility. Outside of a certain amount of In- 
terest in a presidential campaign and an 
entirely negative attitude against war, most 
of us refuse to become concerned about 
state, national or international events. 

If this college generation would become 
concerned, use the chance offered them to 
sain information and ideas, and apply this 
Knowledge constructively when the chance 
Is presented there would be no cause to fear 
for the future of democratic government in 
the United States. — Denver Clarion.

Following their decisive 51 to 29 victory over Iowa State 
Saturday night, the K-State Wildcats are preparing for 
their game with Missouri at Columbia Friday with hopes 
of repeating their early season victory when they gained a 
29 to 28 win over the Tigers here in a second overtime 
period 



Although the Kansas State boys 
have defeated the Tigers this sea- 
son, the game Friday night will be 
anything but a push-over. Missouri 
outclassed Nebraska In the last half 
Saturday night and defeated the 
Huskers for the second time this 
year, this time by a 38 to 30 score. 
Wildcats Seem Improved 

Although Nebraska trounced the 
Wildcats and lost twice to Mis- 
souri, Coach Prank Root sees a 
fine opportunity for his Wildcats 
to defeat the Tigers. In the last 
three games, his club has played 
consistently better ball, with Kan- 
sas only one basket better than the 
Wildcats, and Oklahoma quite wor- 
i led before establishing a margin of 
victory late in the game. 

The 51 points scored by the Wild- 
cats " Saturday - indicates that aw 
team may rinally be out of their 
prolonged scoring slump that has 
persisted since early 
games. While the Missouri 
wUl not be important In deciding 
the conference championship, it 
fhould be a fine game, with Kansas 
State continuing her struggle to 
emerge from the cellar, and Mis- 
souri striving to remain in third 
place.

1883, started 
on his lengthy period of service as 
an assistant tn chemistry He car- 
ried on in that capacity four years 
and then became 
in the agricultural 
tlon From that work he advanced 
Into an assistant professorship In 
1891. to associate professor in 1896. 
and a full professor in 1897. 

On April M, 1909, Dr. J, T. Wil- 
lard took office as the Dean ol Sci- 
ence. In 1912 the position was 
changed to that ol Dean ol General 
I Science. In 1918 he was elected 
vice-president or the College and 
conlltued that work with his work 
as a dean until he resigned hts 
dean's work in 1930.

However, in spite of all this advance- 
ment in the world of science, Kansas State 
has been definitely a step behind the rest 
of the college world In social reforms per- 
taining to instigation of new ideas, new 
customs, new enrolment systems. Student 
t'n ion building, entertaining radio pro- 
grams, and other much needed campus im- 
provements. 

Along this same line of reasoning we 
might turn to the "sore thumb" of the Col- 
lege, radio station KSAC. Merely to men- 
tion the word brings a pang to many a loy- 
al student's heart, in spite of the fact that 
the station has not a penny to spend for 
talent and as a consequence all programs 
border upon boredom, there are still cer- 
tain restrictions that are placed upon them 
that further reduce their entertainment 
value. Would it not be much wiser to pre- 
sent an entertaining type of program along 
with the educational to secure a larger and 
more satisfied audience? 

Not aiming to place the blame for such 
action or even to offer a remedy for such a 
situation, let it be sufficient to point it out. 
It is the contention of some that such con- 
servatism adds to the dignity of the insti- 
tution. To this let us say that if it were not 
for the pioneering spirit of former faculty 
would it have been possible for the College 
to make the marked academic strides in the 
experiments it undertook? Could Kansas 
State have been called a leading school of 
engineering or veterinary medicine if it had 
held back its experiments merely to see if 
they worked out satisfactorily for some 
other institution. The answer is quite evi- 
dent. 

We now ask why could not this same at- 
titude be taken in regard to BOme of the 
needed reforms stated above. Must we al- 
ways wait until "the other fellow" has tried 
and proved a plan or are we to make our 
social reforms and advancements come 
parallel with our advancements in the field 
of knowledge?

Kansas State's fashionable coeds 
of today and those of 75 years ago 
do not resemble each other out- 
wardly. Fashions have changed a 
great deal In the three-quarters of 
a century since Kansas State's Init- 
ial year. 1883. But you may be cer- 
tain that today's and yesterday's 
coeds are alike In one particular— 
they were then as tney are now, 
ardent admirers of that old. but 
ever young "Dame Fashion." 
Hoop Skirts Prevail 

In Kansas State's first year coeds 
were hoop skirts and dolman 
sleeves. Dolman sleeves were huge 
with a great fullness their entire 
length, and particularly so at the 
wrist. Skirts had steel hoc^s sewed 
■.i i ■ nit- to make the dress stand 
away from the "limbs." The ultra 
fashionable coed (and there are 
always those) carried a tiny, lacy 
parsol as she minced along the 
board walks or paths on her way to 
school. 

This college girl of 1883 had one 
advantage over the modem coed 
Seventy-five years ago girls wore 
long hair, to be sure, but they 
didn't have to spend precious min 
utes each evening pinning in the 
numerous curls which the elabor- 
ate coiffures of today call for. A 
swish with a brush, a quickly 
braided pigtail and milady hopped 
into bed. Hair styles were remark- 
able simple. The ordinary girl 
merely piled it on the top of her 
head and held it in place with ft 
hair net. If she didn't have enough 
hair of her own, she bought a 
"switch." Today coeds are unani- 
mously agreed that this Is the only 
advantage in dress which those 
girls of so long ago had. Any- 1938

Another dis- 
advantage, as girls see It now, was 
the enormous amount of material 
used In each dress. If you wanted 
to sclmp on material, you could 
make a dress with 14 yards. Hats 
or bonnets were worn everywhere 
even to school. 

Hoops Or Bustles? 
Ten years later, in 1873. the col- 
lege at Manhattan was definitely 
established. The appearance of the 
school had changed but little since 
1883; not so the appearance of the 
coeds. Only a slight resemblance 
to the costumes of 1883 could be 
detected In the coed's dress ten 
years later. 

At Kansas State the most import- 
ant Issue at stake was whether or 
not the college would become an 
Industrial school and teach subject 
which were practical, or whether 
it would as other schools, continue 
to foster only the cultural aspects 
of the student's life, teaching such 
subjects as Latin and Greek. 

Bonnets which had been so popu- 
lar only a few years before were re- 
legated to the lowest place In the 
fashionable world, and tall, tilting 
hats took their place as milady's 
favorite headgear. It was at this 
time that the "Grecian Bend" de- 
veloped. Prom the name one might 
suppose the "Grecian Bend" to be 
some popular dance of the lime, 
but In reality It was a very awk- 
ward walk which the girts and 
women f>f the early seventies 
adopted. The reason for the "Gre- 
cian Bend" was that in spite of 
fashion, the law of equilibrium was 
still present. With a bustle and a 
tall, tilted iiat tending to pull one 
back, women found it necessary to 
walk bent slightly forward Some 
sarcastic wag nicknamed this the 
"Grecian Bend."

But 
their objective was soon areom- 
pllshed. nevertheless, for women 
tired of these skirts and demanded 
something new. With the idea of 
varying these slashed skirts some- 
what, a clever Paris designer In- 
serted pieces or satin and fine .silk 
in the slashes. Women liked their 
skirts this way, and it was from this 
practice that the looped polonaise 
dress grew. 

Events which at the time do not 
seem to have any world-wide Influ- 
ence on fashion when looked at In 
retrospect have had a great deal 
of Influence. The Esthetic Move- 
ment which started in the early 
eighties and late seventies In Lon- 
don and the Ores* Reform Move- 
ment In Germany at the same time 
a free ted women's clothing a great

The Jersey Influence 

It was at this time that straight. 
Jersey dresses became very popular. 
Just as girls are now wearing styles 
first made popular by that royal 
favorite, the Duchess of Windsor, 
so In the eighties women were 
wearing styles made popular by an- 
other English court favorite, the 
Duchess of Jersey, or the "Lily of 
Jersey" as she was more commonly 
known. 

By 1890 skirts had attained vol- 
uminous widths. The most popular 
college costume was a wool skirt 
of some dark color worn with light 
washable waists. It is interesting to 
note the great popularity of this 
type of costume for coeds, for to- 
day, variations of this costume arc 
still being worn. Skirts of course arc 
much .shorter and sweaters are more 
popular than shirtwaists, but the 
Idea is the same. The period of the 
Gibson girl was at its height. In- 
stead of broken-down automobiles, 
itudents bought bicycles, and it was 
a common sight to sec students on 
bicycles start out on Sunday after- 
noon Juants merrily singing. "On a 
Bicycle Built for Two." 

Queen Victoria's Diamond Jubi- I 
lee in 1897 was responsible for the { 
huge sleeves which, because of 
their characteristic shape, became 
known as "mutton leg" sleeves. The 
Jubilee was also responsible for a 
change In hair, dress. For a period 
following 1897 girls were drawing 
their hair up In a dushlon on their 
head "a la Pompadour" style. Once 
again many women needed extra 
hair, so buyers were sent scurrying 
over the country to buy up human 
hair. The story goes that several 
heroic coeds at Kansas State sac- 
rificed their hair for money enough 
to allow them to remain at college.

Paris In 1910. Coeds saw in these 
-shortened dresses a comfort and a 
freedom new to them, and were 
quick to sponsor the style. By 1918 
a noticeable trend toward short 
dresses for every occasion was ap- 
parent. Dresses grew shorter each 
year until In 1923 and 1924 skirts 
were above the knees. 

The World War was responsible 
for the adoption styles in keeping 
with the seriousness of the war. 
The simple one-piece dress from 
which the sklrtmaker dress of today 
has evolved was common, and 
black was a popular color. 

A period of unrest following the 
close or the war was echoed In 
fashions. No definite styles were 
set or adopted. Long and short 
skirts and long and short hair

The crash of '29 changed all this. 
The first people to lose their Jobs 
were the women.

Floppy, picture -garden hats, full 
sleeves, ruffles and trills were all 
shown In the fashion revues for the 
next few years. Evening dresses in

Donation Of Old Bluemont 
College Equipment Marks 
Start Of Present School 



Drouths, Floods, Building Boom*, Fires, Depressions, Wars Have All 
Had Part In Institution's Development— Looks To Fulfill- 

Of Twenty-Year Plan Now 



Seventy-five years ago Wednesday Kansas State Agricultural College had its official 



beginning. 
Probably 



no individual living then recalls the day and probably no campus building 
is old enough to have witnessed the signing of the bill. Only the college bell could tell of 
the events of three quarters of a century, were it to talk, and even it could not recall 
Kansas State's first year, for it was not donated by Joseph Ingalls of Swampscott, Mass., 
until 1864. 



Neither could the bell tell how 
the school was conceived in the 
minds of the New England pioneers 
as they a teamed slowly up the Kaw 
to found Manhattan In 1855. Four 
years later these pioneers erected 
a three stotv building, 44 by 60 feet 
In size, on the site of the present 
horticulture farm to house Blue- 
mont College, a classical Methodist 
school which attracted a handful 
of students from the sparsely set- 
tled surrounding country. 

With the coming of statehood in 
1861 this impoverished school was 
offered to the state as a nucleus 
for the establishment of a state 
university, but the offer was re- 
jected because the governor had 
promised to locate the university at 
Lawrence, However, the next year 
Abraham Lincoln signed the Mor- 
rill Act providing for the estab- 
lishment of a stale college whose 
objective was ' without, excluding 
other scientific and clawneal studies 
and Including military tactics, to 
teach such branches of learning as 
are related to agriculture and the 
mechanical arts." 

Bluemont College Donated 

This time the Bluemont College 
Association's offer of its building, 
equipment. and 100 acres of land 
was accepted, and on September 1. 
' 1863, K a. A. C. owned as a Land 
Grant institution in the Bluemont 
College building. Under the lead- 
ership of the Rev. Joseph Denison, 
a conservative New Engiander of 
the old school, the school made lit- 
tle progress. Its curriculum placed 
qmphas-ia upon literature, morals, 
and ethics rather than the prac- 
tical instruction designed in the 
Morrill Act. 

The only signs ot progress in the 
first ten years of existence was the 
move to the present campus In 1871 
and the erection of a barn, now 
Farm Machinery Hall, In 1813. Only 
15 had been graduated In this per- 
iod 

A legislative Investigation a little 
late resulted in the cnange of pol- 
icy to practical education devoted 
to the common people Of the state 
under the second president, the 
Rev. John A. Anderson, who took 
the chair In 1873. 

He replaced the literary course 
with curricula in agriculture, 
domestic science, and mechanics. 
During rite administration a mech- 
anics hall (the center of the shops 
building), a chemistry building 
(Chemistry Annex I), and a horti- 
culture building ( Illustrations 
Building) were erected. It was he 
who planned Anderson Hall, the 
north wing of which was built In 
1879. He installed telegraph com- 
munication between buildings and 
In 1875 established the Industrial- 
ist. The usual rirtce for room and 
board was 84 per week with 85 ex- 
tra per term for fuel and light at 
this time. 



Elected To 

When President Anderson left 
Kansas State in 1878 to become a 
congressman, he had mapped a 
course and established precedents 
that have been the foundation of 
all subsequent progress. Oeorgc T. 
Falrehlld. his successor, was 
brought from Michigan Slate Ag- 
ricultural College to continue An- 
derson's work. Falrehlld wished the 
college "To develoo the man in the 
farmer and to develop farming 
through those encaged In It." 

His administration was In a per- 
iod of physical and educational 
growth. Enrolment increased from 
207 in 1879 to 734 in 1887. Class 
groups and Other organization 
grew in Importance. The Hamilton 
and Ionian Literary Societies were 
formed In 1884 and 1887, respective- 
ly, and both the T. W. C A. and 
the T. M. C. A. were organized in 
1885 On January a. ISM, the Stu- 
dent Herald, the first student news- 
paper, began publication. A public 
plowing match southeast of Ander- 
son Hall was a part of the com- 
mencement activities In ltfrO. 

With the domination of state 
imHthii by the Populist Party In 
1897 came many changes at Man-

I- laced by Thomas E. Will, 
staunch Republican faculty mem- 
bers were dismissed. The students 
liked the co-operative book store 
and dining hall, the Installation of 
the college printing plant during 
this short administration, but the 
citizens of Manhattan did not 

al of President Will by means some 
of which were fair and many were 
not. In 1899 he was replaced by 
Ernest R. Nichols, popular physics 
professor, a scientist and educator 
rather than a polltlcan. 

Building Boom Here 
A building boom followed. Only 
Kedzle Hall (erected for domestic 
science In 1897) and Falrehlld Hall 
(1894) had been built since the 
completion of Anderson Hall in 
1887. The new building included 
Agriculture Hall (Education Hall) 
In 1900, Denison Hall (destroyed 
by fire In 1934) in 1903, the Audi- 
torium and a Dairy Building 
(chemistry annex II) In 1804, Dick- 
ens Hall in 1907, and Veterinary 
Hall and Calvin Hall In 1908. 

Nineteen hundred five Is remem- 
bered as the year President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt visited the campus, 
the year of the big flood, the year 
Uie girls of Eur ode Ionian Literary 
Society stole the clapper from the 
college bell. Class feuds became 
common. The shepherd's crook, 
presented by the class of 1808, be- 
came the object of many class con- 
flicts until It was finally lost. as 
seniors, the class of 1S07 stole the 
college whistle and had it cast into 
watch fobs, 
Greek letter organizations 

beginnings in 1901 with the 
simultaneous founding of 
two fraternities, Tau Omega Ml 
and Kappa Delta Pi. In 1904 The 
Witches, which was formerly char- 
tered as Lambda Lambda Theta, 
and Phi Kappa Phi were the first 
successful sororities. These early 
groups were frowned upon by stu- 
dents and faculty alike. They 
given no recognition in yearbooks 
until the Royal Purple's first edi 
Hon under that name In 
a section. 
Straggle With University 
Kansas University supporters. 
Jealous of Kansas State's rapid 
growth, attempted to reduce It to 
a mere agricultural experiment 
station or an appendage of the 
University by legislative action In 

1909. A mass meeting of protest by 
students and faculty resulted In the 
chartering of a train, paid for by 
their contributions, to bring the en- 
tire legislature to the campus. The 
lawmakers were escorted about the 
campus, entertained by military 
maneuvers, and finally banqueted 
by the domestic science girls. They 
returned to Topeka convinced of 
the place Kansas State occupied In 
the educational system of the state 
and promptly squelched the Uni- 
versity's bills. 

Nineteen hundred and nine also 
marked the change of leadership 
again. Henry J. Waters took the 
president's chair upon the resigna- 
tion of President Falrehlld. During, 
this administration curricula be- 
came more diverse. enrolments 
larger, and class and social organi- 
zation* were superseded In Impor- 
tance by divisional and depart- 
mental organization. 

Campus politics was ruled by the 
eight literary societies which had a 
majority of the student body on 
their rolls. The Inter-society Ora- 
torical Contest was one of the most 
Important campus events. It was 
here that the Hamilton's dignified 
campaign yell became "Here's to 
the hen, the Hamilton ben; she laid 
a Dad egg and shell do it again" 
In toe hands of the vlval athenian*.

War Intrudes 

Then came the World War. The 
principles of Anderson were forgot- 
ten for the martial rhythm of the 
war. The R. O. T. C was replaced 
by the Student Army Training 
Corps, and all classes were re-sch- 
eduled to permit military training 
for all eligible. Five barracks were 
thrown together to quarter a unit 
of the S. A. T. C- So many of the 
college men Joined the army that 
the women students took over most 
of the activities 
The flu epidemic hit the college 
in 1818 that 



school was entirely shut down for 
a month on two different 
i, and six fraternity houses 
and the V. M. C. A. building (now- 
Park View Hospital) were turned 
into temporary hospitals. With the 
demobilization of the 8. A. T. C. in 
December, 1918. the College re- 
turned to a semblance of normality. 
Jardine To Presidency 
William M. Jardine became 
president of Kansas State after the 
War, A ten year building holiday 
was ended with the completion of 
the Engineering Building In 1931, 
Thompson Hall In 1922, the Veter- 
inary Hospital and the west wing of 
Waters Hall In 1933. The east wing 
was built In 1912. 

Ill 22 hours on April 22, 1922 th 
52 organisations which had pledge 
the 100 percent support of their 
membership in a drive for funds to 
erect Memorial stadium raised 
$25,000. The first section of the sta- 
dium was used In the fall of 1922. 

The school year 1924-1925 was an 
important one for Kansas State 
lttie Jay hawk Jinx of 18 years 
standing was broken when the foot- 
ball team defeated K. U. Radio sta- 
tion KSAC was dedicated in De- 
cember of that year.

Enter A Depression 

The depression years after 1939 
caused enrolment to fall off, many 
organisations and traditions died, 
and experimentation was greatly 
curtailed by the lack of funds. The 
1930-1931 term brought the ex- 
change of haircuts with K. U. stu- 
dents, the defeat of the University 
of Nebraska football team for the 
first Ume in Kansas State history, 
and the official change &f name 
from K. S. A. C. to Kansas State 
College of Agriculture and Applied 
Science. 

The loss of Denison Hall by fire 
in August, 1934. left State without 
"a physical science building in the 
face of Increased enrolment. After 
being consistently ignored by the 
state legislature for three years, the 
students, under the leadership of 
Sigma Delta Chi and Theta Sigma 
Phi, took the matter of raising 
funds Into their own hands In 1837. 
Their encampment in the basement 
of the destroyed building finally re- 
sulted in the appropriation of funds 
for Willard Hall, now under con- 
struction. 

A conference-winning football 
team in 1934 and the Institution or 
a student-faculty publications 
board in 1935 were highlights. Last 
year campus politics met with radi- 
cal change when the independent 
political party won an unprece- 
dented victory over their Greek 
foes. Independent students organi- 
zed socially, also, with the estab- 
lishment of the Independent Stu- 
dent Union last February. 

Kansas State now looks to the 
fulfillment of its Twenty-Year 
Plan of reorganization and expan- 
sion, drawn up in 1935, so that she 
may render the people of Kansas 
even more practical service than 
President Anderson vlsloned 65

When Denlson Hall burned, the 
College was without chemistry 
building bnt It did have two 
chemistry annexes. Into these two 
small buildings were crammed alt 
the laboratory classes Chemistry 
Annex Mo. l was built in ««. It 
was built as a chemical laboratory 
but was partially destroyed in 1900 
by fire. The building was used 
from 1903 to 1911 as a Woman's 
gymnasium. Since then it has 
been used by the department of 
chemistry Chemistry Annex 
Mo. 3 was erected in ttw. This 
Annex was occupied by thj» depart- 
ment of Dairy Husbandry until 
1933. since which time it has bean 
used by the department of Chem- 
istry. 

In 1904, Kedzie Hall was a staid 
building with the girls going quiet- 
ly in and out tending to their busi- 
ness of domestic science and do- 
mestic arts. Today the building is 
the essence of activity.

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Moved To Calvin 

When the departments of 
tic Science and Domestic Art fled 
from Kedzie Hall In 1908. they 
rushed to their new home in the 
Calvin Rail. Today. Calvin con- 
tains the department of Food ECO- 
rtomlcs and Nutrition, and Bouse 
hold Economics, and the depart 
merit of Clothing and Textiles. 

Another building which contains 
almost as many departments is 
Veterinary Hell. This building 
went up In the same year. 1908. The 
"Vet" building, as it is called, 
comprises the departments of an- 
atomy and physiology, bacteriology, 
pathology, and surgery and medi- 
cine, and the offices of the dean 
Of the Division of Veterinary 
Medicine. 

In about 1696 lightning struck 
and destroyed the president's home. 
Education Hall was built in 1900 on 
the site where the President's home 
had been. It contains the depart- 
ments of education and public 
speaking. It originally housed the 
departments of agronomy and ani- 
mal husbandry, and later, the vo- 
cational school.

Three years later another College 
building was constructed off the 
campus.

It seems unbelieveabte. but 
th*t wu onlv one ol the 
situations present on the campus 
when Dad and Mother went (o col- 
lege. Some of these have withstood 
the chanting times and today art 
respected traditions Many others, 
however, have become as obsolete 
a* Dtf-leg trousers and high top 
shoes. 

Back in 1805. football wan the 
bone of contention on this 
Maqjr townspeo- 
ple would not support the game be- 
cause It was so brutal and danger- 
ous, and there was a great deal or 
talk about forbidding it 
However, It survived the crisis. 

The custom of having 
move their hats when 
through Anderson Hall Ls one tra- 
dition that has persisted through- 
out the years. Its origin seems to 
have been lost In the dim past, but 
dad and son today react in the 
same way. Hats off in Anderson! 
No ttmoktnr 
There was no rule forbidding 
smoking on the Kansas State cam- 
pus In 1897. It was taken as a mat- 
ter of course that cultivated gentle- 
men did not smoke In public places. 
Of course, the very Idea of any con- 
nection between ladles and tobacco 
was absolutely unheard of. But

the faculty felt that steps ought to 
be taken, so in WW it was voted 
that the use of tobacco by students 
on the college grounds be forbidden 
Through the influence of President 
Jardlne, the rule was accepted as a 
tradition, and today many students 
do not know that there Ls a law.

A particularly daring sport at 
the beginning of the century was 
hanging May baskets, and there 
was much publicity attached to it.

FraU By 101* 

Fraternities and sororities were 
gaining headwav by 1910. In tact, 
they had progressed so far that ac- 
tion was being started to organize 
a fraternity council to promote 
unity among the societies. An inter- 
esting custom that has been shelved 
for many years Is that in connec- 
tion with fraternity pledging. After 
a boy had been pledged, the Mem- 
bers of the fraternity wore their 
colors for a week in nonor of the 
new pledge. 

Girls' clothing was as much a 
problem then as it is now. Twenty- 
four boys in a chemistry class 
found .It necessary to circulate a 
petition asking that the girls re- 
move their hats In ejass. Reason? 
Hie hats were so large that the 
boys were unable to see what the 
Instiuctor was doing' 

An Innovation about this lime 



was a babv check room in the Aud- 
for faculty wives and 
They left their crying 
with nurses, and were free 
to attend lectures on the hill. It was 
stated that this plan bad been suc- 
cessfully tried in Kansas City, and 
would probably meet with the same 




approve! 

Tnere 



was a Canteen in 
the basement of Anderson Hall, 
believe ft or hot Its history is long 
and Involved, but the direct con- 
nection was the fact that during the 
World War, soldiers were stationed- 
In barracks, just west of the Engi- 
neering building. They, of coursi. 
had their own canteen which was 
open also to college students After 
the War. It was deckled to trv the 
same idea on the campus, and the 
result was an "institution" in An- 
derson. Soft drinks and even meals 
were served, and there was a bar- 
ber shop in connection with It. The 
canteen was discontinued in 1994 
because Manhattan business men 
objected to It as unfair competi- 
tion. 

These are only a few of the cus- 
toms of those days, but thev give an 
Interesting insight Into the "wild" 
college life of our parents time. In 
years to come our children will 
probably look back and laugh up- 
roariously at accounts of our var- 
sities, teas, and strange behavior. 



Hanging skeletons overhead lnl 
chapel, scattering a professor's new 
buggy over a college building, turn- 
ing on water hydrants, and per- 
forming such hnlloween mischief as 
dragging a cannon to the top of a 
hill and firing it were the pranks 
of Kansas State's first students. In 
contrast the sudents of today cut 
classes, throw their classmates into 
the llllypool when they fall to fol- 
low traditions, make silly telephon? 
calls, or try to out-wit their pro- 
fessors In class or on the campus. 

It may be presumptuous to say 
that the college vouths in the em- 
brynico age of Kansas State Col- 
lege were more dignified than those 
of 1937, but apparently It was true. 
The typical gentleman of the eigh- 
ties doffed his hat to the ladles, of- 
fered his hand In assistance to 
his lady friend as she soryly hopped 
from the love-insoiring buggy seat, 
wore full dress on any dress up oc- 
casions, and was courage personl- 
^ fied In the presence of danger; 
4 while the larlv was meek and ten- 
,«Jtef_ bower gracefully for her gentle- 
man, waited patiently on late ar- 
rlvers. and was the spice of life for 
men. 

Religion Plays A Part 
Toward the latter part of the 
eighties a religious period swept 
pver Kansas State, young Wo- 
men's and Youn? Men's Christian 
Associations were founded on the 
campus by ambitious students and 
Interested faculiv. Although most 
of the attendans of college were 1 
agricultural or home economics 
students, thev enjoyed cnurch on 
Sunday morning. TAw ladies don- 
ned their ruffled dresses with high 
collars, buttoned their high-topped 
shoes, combed their long braided 
half, ind happily sang as they 
paraded off to church; and the| 
gentlemen in their black sul . 
lultiito stiff collared shirts, black | 
ties, and hl?h buttoned shoe*, mer- 
rily Joined the procession. 

They were » happy lot. Togetn- 
er they climbed the hills, roamed 
the prairies, and searched the 
woods In quest of flowers and In 
pursuit of bugs. This sufficed as ! 
the recreation of the students of I 
1895. Those studies that caused 
perturbation among the students, 
and the chapels every Friday were 
the hindrances to the happy col- 
lege youth. The "ninety-fivers" 
were the first to advance undaunt- 
ed and adopt the class caps. They 
posslblv possessed some of the Em- | 
ersonlan spirit of self reliance. 
Many of them claimed to be In the 
Normative stage of political growth.

hstd memberships In churches. More 
ambitious youth of the college be- 
came Interested In the cultural de- 
velopment of the literary societies, 
and four were chartered by the 
state to function at Kansas State 
Agricultural College. 

Attach Colors To Steeple 

Then as we go to the students of 
the nineties more excitement af- 
ronts us. They accepted solitude 
and quietness through most of the 
year, however, when the gay times 
presented themselves they were 
ready to act. Probably the most 
alluring time for the students and 
the most despicable time for the 
instructors came each spring when 
the seniors tried their utmost to at- 
tach their colors to the highest 
steeple on the campus. The juniors 
always intruded if thev could, and 
many times the underclassmen 
lended a helping hand. On one oc- 



casion the senior flag, torn from 
the steeple by the juniors, led to a 
mock funeral by the seniors on 
Commencement eve. Another year, 
as the seniors' flag shook its folds 
from the too of the steeple, an old 
shotgun was used to bombard it. 
However, this led to some of the 
boys being suspended, and they had 
to write an apology before they 
were admitted again to the College. 

loyal to their classes, and their fa- 
vorite studies were literature, poli- 
tical economics, and geology. They 
were very Interested In nature and 
in what composed it. 

War Takes Its Toll 

In 1898 the Spanish American 
War kept the classes excited and 
all the bovs taking drill at the Col- 
lege offered their services collectiv- 
ely and Individually to the govern- 
or, but onlv two were lucky enough 
to go. This was the sentiment that 
the campus exemplified toward the 
| army and its deeds. Anv ot the 
hoys, who went, were considered 
lucky, and they had the backing of 
their loyal Alma Mater. But, the 
next vear gloom s Dread over the 
campus, the flag was blown at half 
mast, and students expressed their 
patriotism by 



Three of the class of '99 were killed 
In the war. 

As the memories of war died, ora- 
tory became the outstanding fea- 
ture of the campus. Plights upon 
flights or orations were poured out 
from college students to reform the 
college. The faculty now became 
slightly more liberal and frte, 
They believed In encouraging the 
students to govern themselves by 
student honor system, but In re- 
pay the professors requested that 
the juniors not molest the senior's 
flag at commencement. The ad- 
ministrative bluff was unsuccessful, 
and as usual the old tradition was 
an enraging duel. However, 20 
deputy sheriffs prevented the fruit- 
less attempt in IBO0 

The YMOA and YWCA made 
great advancements among the 
students early in the twentieth 
century. Kansas State constructed 
YMCA Hall at a cost of several 
thousand dollars to accomodate the 
growing Interest, , 

i Seniors Present Crook 

The Sheperd's Crook, a cane 
that each senior class places its col- 
or upon, and then leaves in the 
keeping of the next senior class, 
has caused many grapples. Pre 
vlous to 1S95 the dignified seniors 
had a nlckle spade, but the Juniors 



of It. Since thai time the 
have lustily passed the 
Crook on to new seniors. 

Other gray occasions were cutting 
electric Ught wires, steeling boats 
from a rowing party, eating pump- 
kin pie In chapel, and taking an 
old clock from Anderson Hall and 
hanging it on the corner in Aggie - 
vllle. As the pranks died out slow- 
ly the literary societies flourished 
more than ever. Seven such so- 
cieties standing for good scholar- 
ship, ambition, and high ideals 
were recognized on the Kansas 
State campus by 1900. 

Probably the biggest bJrtesque 
each year on the campus was 
Rough Neck Dav"— one of those 
days In March, better known as the 
tdes of March, when he who did 
not attire himself in the worst 
looking old fashioned clothes he 
had, suffered the consequences. It 
Usually moved exceedingly sad for 
the non -observers. 

Then the campus slumped Into 
the post-war period when a wave of 
gloom spread over the campus for 
the dead lost in the World War. 
Classes abandoned their parties; 
patriotism and sadness swept the 
College, but as prices skyrocketed 
and jobs were plentiful the students 
soon forgot their beloved classmates 
who gave their lives for the great 
cause. The class motto of 1919 "B; 
on the fob, never neglect class work 
for fun," was quite appropriate to 
the serious minded students of the 
College. Honorary societies sprang 
up; beautv queens became the cen- 
ter of attraction; and athletics 
went on by leaps and bounds as a 
center of student Interest. 

Degression Causes Seriousness 

When the depression came, stu- 
dents began to appreciate a college 
education more than they had 
when It came easily, and they began 
to rav more attention to the serious 
side, with less emphasis of having 
a good time.

Strange Goings On At 
College Poultry Farm 



Scientific Investigation has been 
one of the Important functions of 
Kansas State for most of Its 15 
Tears of existence. Research pro- 
jects now underway at the college 
poultry farm are typical of the kind 
of work that has been done here. 

Dr. D. C. Warren of the poultry 
department now has a heredity 
study In pr offers in which almost 
every kind of •freak" chicken is be- 
ing bred and crossed With others 
equally freakish. There are birds 
without tethers on their (necks, 
with five or six toes, with feathers 
that stand on end like a small 
boy's hair after a washing 

Tlie purpose of this experiment 
is sane though. It is hoped that 
3'gnve genetic connection between 
these peculiar physical character- 
istics and egg laying qualities may 
!;e dLscovered. 

Yolks Have Stripes 
Summer and winter alternate in 
very rapid succession for about 30 
hens in another part Of the farm. 
The test is to learn the effect of 
heat on the strength of egg shells. 
A few weeks of temperate climate 
are alternated with a few weeks of 
80 to 95 degree weather. Results of 
this test so far seem to 
that these periods of 
reduces the thickness of the shell 
by more than one-half. 

Another group of 72 hens Ls lay- 
ing eggs which have blue streaks 
through their yolks. A dye has been 
injected into the hen at specific 
times In the egg formation to de- 
termine the effect of certain feeds 
on the speed of egg formation. Who 
knows tout what the housewife of 
the future will order eggs with pink 
or green stripes to match her 
breakfast color scheme?

Student Union Drive 
Recalls Stadium Fight 



The fight today for a Student 
Union building Is remlscent to old 
grads of the struggle they went 
through to build Memorial Stadium 
back in the early twenties. Enthus- 
iasm was aroused to a high pitch 
and the drive was carried through 
with great vigor and determination. 

April 25. 1922, was a red letter 
day In the history of the College. 
On that day, the initial stadium 
had its grand opening, and before 
noon, faculty and students had 
over-subscribed their quota, with 
pledges of $33,400 and 177,000, re- 
spectively. Added to that, the 
townspeople of Manhattan pledged 
148,300 to the fund, malting a total 
of nearly » 150.000 in that first half- 
day. By 2 o'clock that afternoon. 65 
student organisations had contri- 
buted 100 per cent to the cause. 
'Make It unanimous" was every- 



one's slogan, and everyone respond- 
ed. 



The original structure was plan- 
ned in the shape of a horseshoe, 
to be constructed completely of na- 
tive limestone, with rooms beneath 
the stands to relieve the congestion 
that even then existed In Nichols 
Gym. The whole-hearted support of 
the students and alumni made It 
passible for the west section of the 
stadium to be built in 1S22, and the 
east section in 1924 The stadium, 
as it stands today. Is the same as in 
1924. except for the back walls. The 
east one was completed in 1928. and 
work is now being finished on the 
west wall. Memorial Stadium repre- 
sents an investment of $300,000 and 
ihas a seating capacity of 13,000. 
When the horseshoe is completed to 



close the south end, it will accomo- 
date 22.500. 

The matter of raising money af- 
ter the fine start was far from 
easy, and it was necessary to insti- 
gate another drive in 1925 to pay 
for debts contracted while building 
the east wing. This movement wa.% 
started April 7 with a special edi- 
tion of the Collegian and a special 
assembly. Results of this drive 
brought the amount subscribed to 
$311,000. 

Effort to secure mis money 
aroused considerable sentiment for 
and against the movement. This is 
shown In letters written to old 
grads. One letter is as follows: 

"Do you recall that your class, 
the class of '—, ranked 39 in the 44 
classes listed? 

Another letter is rather ironic in 
Its sublety:

The directors of the stadium 
drive invented many novel ways of 
securing money and arousing inter- 
est In the alumni. One unique way 
employed was a track meet between 
classes with the results of each five 
events published weekly in the In- 
dustrialist. The events Included : 
total amounts subscribed, average 
individual subscriptions, number Of 
blue ribbon subscriptions 'contri- 
butions of 1100 or more), per cent 
of alumni who were blue ribbon 
subscribers; and per cent of alumni 
who had subscribed.

History of the stadium goes back 
to 1903 with the building of the 
first grandstand, a wooden struc- 
ture, which seated only a few hun- 
dred people. It was located at what 
was then the athletic field, on the 
block where Bluemont school now 
stands. In 1911. under the direction 
of President H. J, Walters, the 
present athletic field was leveled. 
This area was formerly an orchard. 

The birth of Memorial Stadium 
may be said to have taken place In 
1921. when members of the athletic 
board, convinced of the need, pre- 
plans for its

M. Jardine, who immediately ap- 
pointed a committee to make "inves- 
tigations. 

The Memorial Stadium corpora- 
tion soon materialized, and our sta- 
dium became a reality. It was dedi- 
cated a.s a memorial to those stu- 
dents of Kansas State College who

Baker Gives Talk 
To Young Writers 
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By Janet Conrtright 
Today the student health department la getting Into itep 
with 144 other colleges and universities throughout the, 
United States by making the Wassermann test for syphilis 
available to every undergraduate student enrolled In the 
College. This is part of a nation wide campaign headed by 
the United States Public Health service in Washington, D. 
C. The Di,ck test for susceptibility to scarlet fever and the 
Schick test for diphtheria will be given free at the same 
time if the student wants them. There will be a nominal 
charge of 25 cents for the Wassermann test. 

All the work In connection with 
the tests will be done here at the 
health department. The purchase 
j of new equipment has made It pos- 
sible to make the analysis of- the 
blood here instead of sending it out 
as has been the procedure pre- 
viously. According to Mrs. Keolna 
Breldenthal, the laboratory tech- 
nician who arrived from Kansas

.If the Kansas legislature had voted 100 
per cent to take up bludgeons and depart 
en masse for Kansas University and the 
other state schools, Kansas State College 
included, for the purpose of suing mi to 
their campuses and massacring those per- 
sons who even looked like communists, it 
could not have stirred up more of a storm 
than it did by Its recent action proposing 
to Investigate the "subversive activities" on 
thoBe campuses. From all over the state has 
come a flood of protest— from the press, the 
people, and the educators. 

Kansas State's contribution to the deluge 
came in the form of a petition sent to the 
governor and the legislature yesterday by 
the American Association of University 
Professors, protesting the "witch hunting- 
s' an unwarranted reflection upon their 
pmti lotlsm and a threat 'to their freedom bb 
teachers. The petition goes on to state, 
"Fear, suspicion, and official coercion will 
destroy ail we represent, as It. has already 
done to the work of scholars in those un- 
fortunate nations of Europe and Asia which 
have come under the dominance of politi- 
cal dictators." 

The members of the AATJP on the Kan- 
sas State campUB are only reiterating state- 
ments which have been held sacred to the 
teaching profeBBlon ever since the first 
radical urged the requiring of teachers' 
oaths of allegiance and was strongly op- 
posed. Their plea to the governor and the 
legislature Is a plea for action to save Kan- 
sas and Kansas schools from one of the 
blackest marks ever to be smeared across 
their thresholds. 

There are those who remember vividly 
the witch hunting spectacle which was 
staged In Dayton, Tenn., in which a young 
school master was involved In the "monkey 
trial." The Incident raised a stink that 
hung over Tennessee a dozen years. It was 
precipitated by official investigation of the 
teacher's rights to instruct his pupils in 
evolutionary science. 

Paralleling the sensible and modern be- 
lief that a teacher should teach all that will 
bfest equip the student to go forth into the 
world |b the belief held by Ogden L. Mills, 
secretary of the treasury under the Hoover 
aiministratfon. Mr. Mills says that if a 
true scholar honestly aeeks the truth, he 
sfcould be permitted to" expound it as he 
finds it, without restrictions of any kind, 
np matter how radical his views may be. 

As this Is written, rumors are circulating 
td the effect that the bill calling for the 
probe has been passed. If there should be 
any basis of fact in these, what will be 
the possible effect of the investigation? 

For all practical purposes there will be 
no good done. A few crackpots who profess 
their allegiance to the communist party 
may be uncovered, but no action will ever 
result from their discovery. For the state of 
Kansas, the probe will probably prove to be 
the greatest piece of negative advertising 
ever turned out for »T,600. For the schools 
of Kansas and the Instructors serving 
therein. It may produce the dire results of 
curbing the atmosphere of freedom under 
which they do their beat work. 

In any event, Kansas and its lawmakers 
will probably spend the next 10 years living 
down the distasteful ordeal.

. a kiss, or some otherwise apparently harm- 
Jess act. No one can be sure that he Is safe 
from syphilis until he has had a blood test. 

It is important to detect syphilis In its 
early stages because treatment begun then 
is successful in 86 per cent of the cases 
while the percentage Is much lower in 
cases where treatment Is delayed until the 
later stages. 

Syphilis is contacted most often by 
young men and women between the ages of 
20 and 30, «o that the problem is primarily 
a problem of youth, if all esses can be de- 
tected and treatment begun towards a com- 
plete cure in all the colleges and universi- 
ties a vital step will have been taken to- 
wards eradication of this dreaded dtBease. 

Every student owes it to himself as well 
as to hi* community to take this teat. Any 
person who he ids back and refuses to do his 
part In the program will be a big stumbling 
block in tfee read towards eliminating 
syphilis as well as doing himself an in- 
justice ky not giving himself a fair chance 



to ascertain whether or not he may have 
the disease, and thus lessening his own 
chances for a complete cure.

Be Prepared 

The Reserve Officers Association of the 
United States has Just concluded a program 
of activities In connection with National 
Defense Week, the aim being to bring be- 
fore the people of the country proof of the 
need for national preparedness. 

The past hectic week in Europe, which 
has been called the most critical since pre- 
war days, brings home the fact that the 
most dangerous enemy to peace may be the 
status quo. There are flowering in the 
world today several war-like states, repli- 
cas of which have iiarrassed the world 
since the time of Alexander the Great. The 
subjects of these war-machines have been 
dosed with rationalizing propaganda until 
their loyalty approaches religious fervor. 
Japan makes the subjugation of four mil- 
lion Chinese a matter of "ethical salva- 
tion." Mussolini conquers Ethiopia and 
avows he is restoring the glories of ancient 
Rome, wlille Hitler persecutes the Jews in 
order to maintain the purity of a race 
which does not exist. Britain guards 
against intervention in the Mediterranean 
while not less than four nations assist in 
the disruption of Spain. All these tresspas- 
sings are examples of preconceived and de- 
liberate aggression, war in its most obnoxi- 
ous form. 

In the past superior forces have fortun- 
ately presented themselves jn time to pre- 
vent catastrophe at the hands of the war- 
tike aggressor. The last repulsion was cli- 
maxed by an incident on the Marae when 
the world was saved from Kultur. 

All these historic war-machines came to 
naught. And WHY? Because men, who 
knew what they wanted and how to get it, 
threw abstractions aside, hurriedly pre- 
pared themselves and fought for that 
which they held most dear — PEACE How 
much less painful might the defenders' 
struggles have been had the forces of the 
wlli-to-peace been as well prepared as the 
forces of the will-to-power. 

The America of today, If she values 
peace, life, property, and her form of gov- 
ernment, must be prepared to support such 
possessions against the modern military 
state. Factually, the League of Nations, the 
Kellogg Pact, and all the other efforts based 
on idealism, have become fables. The diplo- 
mat note-writer with his warnings and 
apologetic appeals for a fair deal has been 
neatly double crossed. 

All these things the Chinese trusted, and 
were betrayed. — D.T.

The Sino-Japanese situation at a glance 
reveals several interesting facts. The Chi- 
nese have taken the offensive for the first 
time since the difficulty started. (It can't 
be called a war as neither side has as yet 
declared it to be such). The Chinese air 
raid on the Japanese-owned island of For- 
mosa is significant in Itself. The Japanese 
are about to get a dose of their own medi- 
cine. The attack which supposedly origi- 
nated in Canton shows the Chinese have 
fhe long range craft and the personnel 
to carry the struggle to the enemy. 

Since the raid the Japanese have an- 
nounced the forestalling of plans to capture 
several more Chinese industrial centers 
namely Canton and Hangchow. They seem 
tohavt bitten off more than they can di- 

It is also significant that the attack took 
place immediately after the Generalissimo 
took personal command of the Chinese 
fighting forces. 

The Chinese realize that Britain will 
keep hands off and that the League of Na- 
tions has forsaken them, and further that 
the Italians and the Germans, though being 
against them, are having too much trouble 
at home to Interfere with a major Chinese 
offensive. 

The Chinese offensive puts an entirely 
different light on the matter and will prob- 
ably result in the Japanese withdrawing 
their fighting forces in China into a more 
centralized unit until the home govern- 
ment can catch up with the army.

Someone has said that (he his- 
tory of any Institution Is best trac- 
ed through the Uvea of its leaders. 
Whether this statement is true or 
0*, It la true that the eight presi- 
dent* of Kansas State College have 
had a very important place In the 
growth and development of the 
College. 

The first executive, like the ori- 
ginal building and campus, was ob- 
tained from Bluemont College. Hi 
was Joseph Denison, a conserva- 
tive New England preacher with an 
academy background In languages, 
philosophy, and history. As one oi 
the founders of Bluemont College 
Reverend Denison was vitally in- 
terested, both In the original school 
and in the state institution which 
it became, but his simple, solid Ne* 
England character and his firm be- 
lief in cultural and ethical educa- 
rather than the practical type 
him ill-fitted to guide a 
prairie school chartered under the 
Morrill Act to teach "agrtculturt 
and the mechanic arts." 



Much better suited to this task 
»'s succersor. John A 
Anderson was a preach- 
er hut of a vastlv different sort 
from Denison. He was born in 
Pennsylvania, had none to school 
at Miami University and preached 
In Stockton.

Installs Cabinet 



The department of entomology 
has recently installed a tempera- 
ture and heat control cabinet in the 
graduate laboratory in Falrchlld 
Hall The machine was made by the 
local buulldlng and repair depart- 
ment cf the college from specifica- 
tions obtained from Iowa State 
College and Ohio State University. 
The cabinet win be used for rear- 
ing of Insects used in obtaining 
information for master's theses and 
for experiment station research. 

The cabinet, three feet high, four 
feet wide and five feet long, is 
made of double wall board and Is 
lined with rock wood. A motor op- 
erated by electricity runs a small 
fan connected to a small stream of 
running water that coot's the air in- 
side the cabinet, A small electric 
heater, controlled by a thermostat, 
allows but very little variation in 
the temperature, and makes Ideal 
conditions for the growth of in-

Modem Dance Is Art 



Eagerness and love of her art 
glowed In the blue- grey eyes of 
petite Klara Sepmelr, exponent of 
the modern dance, when speaking 
of the art In a recent Interview. 

Miss Seomelr has been Interested 
In dancing since early childhood. 
At the age of 16 she took up the 
study In earnest, dancing under 
Rudolf Von La ban. She then Spent 
four years with A race Makarowa, a 
Wig man discloie in Cologne. Dur- 
ing the 1935-36 season she was a 
member of the cologne opera bal- 
let. '"There are many opportunities 
for progress in the operas of Ger- 
many, which may be found in 
nearly every town and village," said 
the 33 year old German girl. "Most 
students of the dance gain some 
experience in these operas before 
teaching." 

"The modern dance Is an art and 
I try to place it on the same basis 
with music, drawing, and painting. 
You must put your mind, body, and 
soul into the dance and must have 
a knowledge of the other arts to 
present It," said Miss Sepmelr. 
"The ballet serves only as a basis 
for the modern dance to give It 



meaning. The technical side of the 
ballet steps Into the background ot 
the modem dance." 

When asked what she thought 
or the American people and cus- 
toms she said she liked them very 
much. Miss Sepmelr has been In 
America for one and a half years 
coming from Germany late in 1936 
as the bride of a German profes- 
sor at Wichita University, She 
made her debut in the spring of 
1937 in Wichita and was instantly 
acclaimed. Last summer she was 
in charge of a class in the modern 
dance at Estes Park, and this fall 
was appointed instructor of the 
dance in the college of fine arts at 
the University of Wichita. When 
she was asked how her programs 
and teachings were accepted, she 
said, "Very well, although the 
western people have not the ap- 
preciation of the dance that the 
eastern people have. They have not 
as yet become assustomed to it" 
She feels that modern dancing as 
an art Is growing and will gradu- 
ally hold Its own In America.

On Building 

Sigma Alpha Epsilon Frater- 
nity Plans To Occupy House 
After July 15 

Construction on the new Sigma 
Alpha Epsilon fraternity house Is 
scheduled to begin Immediately It 
was announced Wednesday and it 
is expected to be ready for oc- 
cupancy shortly after July 15. The 
new chapter house will be three 
stories high and will be constructed 
over a basement according to latest 
architectural designs. 

The new building will be situated 
almost directly opposite Kansas 
State's baseball diamond and will 
be built of light colored brick. The 
building Itself will be 103 feet long 
and 63 feet wide and will be erected 
on a site consisting of approxi- 
mately 4 and 1-2 acres.

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Facts About Syphilis 

Ten per cent of American citizens have it. 

Three per cent of the victims acquire the 
disease before they are 15 years* old; 24 
per cent, between the ages of 1E> and- 20; 
and 51 per cent between the ages of 20 
and 30. It is the enemy of youth. 

Three out of every hundred babies born In 
the United States have syphilis, acquired 
before birth. Of all babies, that die be- 
fore they are one year old, 40 per cent 
die before they reach the age of one 
month, with syphilis outstanding as the 
cause of such early deaths. 

Ten per cent of the people who are in our 
hospitals for the insane are there because 
of general paresis, invariably due to 
syphilis. 

U. S. expenditure for people blind as the 
result of syphilis has been estimated at 
510,000,000 a year. 

Ten to 12 per cent of all deaths from heart 
disease in the U. S- A. are conservatively 
estimated as due to cardiovascular syphi- 
lis. 

Less than half the cases of syphilis seek 
treatment or are recognized as syphilitic 
within the first year of the disease. 

It the disease is discovered In the first 
stage, treatments will brjing about cure 
In 80 per cent of all cases.

.syphilis in the U. S. A. is 796 per 100,000 

population; in Denmark, 20; in Sweden,

KSAC Broadcasting 

Kansas State's own radio station, KSAC, 
Is operated on 580 kilocycles and has 1,000 
watts for power. It is able to cover all of 
Kansas, part of Nebraska, Colorado, Okla- 
homa, and Missouri as is evident by fan 
letters received by the college. KSAC is un- 
der the operation of the extension division 
and supreme control Is held by President 
P. D. Farrell. 

It* listeners are mainly rural people, the 
bulk of whom live to the south and west of 
Manhattan. By surveys conducted by the 
station it is estimated that KSAC has 28,- 
000 fain Hies as listeners, or using the aver- 
age family as the basis. 112,000 daily listen - 



The Slno-Japanese tuBsle seems to have 
run into a wall for the time being at least. 
The Chinese, after scaring the Japanese to 
death by their raid on Formosa, have just 
sat back in a watchful mood while the 
Japanese have retaliated In like manner. 

The Chinese foreign -manned air corps is 
said to be rapidly becoming one of the best 
in the world. The airmen, foreigners by 
birth, are flying Russian and *V. S. ships 
and using U. S, munitions. Because of a 
shortage of munitions, the Chinese air 
raids are not being carried out to any great 
extent, but a vast shipment of munitions 
left our shores a few days ago bound for 
Hong Kong, so It shouldn't be long until 
some real action develops. 

In Europe the crisis that arose last week 
is still simmering. The British have so far 
come to no satisfactory agreement with 
Italy. About the only thing they have done 
iB to increase naval appropriations. The 
French, who are sitting In the middle of 
the powder keg, are biding their time. The 
Italian-German friendship has just about 
ceased to be due to both wanting too much 
of the same thing. Austria Is still under 
virtual martial law with army and air 
corps mobilised to keep an eye on the 
Nazis. A new element crept in when the 
Gzeohoslowftklan government announced 
that rather than submit to the Nazis they 
would fight to the last man. 

Although a general European war isn't 
going to start tomorrow, unless someone 
calls Hitler's bluff, he will carry things to 
a point where in order to save face there 
will be a war comparable to the World 
war. 



The Spanish civil war seems destined to 
go on forever. Unless something unfor- 
Been, such as outside interference, happens, 
they will go on killing each other until the 
Spanish people are wiped off the face of 
the earth, This mentioned outside inter- 
ference will come when Hitler gets the 
world tied up in Central Europe. Italy will 
slip gently over and proceed to annex an- 
other state to their rapidly growing em- 
pire.

Thr 
neon tubes of which there are more 
than 1.000 feet does not flicker, 
contrary to the o Deration of most 
neon signs, but the light travels 
continuously through the entire 
system forming all the different 
letters of the Sosna sign. Another 
outstanding feature of the sign Is 
Its colored tubes. 

Marquee In Full View 

All three approaches to the Sos- 
na theatre are open freely to the 
view of the large marques. The 
construction of the giant sign is 
steel throughout and Is entirely 
fireproof. 

Six coats of midnight blue enam- 
el with a rub finish color the ex- 
terior with the celling of the mar- 
quee finished with a canary yellow 
of the same type of rub finish. 

A full view may be obtained from 
the box office rather than lust a 
frontal view as before. The interior 
or the office is lined with blue 
leather and stripes of chromium 
and is equipped with a specia, 
communication svstem providing 
Tor communication with the head 
office, the foyer, and the projection 
room. 

Blue leather has also been used 
to line the lobby walls in keeping 
with the blue color scheme. Leath- 
er lining is being tried for the first 
time In this part of the country. 
Chromium strips serve to support 
the lining. Lobbv and outside dis- 
play cases are of trie moat modem 
construction and are lined with 
chromium. 

Indirect neon lighting, another 
new Idea, la used to illuminate N it- 
lobby ceiling and the cellotex cell- 
ing serves to reflect the light. A 



special constructed booth for the 
popcorn concession is being utilized 
to replace^ the center lobby stand. 

The foyer Is characterized by its 
streamlined curved opening. 
Streamlined Lloyd's furniture as 
used on board many shins Is being 
installed. The thickest creastwood 
carpet on the market is In place on 
the floor of the foyer. Slue silk va- 
lour drapes separate the foyer 
from the main auditorium. 

Both men's and lady's restroorm 
have been completely renovated.

Five different shades of blue are 
used to decorate the walls of the 
women's lounge which also includ- 
es a large four foot circular mirror 
directly over a vanity table. 

Sixty different color combina- 
tions may be formed from the spe- 
cially built house lights along the 
walls of the completely decorated 
auditorium.

"If sex Intimacies were indulged 
hi only by those who Have carefully 
evaluated In advance all the fac- 
tors Involved. I am certain there 
would not be much cause for con- 
cern," said Dean Van Zfle In a 
lecture on "This Thing Called Ro- 
mance" last night in Calvin. This 
lecture, the first Of a series spon- 
sored by the YWCA and TMCA of 
the college caught and held the at- 
tention of the 175 young people 
attending. 

"Living U an art," she said, "and 
before you can make a real 
triumph, you must face roanv prob- 
lems and make many adjustments 
The greatest of these problems Is 
the relationship between you col- 
lege students as men and women 
Since now la the time when you 
are most free and have no exterior 
controls, the responsibility has been 
shifted tp you aT»d you must devel- 
op a set of Inner controls." 

In order to think Intelligently on 
the subject, the dean of women 
said she believed students must 
have a working conception of what 
sex ls and the place that it holds 
In one's life. According to her 
there are two kinds of sexual ex- 
periences, one the whole range of 
social activities and the other the 
physical Intimacies between men 
and women.

Imagine what It would be like if 
Columbia University were forced, 
for safety sake, to move out here 
on the Kansas State campus. Or 
Southern California had to pick up 
boots, students, professors, and 
what laboratory, equipment they 
could cram Into suitcases, and all 
moved to Wamego. 

Such Is the case In the Far East. 
In spite of air raids, machine gun- 
ning, street fighting, Chinese col* 
lege students are carrying on work 
under great difficulties. More than 
30.000 students In China have had 
their school work disrupted by war, 
and In recent months 30 colleges 
have been destroyed by air raids. 
In some places colleges are holding 
classes In dugouts. 

Many of the seacoast schools have 
been forced to move Into the In- 
terior In order to carry on their 
educational program at all. Govern - 
appropriations have been 
cut or stopped entirely. 
To Start Drive Soon 
Japanese students, too. have suf- 
fered from the war. though not to 
In the ways that the 
Some students have 
drafted for service: appropri- 
ations have been cut so that funds 
for needy students have disap- 
peared. Conscientious objectors to 
the war have been persecuted and 
sometimes killed.

The location of one of these 
laboratories in connection 
with Kansas State would 
mean a great deal to the Col- 
lege, as each laboratory will 
expend approximately one 
million dollars annually. 

A local agricultural official point- 
ed out that whereas one of the lab-

*nd corn. Kansas Is one of the 
foremost wheat growing states irt 
the union, and being a part ol l h c 
principal corn growing areas, should 
have an excellent chance of get- 
ting one of the research labora- 
tories.

The authors found that the Ufe 
cycle ot thr tapeworm can be com- 
pleted In from 25 to 27 days.

Cigarette smokers, pipe 
smokers, and other tobacco 
users wljj be surprised to 
learn that the "custom" of 
no smoking on the Kansas 
State campus is in reality a 
rule Incorporated with other 
College laws which will be 
more rigidly enforced in the 
future, according to the 
Council of Deans. 

Violators or the rule have be- 
come so unheeding that they now 
encroach on the Inner boundaries 
of the campus and threaten to 
bring wholesale violation. 

The Student Council has deter- 
mined that there Is a definite rule 
•which prohibits fcmokipg on the 
campus. Members of the Council 
learned that there Is such a rule 
and that it has been in effect for 
over 70 years. 

In a note to President Farrell the 
Council stated it felt the rule 
should be reaffirmed and put into 
active regulation. 

Deans Comply 
President Farrell forwarded the 
to the Council of Deans 
oted to comply. It reaf- 
t he regulation against 
smoking on the campus east of the 
line of the Seventeenth Street 
Drive and within the other nat- 
ural campus boundaries. Smoking 
In the College Hospital, Van Zlle 
Hall, and in President FarreH's 
home will be permitted as these 
places are classified as living quar- 
ters. 

The Council of Deans will en- 
force the rule among the faculty 
members and employees of the 
College. The S. O. A. will put It 
In effect among the students as 
any other cantems discipline rule 
would be enforced. 

"This custom, for we prefer to 
think of it as such, has become 
tradition." said President Farrell 
It expresses respect for the col- 
egc, promotes cleanliness, and re- 
duces the fire haaard. We ask that 
the personnel of tt»e college con- 
tinue to grant this respect." 
To Deal With Offenders 
■The Student Governing Asso- 
ciation," said President Hyle Claflln, 
"reiterates the college custom and 
rule of no smoking on the cam- 
Any violations to the rulings 
will be dealt with In the same 
manner as any other breach of 
campus discipline.' 1 

The first" no smoking rule" was 
passed by the faculty In IBS*. The 
rule reads "use of tobacco by the 
students within walls of tlie col- 
lege or In boarding houses is for- 
bidden." 

Smoking, which has heretofore 
been "forbidden fruit" because 
more popular with the turn of the 
century and in 1908 another rule 
was passed that prohibited "any 
smoking on the grounds or In the 
buildings." This rule had to be 
reaffirmed three months later. 

Immediately following the war. 
students again began smoking on 
the campus and further applica- 
tion of the rule was made. Re- 
cently the trend began again and 
led to this new action.

When the idea of installing an Associ- 
ated Press Teletype machine in Kedzie Hall 
was in the embryo stage, those people who 
were in direct contact with and responsible 
for the programs emanating from KSAC, 
literally jumped to encourage such an idea. 
For the Installation of such a aery fee ap- 
peared to them as the chance to offer a real 
service to the listeners for the first time in 
the history of the Btation. 

It has been estimated by dependable sur- 
veys that !)5 per cent of the farm radio list- 
eners place news first in Importance. When 
the chance came to offer our listeners such 
a service, it is no wonder that the directors 
of the station applauded the idea. However, 
one important factor is being overlooked. 
The AP service is not to be a permanent 
feature unless the proper authorities take 
steps to remedy the situation. 

At the present time it is planned to have 
the service for only two months, March and 
April, and the expenses now are being paid 
out of the funds of the Journalism depart- 
ment. It Is the hope of the department that 
if they sponsor the service for two months 
the listener response will be enough cause 
for the president of the College to see fit to 
appropriate funds for the continuation of 
such a service. 

If such appropriations are made it will 
merely mean a start to a better KSAC, for 
at the time being, not one cent Is Bet aside 
for the station. Afl a result the station Is in 
a deplorable physical condition. Under such 
conditions of limited microphones, poor 
acoustics, limited power, and only two 
trained announcers, It is no wonder that 
the entertainment value is of such a low 
standard. With no one with time to Bpend 
to train faculty speakers in the way of good 
radio presentation one cannot expect any- 
thing better. 

Last night the student activity appropri- 
ation board of the College met. Naturally 
the students are not expected to support a 
station that is under the direction of the 
Extension pivipion, with a portion of their 
own activity money. It is the contention of 
some that a small part could be set aside 
for the support of the AP service. Never- 
theless this was not done. 

Some still believe that the station Is not 
In need of changes or appropriations, These 
are evidently cloaked beneath a mantle of 
egotism.

Make This Date! 

Weeks, nay, even months of Investiga- 
tion .. thought, and planning will culminate 
this week In what most Kansas State stu- 
dents and faculty members hope will be a 
successful climax when students are given 
a chance to express their feelings about a 
new Student Union building for their cam- 
pus. Students, long silent on the matter, 
will mark individual ballots Friday which 
will either send the recommendation on its 
way to the Board of Regents or shelve the 
plan until It comes up another day for stu- 
dent consideration. 

There remains one important Item to be 
disposed of before the vote Is taken, how- 
ever. It would probably be a Bate venture 
to say that 60 per cent of the students who 
will vote on the proposed building are not 
fully aware of the plans encompassing it— 
and what most concerns the majority, the 
financial plans. As to how the building will 
he financed, how soon it will be built, and 
the multitudinous other questions raised 
concerning it, the average student who has 
not followed the Union committee's prog- 
ress has only the vaguest idea. 

Since the Student Union committee, com- 
posed of capable faculty and student mem- 
ber a, began its work in the latter part of 
last year, a complete set of plans whereby 
Kansas State may acquire a much-needed 
student oenter has been worked out and 
presented to College officials. The commit- 
tee has shown by its Investigation here and 
at other schools that it [s entirely possible 
for Kansas State to realize a long-dreamed - 
of student mecca. K-Staters need only sig- 
nify that they approve. 

Naturally, the committee does not be- 
lieve a student body of 3,672 persons will 
gullibly swallow hook, line, and sinker a 
foolish plan which can never be successful 
ly carried out. Therefore, they ask only the 
privilege of explaining their plan to an at- 
tentive audience. After they have presented 
if, they desire only that students consider 
the plan carefully and vote on It accord- 
ing to their own dictates Friday. 

The committee primarily asks but one 
thing, those who understand the plan and 
favor it ask but one thing— that every stu- 
dent attend the Student Union assembly to- 
morrow.

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A Huge Possibility 

A mere possibility which may evolve In- 
to one of the greatest things ever to happen 
to Kanaas State College Inched one step 
nearer probability In Washington yester- 
day. Kansas Representative Quyer pre- 
pared a petition to be signed by a Kansas 
congressional delegation and sent to Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Henry Wallace virg- 
in hint to select Kansas as a site for one of 
the four great agricultural research labora- 
tories provided for In the new Farm Bill. 

Whlla there is no assurance that the cen- 
ter, in case it Bhould be located In Kansas, 
would be situated here, the petition sug- 
gested the location might be at, or near a 
milling center or a place where it might be 
operated in conjunction with an agricul- 
tural school or experiment station. No 
more logical location than Kansas State 
College could be found in the state. The 
Collage, with its highly specialized courses 
in agriculture, Its intensive research un- 
dertakings in the field of agriculture, its 
complete milling department, it* staff of 
highly trained agricultural technicians, and 
acting as It 1b as the control point of the 
Kansas Experiment stations, would be the 
Ideal spot on which to place such a labora- 
tory. 

The laboratories, each of which will 
spend a million dollars annually, will un- 
doubtedly prove a great boon to ths com- 
munities In which they are located. Local 
officials have pointed out that the estab- 
lishment of such an institution here prob- 
ably would require the erection of at least 
one new building. 

Although those interested in the welfare 



"What's happening to Kansas? Oh 
shades!

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A Voter'* Day 

"One of the greatest, if not the most 
pressing need on the campus at this time 
is the need for a Student Union building," 
was the striking statement with which 
President F. D. Farrell opened the Student 
Union assembly Wednesday. That state- 
ment, coming from the head of this insti- 
tution, is significant for all Kansas State 
students, because today it is within your 
power to remedy that situation. Perhaps 
not for another generation will students of 
this college have at their pencil points the 
chance to Improve its campus social condi- 
tions—the worst in the Big Six conference. 
Today K-Staters vote .on a new Student 
Union Building. 

Probably there is not one member of the 
student body who does not realize that an 
extraordinary number of votes is needed 
today to make the election count in the 
eyes of the Board of Regents. The usual 
vote In student elections is less than one- 
half of the student body, and it must be re- 
membered that considerable spirit is shown 
In these elections. President Farrell has 
said that at least 75 per cent of the stu- 
dents must vote In the affirmative on the 
question if the proposal Is to succeed. 
Therefore, election efforts must be doubled 
if today's balloting Is not to be counted as 
just so much wasted paper. 

The election committee has overlooked 
nothing. Every device conceivable is being 
employed to make the vote representative. 
"I have voted — have you?" Is the query 
which lapel cards will make to those stu- 
dents who have not voted. An election com- 
mittee of 200 persons who will be active on 
the campus all day to bring in stragglers, 
a German band will parade on the campus, 
and many other means will be used to cre- 
ate a real election atmosphere. Students 
are donating their time freely to get out a

The other committee headed by 
Emmett Hahnawald which will set 
the definite daU> of the laying of 
the stone, will have complete charge 
of the printing of the programs and 
the decorations. The two commit- 
tees are now able to go ahead with 
their work and will have a definite 
■tatemcnt in the near future. 
To Broadcast Program 
Jay Payne said in a statement 
Iftrl night ihol-thr program of the 
comer stone laying will be broad- 
cast over nwtin station KSAC and 
will take the plac of an assembly 
program. Buigestions for docu- 
ment which will be placed in the 
atone Include the manuscripts of 
the shakers, a ropy of the Kansas 
State Collegian, a copy off the In- 
dustrialist, and a copy of the col- 
lag: catalogue.

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They're Welcome 

A number of Btudents have asked wheth- 
er the Collegian doeB not carry a "letter to 
the editor" column this semester. The an- 
swer Is yes. But the editor wishes to report 
that he cannot print student opinion letters 
which have not been turned in.

Off With A Bang! 

Congratulations, K-Staters! 

Those words seem rather weak and fu- 
tile compared to what we'd like to say, but 
the desired phrases won't come. "We'll have 
to be satisfied with jim "congratulations." 

Congratulations on what, you may ask. 
We feel that it would be amiss not to con- 
gratulate the student body as a whole for 
its generous action in voting favorably on 
the proposed new Student Union building 
We consider the vote one of the greatest 
things ever to happen on the campus In 
years. 

In the first place, K-9taters are to be 
congratulated on their magnanimous atti 
tude on the proposal. With the knowledge 
that they were levying a fee not to exceed 
$5 per semester or $2.60 per summer school 
on themselves, they did not hesitate to vote 
strongly favorable on the matter. Eighty 
one per cent of the entire student body eli- 
gible to vote cast their ballots, and 61 per 
cent of these ballots Were Xed in the "yes 
square. 

In the second place they are to be con- 
gratulated because their strong vote for the 
proposed building will in all probability 
lead to the construction of a beautiful so- 
cial center on the campiiB second to none 
in the Big 81 x in Its completed form. The 
first unit of the Union building may not be 
as palatial as the million dollar Union at 
Purdue or Its million and two million dol 
lar likenesses In other larger schools, but it 
will provide a campus Bocial rendezvous 
which will far exceed any social facility 
which K-State has ever possessed. 

Lastly. K-Slaters are to be congratulated 
because of their straight thinking on the 
Union matter. State facilities are definitely 
outmoded— a student gathering place, a 
jelly joint, meeting rooms, and a present- 
able ballroom being conspicuous by their 
absence. Despite a great mass of unor- 
ganized but rather powerful opposition to 
the building, student voters flocked to the 
polls and cast a heavy vote in favor of the 
proposition. 

President Parrel 1 and Dean R. A. Seat on, 
chairman of the Student Union committee, 
have expressed themselves as being 
"pleased with the results." Already the 
President has drafted the letter which will 
present the proposal to the Board of Re- 
gentB soon. Faculty and student leaders 
who have worked untiringly on the project 
since it was Inaugurated are jubilant at Its 



political control over Austria last week is 
not so startling or tragic as surface appear- 
ances indicate. Certainly Schussnigg'B re- 
signing the premiership of Austria, Hitler's 
native land, will not radically alter the 
European situation, which is a steady en- 
croachment of fascism on helpless alien 
territory to the detriment of the "demo- 
cratic" nations. 

No sudden shift of foreign policy by 
European powers such as Oreat Britain, 
France, and the Soviets is to be expected. 
Nor 1b it logical to suppose that the guiding 
geniuses holding sway at No. 10 Downing 
Street, the Quai Dorsay, and the Kremlin 
were entirely without any anticipation of 
a nazlficatlon of Austria. 

Stalin's message not long ago exhorting 
the proletariats of the world to present a 
united front against fascism and align it- 
self against capitalistic masters in the tiext 
general war situation indicates that the 
Soviet leader foresaw Britain's final, seem- 
ingly conclusive swing over to fascism in 
her foreign policies. 

No alliance between Germany and Brit- 
ain Is possible as long as the Empire Is 
threatened by the fact of such union. Un- 
doubtedly the pro- Nazi Premier Chamber- 
lain recognizeB that an Anschluss does not 
necessarily mean the doom of the British 
Empire. 

The recent shakeup In the French gov- 
ernment probably is due more to the ex- 
pectation of France's political leaders that 
a shift in the balance of power In Central 
Europe was soon to occur than to any 
other weighty matter such as the task of 
suitably adjusting the country's financial 
affairs. It can be guessed that French ar- 
mies will not pour over the Hhlneland as a 
consequence of Hitler's recent brilliant 
stroke. On the other hand, French gold 
might. A universal comaraderle does exist 
among financiers. All bankers (that is, 
those astute enough to become monopoly 
capitalists In the broader sense of the 
word) are tovarlsh regard lesB of race, color, 
or creed.) Austria's iron ores may exert a 
magnetic pull on that French gold. 

Germany's next move undoubtedly will 
be east to Czechoslovakia, towards the So- 
viet border. 

Perhaps no sounder prediction can be 



made than that Hitler and his ilk cannot- Age, and then above this the 
bluff the Soviets In the least. This Is clear 
if one takes the viewpoint that the capital- 
ist powers want to be bluffed. The Soviets 
will not surrender a ruble or a particle of 
her soil without a bitter struggle. And war 
between the Soviets and Germany is a pro- 
logue to world war, the collapse of Imperi- 
alism. But Hitler is not yet so poor a bluff- 
er as to try to fool a royal flush hand. 

Russia's standing army, the largest in 
the world, her air force which is tops for 
size and relative efficiency, the tremendous 
success of the Five Year plans, a people 
possessing a high morale, and dissension 
among the capitalistic neighbors of the So- 
viets constitute a formidable combination.

"The peaceful solution of labor 
controversies is one of the achieve- 
ments of the corporate system In 
Italian fascism. Labor disputes, of- 
ten followed by open conflicts, 
strife and even bloodshed, no long- 
er disturb Italy for several reasons, 
among them the failure of all soc- 
ial-pommunisttc attempts," said 
Alessandro Savorgnan, Italian Vice 
Consul from the royal embassy In 
St. Louis, speaking in Student For- 
um yesterday. 

The young Italian diplomat gave 
a detailed explanation of the cor- 
porate system of business under 
the fascist regime. He explained 
the legal machinery of .settling lab- 
or disputes saying that compulsory 
arbitration of labor problems is 
carried on by the state. 

Cannot Afford Strikes 

"Italy's agricultural and indus- 
trial economy does not possess the 
wealth and the abundant resour- 
ces of many other countries It was 
therefore natural that the enor- 
mous financial tosses caused by 
strikes, lockouts and other distur- 
bances In the field of labor, would 
much more. seriously affect the eco- 
nomic organization of a country 
like Italy." the speaker explained. 

Some laws on labor cited and dis- 
cussed by Doctor Savorgnan In- 
dued, provisions banning the ar- 
bitrary use of self-protective meas- 
ures in labor disputes, or the en- 
actment outlawing strikes and lock- 
outs, from then on claved as pub-

EDITORIAL COMMENT 



A Great Show 



The Collegian today is dedicated to the 
engineers or Kansas State College- -and 
their presentation of an annual Kansas 
show, Engineers Open House. Weeks of 
extensive preparation for the show will 
culminate tonight in the opening when the 
doors of the Engineering building swidr 
wide to admit an eager crowd. 

Open House has been for years a byword 
on the tongues of the people of Kansas, 
The engineer, the business man, the farm- 
er, the housewife, and the student have 
come to regard the words "Open House" as 
synonymous with Kansas State College 
and its engineering school. The great 
crowds which attend it each year always 
take something new and different away 
with them — either In the form of some re- 
membrance token or a new idea. 

In moments of discouragement when 
facing the huge task confronting them, the 
engineers may wonder whether the show 
is worth the energy, time and money it re- 
quires. But, as is pointed out by Dick 
Wherry, editor of the Kansas State Engi- 
neer, the effoits of a majority of the upper- 
classmen and many of the freshmen and 
sophomores of the division this year are 
not what really makes Open House the suc- 
cess that it is. Is their task the all-impor- 
tant, all-encompassing one? 

According to the Engineer: "The engi- 
neers in school today are not the only ones 
contributing to a bigger and better Open 
House in this year of the school's Diamond 
Jubilee, for the student who aided in the 
program one. two, or ten years ago. un- 
knowingly perhaps, was contributing to 
the one of thiB year. Open House has been 
truly a developing process. It has been a 
pyramiding of Ideas and results obtain ed 
through the eighteen years in which it has 
developed and thrived. It would be Impos- 
sible for the students of the engineering 
division to put on a show of such propor- 
tions without recourse to past experiences 
In past Open Houses." The engineers today 
are merely carrying on their integral part 
of a great Institution which has developed 
through the years. 

When you go through Open House this 
year, consider for a moment the unity of 
effort, the Immense amount of planning 
and actual work of preparation which has 
been expended on the project. Consider, 
too, the far-flung publicity which the event 
gives to the College and it Immediately be 
gins to seerrt worth the effort. Open House 
Is truly one of K-State's greatest booster? 
Welcome others to the show.

A Case Of Principles 

Yesterday at the Student Forum an inci- 
dent occuired that was without a doubt 
contradictory to one of the principles up- 
on which our own nation was founded— 
freedom of speech. The speaker, an Italian 
consul, was quite naturally airing bis views 
on political Matters that would be of a na- 
ture characteristic only of an Italian. Fol- 
lowing his brief lecture the Forum was 
opened to a general discussion. A group of 
questions from a certain group of would be 
"reformers" degenerated into what may be 
termed an attempt to insult or reprimand 
the consul for the political theory that he 
naturally stood for. Fortunately the dis- 
cussion was called to a halt in a tactful 
manner and the Italian, a man with the 
definite qualities of a diplomat, was spared 
further embarrassment. 

Such a thing would seem to be remote 



In Central Europe the situation today is 
no nearer a solution than it was a week 
ago and there does not seem to be any solu- 
tion to Hitler's expansion policy. 

Although Austria has been officially 
made a part of Germany, there has been no 
official recognition by Washington of the 
new German nation. The State department 
still refers to Austria as an independent 
nation. 

Milter's next move probably will he In 
the direction of Czechoslovakia — but will 
it? An invasion of this country by the Ger- 
man high command will result in another 
world war. Russia has announced that she 
will come to the aid of the Czech If Ger- 
many invades and Poland has announced 
she will resist any attempt of Russia to 
march through their country which will 
necessitate their marching by wav of Rou- 
mania, a very long way around. 

In the west the French are just about 
fed up with all this fooling around and 
backslappfng and it will take little encour- 
agment for her to set her machine In mo- 
tion. She is already a member of a military 
alliance with Czechoslovakia, and further 
is In a vise between Germany on one side 
and Italy on the other which will leave her 
with but one path to follow. 

As for Germany, she is without a doubt 
the possessor of a fine military machine 
and has restored the pre-war spirit of the 
populus. but she has just added several 
million people to the Reich and it will be 
some few years before Hitler can afford to 
war. This vast Increase of population must 
be welded into the mighty German Reich 
before It acquires more territory, especial- 
ly if force is to be used as a means. 

The big worry today is not the annexa- 
tion of Czech but the question as to a se- 
cret military alliance between Fascist Italy 
and Nazi Germany In a bargain for Spain 
and Austria. There Is really little doubt 
that some agreement of that sort has been 
made.

"Fraternities and Scholarship" 
was the subject of the first speaker 
who was Donald Wright, s member 
of Sigma Alpha Epsllon fraternity 
at the University of Oklahoma, He 
gave several reasons why fraternity 
men as a whole do not make bet- 
ter grades than independent stu- 
dents. The main reason Is loafing 
on the part of fraternity members 
brought about by drinking, bull 
feats, and strenuous parties. The 
fraternity places more emphasis on 
the social side of college rather 
than on the scholastic side. 
Advocates Deferred Pledging 

Bill Keogh, a Kansas State soph- 
omore and non -fraternity man 
spoke on "Fraternity Effect on In- 
dividual Students." He gave ex- 
amples of what happens to students 
who do not make the fraternity 
they wanted to join, and examples 
of the changes In students that of- 
ten take place after they have 
pledged a fraternity. 

Jack Luttrell, a member of Beta

Doctor Miller sDent eighteen 
months in revising the text of the 
book which was first nubllshed i.i 
1831. The new edition contains six 
thousand references. 



"Can It take it?" that is the 
question continually being asked by 
the State Highway Testing Labora- 
tory when they test rock samples, 
pavel. asphalt, oil and cement. The 
Engineering Hall houses the state's 
largest laboratory on Its ground 
floor. Here the rocks which go into 
the construction of Kansas high- 
ways undergo the Utmost in gruel- 
ing conditions. 

Samples weighing between 1000 
to 1500 grams are sent in bv engi- 
neers from all parts of Kansas for 

these tests. Each sample is num- 
bered and when referred to can be 
traced to the exact location includ- 
ing the strata from whence it 
came. 

Several tests are used In deter- 
mining the desirability of a rocks 
being used for construction pur- 
poses. A wood and metai machine, 
hand o Derated and using steel 
wedges, breaks the rock up into 
rtfarly square pieces. There are 
85 pieces of this nature taken from 
each sample. Ten are used to freeze 
and thaw: ten to test for specific 
gravity while the remaining frag- 
ments are heated to eradicate all 
moisture and then rattled as tlr 
abrasion machine's work Is called. 
For abrasion or wear fifty pieces 
averaging 100 grams arc useJ The 



rattler gives each rock sample 
10.000 revolutions and its wearing 
ability Is calculated from the ner 
cent or stone that becomes dust 
during the process. 

Teat Gravel Auw 

A core drill prepares inch length 
samples which are. subjected to the 
impact of a heavy weight railing 
through various distances. That 
determines their toughness. A not h 
er test places the rock under actual 
freezing and thawing conditions. 
For each test there Is a specifica- 
tion and the material must stand 
up to the test or it will not be use 3 
for construction purposes. 

Another division of the labora- 
tory tests Rravfl in the same man- 
ner as the rock samples. Cement 
is made using various ratios of 
water, sand, and cement. They 
make cylindrical shaped- test in? 
blocks, round, .square or any shape 
that would be used under actual 
construction conditions. The sam- 
ples are heated, frozen and soaked 
in water, but. their final test comes 
under the jaws or the testing 
machine.

Student Council To Convene 
With Committee Appoint- 
ed By Collegian 

The Student Council will 
meet tonl^it with the com- 
mittee appointed l>y the Col- 
legian last December to 
study possible improvements 
In the constitution of the 
Student Governing Associa- 
tion. After the meeting last 
week the two bodies will 
complete the draft of the 
tentative changes. It Is ex- 
pected that this action will 
be closely followed by a 
mass meeting of the SO A 
for the purpose of getting 
quick approval of the 
changes by the student body. 
Thus they will he effective 
for the spring election. 

Major changes including those 
by the Student Council sug- 
by the constitution com- 
sHect a great portion of the 
constitution. Mass meet- 
ings of the student body at least 
once a semester for the purpose of 
bringing the problem of self-gov- 
erning closer to the Individual stu- 
dent In "gripe session" form is the 
first change contemplated. 

Renovate Secretary Job 
Also to suffer chanje are the 
present regulations covering the 
Student Council. It has been de- 
cided to have both a recording and 
a corresponding secretary to ac- 
complish the great task now han- 
dled by the secretary. It has also 
been decided to incorporate the po- 
sition ol dance manager Into a 
member of the Council. 

To enable a newly elected Stu- 
dent Council to team the work it 
will stipulate in the new consti- 
tution that the newly elected Coun- 
cil shall sit ex-offtcio with the out- 
going Council at the first two 
meetings following election and 
shall take of fir* at the third meet- 
ing with the election of officers at 
Which the outgoing Council presi- 
dent will preside.

An un solvable mystery exists for those 
person b on the campus who pride them- 
sfUves on their knowledge and practice of 
what Is most often called common decency.

Up To Regents 



Official Recognition Of Com- 
mittee Submitted To 



The official recommendation of the 
Student Union committee to the 
Board ot Regents was presented to 
the Board this week by President 
F. D. Fmrrell. Following the Presi- 
dent's own recommendation, sent 
Immediately after the election, the 
committee's recommendation asks 
the regents to carry out the provi- 
sion upon which students voted 
overwhelmingly In favor of two 
weeks ago, according to Dean R. A 
Seaton, chairman of the commit- 
tee. 

The three principal points of the 
oomrrtptJtee's trecom mentation are 
(11 That the Kansas State Board 
of Regents be required to levy a 
student union fee of IS a semester 
and 12,50 a summer session, this 
lee to be paid by each Kansas State 
College student effective Septem- 
ber. 1938. 

<2> That the regents be asked to 
request authority from the next 
session of the state legislature to 
Issue bonds, and for the construe 
tton and equipment of a Student 
Union building. The total amount 
of bends outstanding at any one 
time not to exceed 1260,000. and to 
pledge all or part of the receipts 
from the student union fee provid 
ed Tor the payment of the principle 
and Interest of these bonds 

(3) That the regents be requested 
to endeavor to secure a federal 
grant to aid In the construction of 
the union building, ir and when 
there should appear to be a pas 
slblllty or securing the grant. 
Board To Meet Soon 

Although the exact date of the 
Board of Regents next meeting, at 
which time they will pass on the 
recommendation, Is not known. It Is 
expected that they will gather 
within a month. Until that time 
th committee will work on finish 
ing the plana and proposing var 
lous sites on which the building 
could be constructed. Senior archi- 
tecture students are working on 
building plans for a semester pro- 
ject

Ward of the economics and sociol- 
ogy department before a large 
crowd In Recreation ecnter. 

"A lowering of the moral cod" 
has undoubtedly resulted from de- 
ferring marriages because of pre- 
sent day economic difficulties," 
Ward declared when questioned in 
the open orum following the talki 
"But from :)fie social standpoint, 
delayed marriage Is an advantage, 
an opportunity to look the field 
over. All good housewives know 
the value of shopping." 

"Certainly budgeting Is Import- 
ant In meeting economic problems 
that must arise in marriage, and 
too, sharing the checkbook is In- 
cluded In this." 

Some problems to be encounter- 
ed In marriage that Mr. Ward -dis- 
cussed were romance complexes, 
student marriages, marriage be- 
tween people of entirely different 
economic standing, companionate 
marriage, and free love. The 
speaker condemned free love and 
companionate marriage as com- 
pletely contrary to established mor- 
al standards, detrimental to the 
welfare of the family, and lacking 
protection for the woman. 

"Sometimes closer companion- 
ship and love can be helped by not 
too much economic security. But 
you must deal logically and openly 
with the economic problem before 
marriage and realise that this will 
come uj> after marriage And 1 do 
say, it Is oosslble to have both love 
and a dime."

Figures released recently 
by Miss Jessie McDowell 
Machir, registrar, show that 
the present enrolment of 
3,616 Butdents set an all- 
time record for spring se- 
mesters, Last year's figures 
Bhow that there were 3,417 
enrolled for the spring se- 
mester. Of this spring's en- 
rolles 2,574 are men and 
1,042 women. 

The Division or eOneral Science 
still continues to have the greatest, 
enrolment, with 1.026 students. 
Men outnumber women in this di- 
vision 699 to 327. Th e Division of 
Engineering with 951 enrol lees Is 
second in stee. Third place rails to 
the Division of Home Economics 
with TOO women students. The Di- 
vision or Agriculture with 676 ranks 
next and the Division or Veteri- 
nary Medicine completes the list 
with 264 

The freshmen, as usual, lead the 
class groups with 1,067, or which 
741 are men and 285 women stud- 
ents. Sophomores come next with 
8S9. of which 608 are men and 281 
women. Seven hundred seventy 
four are enrolled In the Junior 
class. 577 men and 197 women. The 
Senior class falls last in the group- 
ing with 686 enrollees, 490 men and 
197 women. There are 90 special 
students enrolled this semester, 23 
men and 27 women; and 150 gradu- 
ate students. 94 men and 56 wom- 
en.

Gifts Will Boost 
The Union Building 

Of the several methods mentioned for 
financing a new Student Union on the re- 
state campua, students are probably likely 
to think of the securing of gifts as the one 
most remotely concerning them. However, 
Kenney L. Ford, alumni secretary, points 
out that It is not an impossibility that some 
K-State student might uncover the lead to 
a; large gift which would boost the Union 
building into Immediate materialization. 
, The alumni secretary cites such ex- 
amples as Willard Straight Hall on the 
Cornell campus and Hart HouBe on the 
cftmpus of the University of Toronto. Wil- 
Iftrd Straight Hall was given to Cornell aa 
a gift by Mrs. Willard Straight, a memorl- 
aJ to her deceased husband. It was con- 
structed at a cost of over a million dollars., 
Hart House, built with an expenditure of 
nearly two million dollars, was given by 
the Hart family as a memorial to one of 
the sons who had attended the University, 
jmlng nearer home, an outstanding ex- 
iple is the Watkins hospital for students 
the campus of Kansas University, flo- 
ated by a local woman. Other buildings on 
tie University campus were financed or at 
least partly financed by gifts from Indi- 
viduals. 



The works of the greatest writers of our 
times and the classics of the geniuses of 

every civilized era are unknown to the 
larger part of KsnsaB State's, student body. 
Two apparent reasons may account for 
this deplorable fact. One is many are too 
apathetic to take the trouble to read -good 
books often. The other Is that books are 
not available. 

The latter reason certainly accounts for 
hundreds of disappointments. Many a stu- 
dent has sought In vain the works of such 
greats as Dos Pftssoe, Scott Fitzgerald, 
Huxley, Priestly, and many others who 
write the vital, organic literature of this 
modern age. Novelists and playwrights rec- 
ognized as the leading writers of the day 
must remain perhaps forever unknown to 
aspirants to culture, seekers of learning, 
and those who merely want Borne solid en- 
tertainment at college. If reading habits 
are not acquired by collegians by the time 
1 hey receive diplomas, such habits prob- 
ably will never be learned. 



The College Library Is indeed a beauti- 
ful structure. Visitors from everywhere ex- 
claim in admiration at seeing this build- 
ing, undoubtedly the outstanding one on 
the campus from an artistic viewpoint. But 
if a visitor were to examine the cross Index 
to books in the loan department, he would 
seek in vain most of the great classics, the 
Rebelafsian satires, the products of the 
writers of the "age of reason," such as Vol- 
taire and Rousseau. Indeed he would find 
the Library to be barren of the works of 
the geniuses of almost every epoch. 

The remedy to the situation is obvious to 
those who voted yes on the physical sci- 
ence building Issue and on the Student 
Union building, It would be quite strange If 
an approplation for much-needed books 1b 
unobtainable. Surely a Goethe masterpiece 
is as worthy as a coke In a Student Union 
building soda fountain. Or is It? 

Does the library need more books? How 
are books to he obtained? Suggestions by 
students and faculty members in letters to 
the Collegian are welcome.

Which does not boast even one building ob- 
tained by donation. The stadium was, hjow- 
ever, mostly financed by gifts from stu- 
dents, faculty members and friendB of the 
College. 

There Is a possibility that somewhere In 
trie state Is a friend of the College who 
would, If he were acquainted with the facts 
of the Bit nation here, give a sizeable contri- 
bution or even money enough to finance 
the whole structure. At least Kansas Stat- 
ers would do well to remain alert and 
watchful for some such possibility.

It Ib a well-known fart on the campus 
that the five state schools, of which Kan- 
sas State is one, are govern ed by a Board 
of Regents constat tng of nine members. 
However, it Is not generally known that 
Governor Walter A. Iluxman Is now con- 
sidering the appointment or reappointment 
of three members whose terms expire June 
30, 1938. Members of the Board are ap- 
pointed by the Governor and serve for 
three years. The present Board of Regents 
was set up during Governor Paulen's ad- 
ministration in 1925. 

The present Board of Regents is com' 
posed wholly of lawyers, but this situation 
need not necessarily be true. The personnel 
of the Board o{ Regents has always been 
a high class of men who are keenly inter- 
ested In the welfare of the rttate schools. 
THey serve without pay and are n on -parti- 
san in administering the affairs or the 
state schools. Unquestionably, one of the 
greatest honors that can come to a citizen 
of Kansas Is to be appointed to the Board.

Suspend Two 
Over Role In 
Ticket Fraud

Students Dismissed 
Weekend For Part 
In St. Pat Hoax 



Two Kan abb State College 
students were suspended last 
weekend for the rest of the 
semester for the part they 
played In the ticket fraud at 
St, Pat's Prom, according to 
the judgment handed down 
hy President P. D. Farrell. 
The decree requires that the 
two guilty Btudents be dis- 
missed from the College this 
year and that they can be 
reinstated next fall only af- 
ter being approved by the 
Faculty Council on Student 
Affairs. Thus Is written the 
finish of a fraud that almost 
netted the Instigators more 

than $60. 

Vigilance on the part of ticket - 
lakers at the prom and the untiring 
detective work of the president and 
vice president ot the Student Coun- 
cil In apprehending the guilty par- 
ties are the factors that wrote the 
"almost" into the swindlers plans 
and are responsible for the reim- 
bursement of their victims. 

Prompted By Demand 

The great demand for tickets to 
the Prom prompted the de fraud ers 
to have the bogus tickets printed 
by a Junction City Itrtn. They were 
■old to Innocent buyers here at 
prices ranging from 12.50 to $4 

Upon discovering the swindle, the 
Student Council, led by Hyle Claf- 
Un. started an Investigation Man- 
hattan printers told the Council's 
representatives that the tickets 
could not have been printed by a 
Manhattan firm because of the 
style of type used, so the student- 
detecUves turned to other towns in 
their search. 

The pair knew the Council was 
closing in and. realising the hope- 
lewtnetK of the situation, confessed. 
The confession substantiated In 
j«wry way the theory that the 
Council had been working on, ac- 
cording to the Investigators. 
C— nt 11 Recommends Action 

The Student Council then met In 
a body to review the case, heard the 
arguments of the defendant's and 
recommended the course of action 
to be taken to the Faculty Council 
on Student Affairs. It approved 
the recommendation and referred It 
to President F. D. Farrell, who put 
his final signature of O. K. upon the 
Council's verdict. 

That verdict decreed that a 
semester schooling, and all the ex- 
pense attached to It. should be the 
penalty for the guilty students. 

The Job of reimbursing the 100 
victims of the fraud Is nearly com- 
pleted, according to Claflln. and the 
Council is preparing to close the 
affair. President Farrell compli- 
mented the Council on the fine way 
in which it handled the entire mat-

To Inspect Dam

Twenty-seven senior civil »ngi- 
neering students, accompanied by 
Professors L, H, Koenitzer, F. F. 
Frazler. and R. F. Morse, made a 
one day inspection trip to Topeka 
and Kansas City last Thursday. 
They stopped oft at Lawrence, 
where E. E Larson, graduate civil 
engineer of Kansas State College 
explained the construction and re- 
sults secured on the five -mile, ex- 
perimental highway project near 
Lawrence. 

While in Topeka they visited the 
Soils Laboratory of the Kansas 
Highway Com mis'; ion. and the de- 
partment of Agricultures Water 
Resource Division. The students 
also visited the U. S. Engineers' of- 
fice where they were told of the or- 
ganization and work done by the 
various departments. 

They next stopped to see the 
Wyandotte County Dam failure. 
Leroy Arnold, county 
L. M Blanchard, W. P. A. 
explained to the students the work 
or the Investigation after failure of 
the dam. 

F. B. Slichter of the U. S Engi- 
neers division office at Kansas City, 
Mo., showed the students, by charts 
and pictures, the types of failure 
that occur ed at the Wyandotte 
County Dam. He explained the 
proper method for designing a dam 
using as his example, the proposed 
new dam that is to replace the one 
that failed. The new dam is to 
OOst approximately si. 800.000. 

Slichter also explained the change 
In design of the c"am near Lees 
Summit. Mo., which required the 
removal of 40.000 cubic yards of 
earth placed In the dam before the 
soli could be analyzed and the 
principles of soil mechanics applied

Two regulations concern- 
ing social functions on the 
campus have recently been 
passed by the Student Coun- 
cil and are now in effect.

The old ordinance governing the 
social functions or organized cam- 
pus groups read; "Each organiza- 
tion is limited to one social func- 
tion each semester that requires 
the use of a public hall or public 
buildings" 

Rale Helps Large Groups 

The new ( ruling Introduced in 
Student Council meeting February 
S reads as follows; "Each student 
organization having a membership 
or less that 160 students whkh 
maintains a house where social 
functions may be held Is limited to 
one 'social function each semester 
that requires the use or a public 
hall or campus buildings. Other or- 
ganizations arc limited to four so- 
cial functions each semester. Or- 
ganizations having a' membership 
In excess of 150 are allowed the ute 
of the college buildings for a maxi- 
mum or two social functions each 
semester." 

The effect of this ruling is to al- 
low large organizations, such as the 
YMCA, Independent Student Union 
and Collegiate 4-H Club, to have 
four social functions each semester 
instead of one as formerly. Also 
they may use campus buildings for 
two or the.se events under the new 
regulation. It allows these large or- 
ganizations, which maintain no 
house large enough to accomodate 
dances, to have more social events 
each semester. The regulations af- 
fecting fraternities and sororities is 
unchanged.

Work on Willard Hall, Kansas 
State's new physical science build- 
ing, has been progressing rapidly 
during the past week. Forms are 
now being built for the concrete 
beams, columns, and slabs for the 
first floor and stairs. According to 
W, B. "Bill" Duncan, superinten- 
dent of construction for the Olson 
Cojhstructlon Company, flhe rein- 
forcing steel will be set next It 
wiU be about two weeks before any 
concrete can be poured in the 
forms. The supporting columns of 
the first floor line the outer sides 
of the pipe tunnel which runs 
lengthwise through the center ol 
the building. There will be four 
additional columns under the 
physics lecture room In the north- 
east corner of the first floor and 
two additional columns under the 
chemistry lecture room at the 
southeast comer of the first floor. 
In all there will be more than 50 
reinforced concrete columns other 
than the outer walls of the building 
supporting the first floor. 

The slabs, wlilch will make up 
the first floor, will lie on beams 
running across the width of the 
building. There will be more than 
210 reinforced concrete beams .in 
the first floor. 

Storm Sewer Done 

The storm sewer on the south 
aide of the main entrance has been 
completed and workmen are com- 
pleting the storm sewer which runs 
along the west side of the building 
north of the main entrance. Plum- 
bers are now busy Installing the 
floor drains and water pipes In the 
basement. 

Workmen will begin removing the 
forms from inside of the pipe tun- 
nel the first of the week. As soon 
as this Is done plumbers and elec- 
tricians will begin installing elec- 
trical conduit and water pipes In 
the tunnel.

Through The Years 

We Move Forward 

Through the Joint efforts of the YM-YW 
organizations, Kansas State has just com- 
pleted one of the most successful series on 
"Love and Marriage" and thereby estab- 
lished Itself as one of the leaders In the 
field of social education. It has long been 
believed by sociologists that there is a 
marked need on the campuses of this coun- 
try for futh er education along these lines 
and the K-State Y organizations have been 
both liberal and foremost in the exploita- 
tion of such information. 

Following the example of Kansas State, 
Kansas University is also starting a series 
of such lectures to enlighten its students on 
matters of social behavior. 

In comparison with the attitude taken 
by our predecessors the situation today is a 
complete reversal in both theory and pres- 
entation. No small wonder then that dis- 
ease, suspicion, and superstition filled the 
bodies and minds of our forerunners. For It 
was not more than a decade ago that it was 
considered Immoral, brazen, and impolite 
to discuss sex, love, disease, and social mat- 
ters. However, following the turn of the 
century,' even much later than that, such 
education was being advocated. 

Today we are seemingly living In a dif- 
ferent world in regard to such matters. In 
fact surveys show that among college stu- 
dents especially, love, sex, and marriage 
are the predominate topics at the so called 
"bull sessions." 

Such is the condition that now exists on 
Stale's campus. Through the efforts of the 
Y organizations, Student Council, the 
health department, and other organizations 
we are becoming informed and educated by 
people who know and understand these 



The Main Factor 
In State's Election 

Spring is here— definitely! So is politics 
— juBt as definitely. Whispered conferences 
In the corners of the halls, special meet-

the case may be than he Is in politics. Po- 
litical affiliations mean nothing to him. He 
probably is not even Interested enough in 
the Identity of the candidates to take the 
time and energy to scratch an "X" on a 
ballot on election day. 

Unfortunately, this situation prevails 
among the mawes of Kansas State's some 
3,600 students. Outside of a few exceptions, 
it is only among the organized students 
that any feeling of interest in political mat- 
ters of the school is made manifest at all. 
The great body of students regard their 
voting privilege as something to be thrown 
aside without a second thought. The curse 
of democratic government — failure to vote 
—is surely prevalent in Kansas State's alli- 
en t government. 

Until last year, this Inertia which char- 
acterized the majority of the students kept 
them subjected to the rule of the minorttv. 
All the haranguing a few thinking leaders 
Could do was to no avail. 

But last year the clamor of the leaders 
became unusually loud and violent and the 
majority was awakened from its voting 
lethargy. For the first time in years, the 
true majority ruled. 

This year the majority again presents 
a ticket of candidates for its members. Like- 
wise, the minority is expected to present 
its ticket. The big question of the election 
is not the potential power of the minority. 
That has been demonstrated again and 
again. The deciding factor will be the 
amount of spontaneous combustion which 
the heretofore listless majority can generate 
Should this masB of students revert to Its 
customary lassitude, the Collegian may as 
well write its election headlines today. The 
outcome is as plain as the nose on one's 
face.

Once more the Pendergast machine has 
assumed control of Kansas City politics, 
and once more a reform party has gone 
down to defeat. Every few years in the 
larger cities a determined effort is made by 
a few of the better class to clean up the po- 
litical graft and corruption in their respec- 
tive cities, but they more often fail than 
succeed. This reform group in Kansas City, 
in order to succeed, must keep up the fight. 
Today Is as good a time as any to start, 
preparations for the next election. They 
should keep their policies before the pub- 
lic, expose fallacies of administration in the 
machine, and above all keep their own 
slate clean of political dirt and mud, for 
the machine is very capable of fighting 
back and won't pull Its punches. 

Whether the new party or coalition 
would be any better or worse is another 
question. No one knows. Kansas City is 
known world wide for its graft and corrup- 
tion. Politics is a dirty game and those who 
play it are going to be spattered with a 
little mud. bo the bad must be taken with 
the worst. There is some question as to 
whether or not the Penderga B t machine has 
gone too far though. There has been plenty 
of good In Kansas City, great municipal 
improvements that only a Democratic ma- 
chine could achieve, and the past year has 
been comparatively free of publicized 
crime. (Which doesn't in the leaBt mean 
there hasn't been any. Take a look at the 
election fraud trials and you'll find the big- 
gest mess of dirty politics since the hey-day 
or Tammany.

F. J. Hanna is head of the de- 
partment of illustrations and em- 
ploys two college students. Bob 
Whiteside and Gene Ouerrant. The 
department owns fifteen cameras, 
several enlargers, and a water still. 
The department owns two $230 
lenses and a printer which will 
[handle pictures as targe as 12 by 30 
inches. One camera is designed to 
take mi croph olographs, and Is used 
to take pictures of bacteria and 
small Insects. The equipment own- 
ed by the Illustrations department 
is valued at approximately $4,000. 
Fill Large Orders 
During the rwst year, over 3.000 
pictures were taken, and over 18,000 
positives printed. The largest or- 
der for prints from a single film 
was filled last June when over a 
thousand prints were made of a 
design formed by 4-H Roundup 
boys and girls. The largest num- 
ber of pictures was taken when the 
students enrolled last fall. About 
ten gallons of chemicals are used 
each week In developing pictures.

School Chosen For Corpora- 
tion's Presentation-— One 
Of Twenty Institutions 

Kansas State College has 
been selected as one of 20 
American colleges and uni- 
versities to receive the 'Car- 
negie Corporation's $2,550 
"College Music Set," it was 
learned this weekend. The 
iepartment of music, which 
Will have charge of the set, 
yrlll UBe it for music appre- 
ciation courses for students 
enrolled In courses other 
than music. 
The music set includes an elec- 
phonograph of special two- 
lestgn for use In small 
and auditoriums; 945 phono- 
graph records, chosen as represen- 
tative of ancient and modern music 
from all countries; a walnut cabi- 
net with 81 buckram albums in 
which to keep th« records; 151 
bound scores, either miniature or 
octavo size, included for all com- 
pletely recorded works in the set; 
100 books on musical subjects, his- 
torical and biographical, and works 
of reference; and one four drawer 
cabinet of printed card indexes of 
all the records In the set, classi- 
fied by composer, title, medium, 
and form. 

Comes As Surprise 
The set represents what the 
musk department would hope to 
collect in not less than 25 years, 
without the carnegle grant, and 
came as somewhat of a surprise to 
that department, according to the 
department head, Prof. .William 
Lindqulst. "The collection will en- 
ormously enrich our present music 
courses, and will make it possible 
to offer appreciation courses to the 
students who are not majoring in 
■■uric," he said. 

The courses that Professor Lind- 
qulst referred to are Included In 
Kansas State's 30 year plan. 
They would comprise four one hour 
courses In music appreciation that 
would include music notation, ter- 
minology, elementary ear -training, 
and other phases of music training 
of Interest culturally rather than 
professionally. 

rfhese courses may possibly be 
Installed next spring, according to 
Professor Lindqulst, ir the faculty 
approves them this fall. Until then, 
the music set will be used in clas- 
ses in the history and appreciation 
of music for music students. 

President F. D. Farrell made ap- 
plication for the set last Septem- 
ber, stressing the size or the col- 
lege and its music department and 
telling the apportionment com- 
mittee of the school's twenty year 
plan. The sets are now being as- 
sembled in Chicago and will be 
ready for shipment next fall.

The results of the Wasser 
mann test conducted by the 
student health department 
are entirely satisfactory, Dr. 
M. W. Husband, college 
physician, announced today. 
"Of the 1,266 students we 
have tested to date we have 
found but one positive reac- 
tor — a record that will prob- 
ably not be exceeded by any 
school In the country," he 
said. 

Kansas State students have turn- 
ed out exceptionally well to take 
thicse tests, the physician said, 
and are continuing the pace start- 
ed the first week. Practically all 
appointments are filled until the 
Easter vacation and new appoint- 
ments are being made dally. 

In comparison with other schools 
in the middle-west, the Kansas 
State record thus far probably tops 
the list. At the end of a similar 
period, Kansas University, accord 
lng to the University Daily Kansan. 
had two positive reactions in the 
780 Wasserman tests taken up to 
that time. Missouri University had 
a record not quite so good, while 
the University of Minnesota, over 
a two year period comprising 16.000 
tests, had a record slightly better 
than K. TJ.'S. 

state Record Enviable 
"The fact that Kansas State 
shows less than one-tenth of one 
per cent positive reactors may be 
partly due to the voluntary charar.

College Approves 
Rush Week Dates 



10 To 14 Are Days Fra- 
WUI Carry On 



Dates for the 1938 rush week 
and rules which will govern fra- 
ternities in their rushing activities 
next fall were announced by John 
Perrier. president of the Men's 
Panhellenic Council, following the 
regular bimonthly meeting last 
night Perrier stated that approval 
had been given these plans by col- 
lege authorities. 

Dates for rush week will be Sep- 
tember 10 to 14 lndluslve. The 
first of the 10 date periods will 
begin at S o'clock Saturday, Sep- 
tember 10 and the last date will be 
on Wednesday night, September 14, 
Rush week this fall will be largely 
a late afternoon and evening affair, 
except for the date on Sunday af- 
ternoon from 1 to 5 o'clock. Mid- 
day dates have been avoided so as 
not to Interfere with the Freshman 
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The willful misinforming 
of independent (non-Greek) 
students, in regard to candi- 
dacy for Student Council and 
Board of Publications' posi- 
tions In the coming election 
was charged last night by 
independent leaders on the 
campus. The accusations 
were made against leaders of 
the third party, called the 
All-School party, which has 
aroused so many rumors on 
the campue the past few 
days. 

The Independent leaders based 
their charges on two counts: first, 
the candidates were aoproached by 
representatives of Greek Interests 
and asked to run for political of- 
fices without being told who' was 
supporting their campaign; and 
second, that petitions were circu- 
lated for some of these candidates 
before they were Informed of their 
candidacy. 

Makinii Reveals Contacts 

Charges were also based on 
statements obtained from Indepen- 
dents on this third party ticket, 
and from several Greeks, who 
when questioned admitted that 
they were connected with the 
third party. Don Male ins indepen- 
dent student, revealed that he 
contacted many of the independent 
candidates on behalf of the Greeks

Surely the World War illus- 
trated America's safeness from invasion 
and the ability of the United States to raise 1 
an army, powerful enough to maintain stout 1 
defense of these shores at least, on quite 
short notice from untrained civilian masses. 

Experience shows that the modern mili- 
tary machine is both protective and ag- 
gressive. Protective in that it maintains 
civil harmony crushing working class 
movements. Aggressive In that the machine 
is used to settle disputes in "traders' wars," 
such as the World War. You should read up 
on history, Mr. Apologist. One can scarcely 
suppose that the vets would have time for 
that.

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K-Staters Call 
For Fair Election 

If ordinary precautions are sufficient, to- 
day's election should be a clean and fair 
one, and one which Kansas State students 
can look back on without an inward feel- 
ing that all was not quite as it should have 
been. However, with the amount of feel- 
ing which exists between the opposing fac- 
tions as great as it iR and the desire for 
victory a« strong as it is, spontaneous com- 
bustion may cause rabid student politicians 
to forget their spirit of fair play and 
sportsmanship. Such a thing will keep 
State's election from being a clean one. 

In arranging the details of the election, 
the Student Council has provided every 
means it knows to make the election a 
fair and representative one. No election- 
eering will be allowed in Recreation Cen- 
ter as usual, thtiB providing voters to mark 
their ballots as they see fit, and without 
the help of well-meaning friends. 

The names of the candidates are being 
rotated on the ballots, giving each candi- 
date whose name appears thereon an equal 
chance with every other candidate. An 
election board consisting of one Greek stu- 
dent and one independent student from 
each division has been provided. No Indi- 
viduals except the election board, those 
students voting, the Student Council and 
the faculty representatives will be per- 
mitted in Recreation Center today. Con- 
gestion around the polls will be avoided. 

The Council, which is theoretically the 
police force on the campus, has announced 
that any unfair practices, such as stuffing 
the ballot boxes, will be especially guarded 
against and that other practices which may 
cause the election to take on an unpleasant 
hue will not be tolerated, 

Each Individual student can help out the 
cause for a clean election by refraining 
fiom such practices himself and by keeping 
others from committing any act which will 
place a blot on the proceedings.

The preceding editorial makes the point 
that not until the ideas, attitudes, customs 
and habits of mankind were so altered as 
to permit action and progress on a scien- 
tific, factual basis could medicine go for- 
ward. Only today is the last vestige of 
feudalism being amputated from the med- 
ical body. Look at the facts; evaluate the 
evidence. These ideas apply in full to the 
medicine of the modern man. When will 
they apply to social Institutions? When 
will the modern system be run along scien- 
tific procedures instead of by mystical "uni- 
versal truths?" ' 

We are still hindered today by rational 
theories of law and economics. The Con- 
stitution is an infallible, sacred doctrine. 
Private initiative is inviolable and the uni- 
verse will collapse if the government dares 
to ' socialize" any part of big business, such 
as the foundering railroads. Hell is now 
regimentation, bureaucracy, dictatorship. 
We blanch in horror at the monsters of 
our own abstract creation. 

But what is being done in medicine can 
possibly be done in law and economics. 
Our ways of thinking are changing every 
day. l^ess and less are we fearing future 
consequences of present action. "If Roose- 
velt does this or that It will lead to regi- 
mentation!" is a familiar charge. It does 
not matter that millions are starving or 
that the charges are frequently, If not al- 
ways, made by personB ignorant of the 
facts involved, the evidence. We still hold 
fanatically to our "rational" theories, our 
"universal truths." But enlightenment is 
spreading.

Modern Medicine 
Leads The Way 

The Introduction at Kansas State and 
other colleges of sane-minded treatment of 
venereal disease is an achievement of far 
more tremendous import than most indi- 
viduals lealize. "The wages of sin is death." 
This medieval dogma, persisting for cen- 
tui ies as a powerful myth and only now re- 
linquish! ns tenacious grasp of contempor- 
ary thought, is the last barrier of mysti- 
cism in the path of progressive medical 
science. 

Surgeons and doctors today take cogniz- 
ance of facts and develop technique accord- 
ingly. No longer does "rational" theory dis- 
tort methods of operation. In the middle 
ases unfortunates afflicted with fevers 
were bled with leeches in strict accordance 
with accepted dogma (which, incidentally, 
correlated with the dominating theology of 
the time), while the University of Paris 
"proved" that the newly discovered quinine 
was a device of Satan and not possibly a 
remedy. The veneiable doctors of that in- 
stitution were afraid that quinine would 
Ultimately cause destruction of the social 
order. 

The greatest crime today is the denial of 
medical treatment to persons in agony, 
because of the possible moral implications 
involved. Kin today is asking "how did It 
happen?" when one should be going for 
I the doctor. But let us have done with such 
vagaries as "sin" and "morality." Modern 
psychiatry shows that human beings are 
enormously complex. The Infinite number 
Of nervous pathways In the brain reduce 
good and evil to nonsensical abstractions 
It Is recognition of this fundamental in the 
twentieth century that has rent asunder 
the last medieval fetters of medicine. 



This Is just the beginning of the argument. Indus- 
try claims the government has no right to enter into 
competition with private enterprise. 

The government has a right to do anything! And 
hi this country we should be glad that the execu- 
tive and legislative, if not the Judicial, branches are 
working for the benefit of the majority. I think par- 
ticularly of the principle of the TV A. conceived with 
the sole Idea, not of socialism or communism or any 
other "ism," but merely to bring cheaper electricity 
to an many people as possible.

The Kansas Highway Commis- 
sion laboratory at Kansas State is 
carrying on with test tubes and 
microscopes work which formerly 
took years of experience and actu- 
al construction. According to J. R. 
Benson, bitumen engineer, it is the 
laboratory's Job to find out why 
Pwo identical roads constructed 
with the same material and under 
similar conditions will behave dif- 
ferently, one road remaining In 
good condition and the other wear- 
ing. 

A new road oil test has been de- 
vised In the bitumen laboratory 



which, if successful, will reject one- 
third of the road oils now manu- 
factured and used. Another new 
test used by the laboratory Is the 
circular track test, in this test 
oils are tested under approximately 
actual road conditions with the 
aid of a circular track over V'htcn 
two automobile wheels run. 

Trying To Perfect Oils 

The laboratory also strives tu 
perfect new oils for road surfacing. 
A new type of oil road for lighter 
traffic is being developed and a 
new method of resurfacing old oil 
roads has been found. A road oil 
that remains sufficiently fluid ov- 



er a period of years is the problem 
confronting the laboratory at pre- 
sent. 

Gradually the faults of the oil 
road are being eliminated and it 
Is believed that Kansas may. 
through the efforts of the research 
engineer, have a highway system 
equal to anv in the United States.

More than 2,500 students, 
faculty members, and towns- 
people attended the corner- 
stone laying ceremonies for 
Willard Hall Wednesday 
morning. A warm spring 
sunshine was in part re- 
sponsible for the crowd 
which turned out to view 
the ceremonies and hear the 
words of Governor Walter 
A. flux man. and Dr. J. T. 
Willard, whose name was 
given to the new physics and 
chemistry building. 

The College band played musical 
lumbers while the crowd wo- 
gathering. The Invocation was 
given by Dr. J. David Arnold, pas- 
tor of the First Methodist Church, 
and mayor of Manhattan. Pres. 
F, D. Farrell made a few remarks 
introduced C. M Harger. 

of the Kansas Stats 
Of Regents, who acted as 
master of ceremonies . Short taltv 
were given by Dr. H. H. King, 
head of the department of chem- 
istry, and Prof. J O. Hamilton, who 
until recently was head of the de- 
partment of physics. 

Dr. Willard talked on "Early 
Conditions for Physical Science at 
Kansas State College." In hLs talk. 
Doctor Willard brought out that no 
matter how much physical science 
apparatus has changed, native abil- 
ity, pluck, and industry of the in- 
dividual has not changed. Doctor 
Willard also praised the work of 
Prof. W. K. Kedzle and George H. 
Fallyer, 10th century leaders In the 
development oE physical science. 
Huxman Praises School 
Governor Huxman praised the 
work of the college in the field of 
scientific research. At the end of 
his speech the Governor presented 
Doctor Willard with a small golden 
trowel in commemoration of the 
ceremonies. The trowel web the gin 
of the Student Governing Associa- 
tion. 

While Doctor Willard threw mor- 
tar beneath the large stone, W. B. 
Duncan, superintendent of con- 
structicn, and Jay Payne, head of 
the committees for the laying of 
the stone, guided the atone Into 
place on the pilaster Immediately 
above the water table at first floor 
level. The stone Is located at the 
southwest corner of the building. 

A large copper box was seated in 
the stone. This box contains the 
manuscripts of the speakers.

| College Drops Mid 

Year Graduations 

Discontinuation of mid -year gra- 
duation for Kansas State college 
students was announced recently by 
President F. D. Farrell. The reason 
for the action, taken at a recent 
meeting of the council of deans 
was that not a sufficient numbei 
of eligible students had taken ad- 
vantage of receiving diplomas at 
the close of the first semester tr- 
ine two years it has been possible. 

This year, out of 107 seniors who 
had completed required academk 
work bv the end of the first se- 
mester, 43 filed applications for de- 
grees at that time and only 30 act- 
ually received them. A year ago the 
total receiving diplomas before the 
annual commencement exercise" 
was 51. 

In the future, President Farrell 
<tatd. that In the case of a few stu- 
dents who completed work in th< 
first half of the school year and 
who expected to take up work 
which required certificates of gra- 
duation, letters stating completion 
of academic work would be 
by the college.

The government reorganization bill may 
have been killed by a revolting House of 
Representatives, but the matter is far from 
dead. There are a few members of the 
House who forgot that they rode the Roose- 
velt landslide into this session of Congress 
and should be endeavoring to help, not hin- 
der. They must remember that F. D. R. has 
two years more to serve and they must go 
through the trials of another election. 
Whether Mr. Roosevelt will take the com- 
ing election into his own hands and pun- 
ish the revolting representatives Is a ques- 
tion that only the future will answer. It 
Is only right that he should. After all, he 
personally was responsible for their elec- 
tion and It is only right he get rid of them. 
The reorganization bill itself is one bit of 
legislation that is necessary In order for 
the government to function efficiently. Our 
government is a labyrinth of useless bu- 
reaus and commissions with many neces- 
sary bureaus and commissions under the 
wrong department. The main objection Is 
that the bill would give the President too 
much power, which in itself is a laugh. He 
would have sweeping powers, no doubt, but 
such is necessary. Five years ago nothing 
was thought of such actions. Is our politi- 
cal philosophy going forward or backward? 
Finally. Mr. Roosevelt believes it is neces- 
sary to put his own house in order before 
he can get the nation straightened out. 
The people are still behind the President, 
and Mr. Roosevelt will continue to advance 
government projects for the benefit of the 
nation with little regard for Republicans or 
the revolting Democrats.

represents and even goes as far as to make 
the Innocent onlooker desire to fall in step 
with the march ine columns. 

To the realist it carries an entirely dif- 
ferent interpretation, that of preparedness. 
They believe that a soldier's connection 
with the ROTC and other military organ i- 
/.ai ions do not of themselves create a mili- 
tarist since there is nothing in his training 
to create such a desire (or war. More than 
the civilians themselves, yes even the paci- 
fist, do these men know about the horrors 
of war and It is they who are often the first 
to shun war and to desire peace. 

However, they realize that no matter 
what our peace leaders, government offi- 
cials, and tbe citizens themselves do in at- 
tempting to avert such a catastrophe, war

There simply are no jobs open. Chances 
of lucrative employment for the graduate 
are as slim or slimmer than they have ever 
been, according to both employer and edu- 
cator. 

Perhaps college students expect too much 
of their diploma; perhaps not, but the fact 
remains that many graduates have Incurred 
debt in order to finish tbelr schooling, and 
have an absolute need for an adequate In- 
come' very shortly after commencement. 

Of course there is no good in attempting 
to wish away conditions as they exist. But 
graduates in general expect a material re- 
turn on the Investment that is their educa- 
tion as well as the spiritual satisfaction of 
a well -trained Intellect. Are they wrong In 
so expecting? 

What shall the prospective graduates do? 
It Is not easy to be optimistic in tbe face of 
professorial and professional pessimism In 
regard to employment, yet an optimistic 
mind is the best safeguard for maintaining 
an appreciation of the benefits of education 
and finally obtaining employment in ade- 
quate proportion to the effort expended in

Unless fresh funds become available, mass 
tests might not be conducted at Kansas 
State after this semester. Besides this, 
there are many other reasons why Staters 
should take the test now. 

Many industries aad professions do not 
employ men until they have taken the Was- 
sermann test. Note well, seniors and sum- 
mer-Job hunters! 

Truly it would be a feather In the State 
chapeau if the campus could pridefully 
point to a 100 per cent voluntarily tested 
student body. A record precedent would be 
established and much favorable opinion 
would rebound to State's credit. For such 
an accomplishment is world-wide news! 

The United States, with its extremely

The reward for 29 years of re- 
search to find the best milling and 
baking methods for hard winter 
wheat by Dr. C. O. Swanson, head 
of the department of milling In- 
dustry at Kansas State college. Is 

tor distinguished service In the 
field of cereal chemistry. Doctor 
Swanson wii receive the medal, 
highest honor of his profession, at 
the annual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Association of Cereal Chemists 
In Cincinnati, May 25, 

The 69 year old scientist has 
made many important discoveries 
in cereal chemistry concerning the 
bases of wheat, flour, and bread 
which have exerted significant ef- 
fects on present day milling and 
baking methods. Doctor Swanson is 
the co -inventor of a recording 
dough mixer which graphically re- 
cords the changes taking place in 
dough during mixing, and as a re- 
sult of this much evidence has 
been accumulated to Indicate that 
flour quality is a varietal 
Lstic. 

Heads Only TJ. 8. 

Doctor Swanson. head of the 
only department of milling indus- 
try in the world except a similar 
department maintained by the So- 
viet government in Moscow, has de- 
voted his professional life to dis- 
covery of new and better ways of 
converting the wheat harvests of 
the Southwest Great Plains into 
bread- He has taught milling theor- 
ies and practice to 180 students who 
have gone through his course Of 
study at Kansas State, in 
to writing several books on the 
cles for trade journals. 

"No man in the field of 
chemistry has made greater con- 
tributions than Doctor Swanson in 
research, teaching, writing, and in 
the inspiration of his students and 
co-workers," said L. E Call, dean 
of the Division of Agriculture, on 
hearing of the award. 

Doctor Swanson was born In 
Sweden in 1869. His parents came to 
America in 1870 and settled on a 
farm in Illinois. School opportuni- 



ties were so meager that he 
able only to start high school at the 
age of 21 He received an A. B de- 
gree from Carle ton College in 1896. 
a master's degree In agriculture 
from the University of Minnesota in 
1906, where he studied under Prof. 
Harry Snyder, pioneer in cereal 
chemistry, and a Ph. D. from Cor- 
nell University in 1922. Swanson 
began teaching as a high school ln- 
ructor in 1899. He was appointed 
instructor at Purdue University In 
1005, and became assistant chemist 
at the Kansas agricultural experi- 
ment station in 1906. He became 
head of the department of milling

On New Building 

With the cornerstone ceremonies 
out of the way, workmen have re- 
sumed work on the first floor of 
the new building. The south end 
of the first floor slabs and support- 
ing columns have been run. Con- 
crete cannot be run on the north 
end of the first floor until the elec- 
trician finishes laying his electrical 
conduit. 

Stone masons have begun laying 
the broken ashlar stone above the 
newly laid water table at the south 
end of the building. According t' 
W. B. "BUI" Duncan, the stone 
work is being greatly delayed by the 
failure of arrival of shipments of 
the Bedford Stone window Jams 
for the first floor. As soon as this 
stone arrives. Duncan said, almost 
twice as many stone masons will be 
hired. The walls of the building at 
the south end could be laid up to 
second floor level within two weeks 
time If the window jams were 
available, Duncan said yesterday. 

Next week workmen will begin re- 
moving the forms from under the 
south end of the first floor, and 
work should be resumed In pouring 
the remainder of the first floor.

Open Letter To 

A Speeding Driver 

Fifteen years of war, 244,357 casualties; 
15 years of peace, 441,012 traffic deaths! 
The mad killing pace which Americans are 
setting with automobiles goea on day af- 
ter day. month after month, taking a 
deadlier toll than war, supposedly one of 
mankind's greatest enemies. 

In the interests of the great safety cam- 
paign which is getting underway among 
the drivers of America, we reprint an open 
letter to a fast driver, written by George 
Malcolm-Smith for "Death Begins At 40":

lives is bo have their little boy grow up to 
be a useful man. 

Now stop and think. If you should kill a 
child, how would you feel facing its par- 
ents? What- excuse could- you give- them for 
having robbed them of their dearest pos- 
session? More Important: What excuse 
could you possibly offer Him whose King- 
dom Is made up of little children? 

Children, my hasty friendi wore here 
long before you or your automobile were 
thought of. All the automobiles on earth 
are not worth the life of: one little. boy. We 
don't know what, that lit He boy may some 
day be. But w.e know what, yon t are, and. It's 
unimportant. We could get along without 
you, but we can't spare a single Utile boy 
on this street."

Syphilis — Health'* Enemy

geon Thomas Parran'B "Shadow On The 
Land," an educational issue of a splendid 
new book which adds an effective weapon 
to the armament of those battling against 
the enemy of heaJthr— syphilis. 

Doctor Parran's book is a scientific bub 
readable publication containing such per- 
tinent information as what is syphilis, the 
problem of today. syphilis and the job, 
prostitution and the ethical outlook, audi 
a platform of action. It 1b an intelligent 
handling of a social factor which Is espe- 
cially occupying Kansas State College since 
the inauguration of the Wasaermann tests 
here. 

Since 1936 Doctor Parran has served as 
Surgeon General of the U. S. Public Health 
Service. He is a fellow of the American 
Medical Association, past president of the 
American Public Health Association, and 
chairman of the General Advisory Com- 
mittee and a member of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the American Social Hygiene 
Association. Mis long record as a public 
servant in the health service has brought 
him in close contact with the problem of 
syphilis. 

Students who wish to get a reliable pic- 
ture of the syphilis problem and what cap 
be done about it should avail themselves of 
the opportunity which "Shadow On The 
Land" offers.

Under -dog China has had the -world on Its feet 
cheerlna the oast week as Japanese nower-nlays 
against the long Chinese front have been stopped cold 
repeatedly. American military observers state that in 
the last few days the all-Important "Initiative" has 
been taken over by the Chinese. Consequently, the 
Japanese command Is desperate. The surrender of 
the Chinese is already several month overdue, and 
if victory is not achieve.

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Can We Break The Shell 
Of Campus Provincialism? 

How many of us know which way the 
earth spins these days? So many college 
students sojourn for almost half a decade 
in seats like slats and marble halls dedi- 
cated to that ithins euphemistically called 
education. Their .horizons extend only to 
the wall around the "hill." .Occasionally 
strange noises and rumors drift .Into Col- 
leglana: Franco cuts the Loyalists from 
the Beacoast; the President pledges a new 
fight against the enemies of the New .Deal; 
Britain and Prance renew a military alli- 
ance; Brookings Institution statistics in- 
dicate 12 million unemployed in the United 
States. 

Of what import are these facts to those 
who come to College chiefly to learn how 
to live, with the ^leaser object of learning 
how to make a livelihood? 

Surely the diploma^laden graduate 
wishes to fight against reasonable odds in 
his struggle to carve a cave for himself in 
the social mountain? But of what avail is 
a diploma and textbook memories in a 
world torn by war. threat of war, increas- 
ing poverty, lack of security, fear ot want? 
For example, what does the Brookings In- 
Ktltutlon report mean to the average engi- 
neer, veterinarian, agronomist, dietetics 
■ specialist? i 

Twelve million unemployed means de- 
creased consumption for one thing. l#ess 
meat, clothing, tools, machines are con- 
sumed. And additional factors make the 
outlook even less bright. The population 
will be stable within a generation, as the 
birthrate Increase is declining. World trade 
is vanishing before the nationalistic doc- 
trine of self-sufficiency. 

Supply 1b not yet adjusted to demand. 
The economic man must go through a per- 
iod of frightful struggle until supply does 
become adjusted to demand. The implica- 
tions of this to those who are aware of, 
world, national and local conditions should; 
be fairly obvious, ' 

What are we, the college students of this 
fearful today, going to do about it? Are we 
to cry In despair that we are the LoBt Gen- 
eration conceived in the futility of social 
intercourse and progress? 

We need a guide, a MoBes to lead us 
forth from the barren wilderness to a land 
of milk and honey. Who will lead us? Not 
the rabble-rousers, the war mongers, the 
fascist demagogues, the .goody-goodies and 
the economic and political nice-nellles. If 
leaders ate not to be had from the outside, 
then Ui«y must arise from within. 

■ It is an established fact that sociological 
courses are far more popular in American 
colleges than ever before. Educational ljead- 
\srs have met the demand of the socially 
minded influx of new college students Into 
the classes of recent years by installing 
courses In economics, law. political science 
and sociology in many ourrioulumB previ- 
ously regarded as totally detached from 
contemporary economic and potttlcal prob- 
lems. This is a hopeful sign. 

The university should practice as well as 
talk theory. College students should form 



give up. Student government, gripe 
and college journalism are functions and 
activities that point the way to a better

With the appointment of Clarence ,G. 
Nevlns, Dodge " City resident and jgraduate 
of .Kansas State, the College ,ls represented 
for the first time on the Board of Regents 
since that group was established. Only fa- 
vorable comment has been forthcoming 
since Governor Walter JHuxman selected 
Nevins to take the position vacated by J. 
L. Bradley of Wellington. 

The very fact that the Dodge City WPA 
director now holds a .position qn the Board 
leaves a good taste with State faculty mem- 
ber a, alumni, and students. Through Re- 
publican and Democratic regimes .alike, -the 
official action required of :tfae Governor in 
making the appointments and the confir- 
mations of the Senate have failed to touch 
the College. Of late. Kansas Staters had -be- 
gun to feel that their interests were being 
neglected in the matter and it was rather 
openly made known that the state -college 
in Manhattan was deBirous of .representa- 
tion. 

Representation was forthcoming. Gov- 
ernor Huxman, whose actions have shown 
on various . occasions that he is sympathetic 
toward the College, took immediate .action 
when the opportunity presented itself , with 
the result that Kansas State , can no longer 
feel slighted. 

Nevins* term will expire June 30, 1941. 
Three more vacancies will he created July 
1 of this year when the terms of C. M. 
Harger, Abilene; Fred Harris, Ottawa; and 
Drew McLaughlin, Paola, expire. Those 
persons interested In Kansas State College 
have no such selfish hopes as to believe 
that another State graduate will be ap- 
pointed to replace one of these men in case 
they are not reappointed, but such a thing 
as one school having more than .one jrenre- 
sentative on the Board is not unheard of.

Dean Holton Announces That 
Lashbrook And Medlin Will 
Be In Charge 

For the first time in re- 
cent years a summer school 
Collegian will be published 
on this campus, according to 
12. L. Holton, dean of the 
summer school. The editori- 
al department will be super- 
vised by Ralph Lashbrook of 
the department of journal- 
ism and the business man- 
agement will be under the 
supervision of C. J. Medlin, 
graduate manager of publi- 
cations. 

Summer school students, includ- 
ing several who attend the regular 
fall and winter sessions, will have 
an active part in publishing the 
summer school student newspaper. 
Members of reporting and other 
writing courses will do the writing 
and members of the copy reading 
class will do the editing and head- 
line writing. The paper will pro- 
vide a practical outlet for the ef- 
forts of students who are enrolled 
for the summer session. In the past, 
when there was no student paper, 
members of writing and editing 
courses have had no practical out- 
let for their efforts. Members of 
the summer school staff believe the 
addition of a Collegian to the sum- 
mer activities will be a valuable 
addition to facilities offered to 
those who come here this summer.

Lotus Seed Slumbers 
More Than 300 Years 



Rip Van Winkle and his 30 years 
of slumber have nothing on a lotus 
seed given to Prof W. E. Davis of 
the botany department. Old man 
Winkle slept only 30 years, but the 
lotus seed slept somewhere betwaen 
300 and 500 years. 

Rip awakened by his own Initia- 
tive, but the seed had to be filed 
and soaked by a Kansas State pro- 
fessor. W. E. Davis, before it was 
able to sprout into new life. Rip 
slept through the American Revolu- 
tionary War; the lotus seed slept 
through the discovery and settle- 
ment of America. 

Three hundred years ago the Pil- 
grims were Just beginning to be- 
come firmly established In Ply- 
mouth. Five hundred years ago the 
Turks had not gained control of 
Constantinople and Columbus had 
never dreamed of the New World. 
Yet somewhere between those years 
a lotus seed, destined to sprout at 
Kansas State College, ripened and 
fell from Its parent In Southern 
Manchuria. 

Veil Into Swamp 

Luckily the seed fell, like hun- 
dred of others, into a peat bog and 
was preserved. Centuries of erosion 
and deposition drained the swamp 
where the lotus seed rested and It, 
along with its brothers, was burled 
beneath the accumulated layers of 
soil. A plain arose from the swamp 
entirely burying the seed. 

Centuries past before man, dig- 



ging a cut for a road, accldently un- 
covered the ancient bog and its 
contents of lotus seeds. Natives of 
Manchurian ulain were ques- 
but none could remember 
the plain had been a swamp. 
Trees over a hundred years old grew 
on the plain. A stream at least 300 
hundred years old drained one side 
of the Plain These things led to the 
estimation of the seed's age. 

Professor Davis was given some of 
the seeds by a Japanese research 
workers back in 1925 when both 
were doing work at Thompson In- 
stitute in Yonkers, N. Y. Professor 
Davis brought the seeds to Kansas 
State with him and they remained 
in a small box undisturbed and al- 
most forgotten until this year when 
Professor Davis decided to attempt 
the germination or one of the seeds. 
Now Grows In Jar 
The hard outer coat of the seed 
was filed to permit water to enter 
Lhe seed. Into a Jar filled with wat- 
er went the filed seed. In a few 
days a Uny green spear appeared 
from the seed. In a few more days 
the young plant had definitely em- 
erged from its shell. The lotus seed 
had germinated after centuries of 
slumber. 

The new plant Is now growing in 
the water-filled Jar, but in the next 
few weeks the plant will be trans- 
planted to the pool east of the 
green houses where it will grow far 
from the Manchurian plains.

Recommended — A Course 
Of Action For The Council 

A training school for rotten politicians! 
A proving ground' for dirty politics! Such 
accusations a» these leveled at any school 
In the Middle West might well be the sig- 
nal for emphatic denials and violent refu- 
tation b by those concerned with protecting 
its good name. Probably no college' author- 
ities would admit dreaming such a thing 
within their campus's boundaries. 

Yet such a situation seems to be rapidly 
taking shape amid the smoke of political 
fires which burn brighter with each spring 
election on the campuB. This situation evi- 
dently passed the embryo stage when in- 
dependent leaders decided last year that 
the luscious political plums which bad 1 
hung so long just out of their reach could 
be plucked with a little exertion. 

A vigorous independent campaign last 
year and an announcement that that fac- 
tion would enter the political field of activ- 
ity again this spring was the gong that sent 
the two rival groups out of their respective 
corners, fur ruffled, fangs and claws ex- 
posed for battle. Student Council and r-toard 
of Publications election time has come to 
he open season for scheming, for sneering 
remarks, for "rotten" tactics — in fact, for 
all that "dirty" politics encompasses. ThhT 
year's election typified all that a rotten 
election stands for In any section, be If 
student or civic. 

Out of such a seed has cortte the full- 
blown need for a new election syst'eni for 
,K-State. A voting system which allows 
some students to brag after election "I 
voted five times!" Is definitely undemo- 
cratic in method. A voting system which 
encourages cheating, bribery, physical 
combat, stuffing of the ballot box and oth- 
er numerous atrocities Is highly undesir- 
able and should be replaced by a more 
peaceful, more efficient one. State uses 
such a system. 

In the words of one cam pus! te, "better 
such a system be junked, better we adopt a 
new one!" Yes, friction has produced 1 the 
need for a new one. It Is our belief that 
.one of the first acts of the new Student 
Council should be the probing of the' re- 
cent campus election and Investigation of 
a new system^of voUng^for Kansas State.

Seniors extended optional 
clasB attendance privileges 
this year, have cut 17 per 
cent oftener than previously, 
according to the official re- 
port of the Council of Deans 
released yesterday. The 
Council has not yet decided 
whether the results warrant 
the continuance of the plan. 

Seniors who had less than a 2- 
polnt grade average, the only group 
affected by the "experiment in 
scholastic liberty," absented them- 
selves from class an average of .638 
times for every hour enrolled, ac- 
cording to the report. Last year's 
seniors with the same standing cut 
544 times per hour. 

Extended to an unselected group 
of students for the first time at 
Kansas State, the system this year 
Is proving popular with the seniors, 
according to observers, but is not 
causing any drastic increase of ab- 
sences. Approved last fall for only 
I the it I'M semester, the custom was 
extended to include the wnole year 
after first semester statistics were 
complied by the Council of Deans.

■ The committee's proposals are 
aimed at betterment or student 
government by fairer representa- 
tion. Improved election methods, 
more clearly defined election rules 
and methods of legislating, and 
more student voice in the campus 
government. 

The first change requires at least 
one meeting a semester of the Stu- 
dent Governing Association, which 
Includes all undergraduates except 
special students. 

Reason For Choice 

"The SGA is supposed to have 
meetings according to our system of 
government, and pass legislation as 
a group. Leaving all the legislat- 
ing to the Student Council Is leav- 
ing out an Important part of our 
student government. Through this 
method students may legislate di- 
rectly, boost pep, and promote tra- 
ditions." 

This is the way Howard Lleben- 
good, chairman of the constitution 
committee, explained the proposal 
for the minimum of one meeting a 
semester of the S. G. A as an ac- 
tive body. 

The second proposal would require 
the new Council to sit ex-offlclo, or 
without voting power, In meetings of 
the old acting Council for two weeks 
after the election. This Is a move 
for more efficiency In the work of 
a new Council by using the ex- 
perience of the retiring officers. 



■ The next four changes proposed 
concern election of the Student 
Council and additional representa- 
tives on the Council. 

Representation by divisions In 
proportion to their enrolment Is the 
feature of the new proposals. The 
committee's first recommendation 
is to divide the Job of secretary be- 
tween a recording and a correspond- 
ing secretary and to add a publicity 
chairman to the Council officers.

Final plans for the 1938 
summer school session at 
Kansas State College were 
announced here today by Dr. 
R L. Holton, dean of the 
two months school. An en- 
rolment of more than 800 
undergraduate and graduate 
students is expected for the 
term which will run from 

June 1 to July 30. 

Examinations lor students defi- 
cient in entrance subjects will be 
held on Tuesday, May 31, which is 
the day following 
exercises for the 
fifth annual school term, 
school enrolment will take place on 
Wednesday, June 1, and classwork 
will start the next day. Oraduate 
exercises will be staged in the 
Memorial stadium on Friday, July 
29, but school will not officially 
close until Saturday. 

As in the past, the special 4 week 
summer term win be for graduates 
and undergraduates of senior 
standing who are unable to attend 
the regular session. It will open 
Tuesday, July 5, and close with the 
longer period. 

For the first time, the K-State 
summer school wilt have an activity 
fee and accompanying activity pro 
gram, which will include musical 
and lecture series and a summer 
school newspaper.

Is Our Educational 
Program A Complete One? 

It has long been the cry of both the fac- 
ulty and students of Kansas State that there 
has not been a sufficient opportunity for 
them to enjoy the finer things in life in 
gard to the musical arts. This group has for 
their aim the bringing to the campus of fa 
mous artists who lead the field in musical 
entertainment. lastly realising a need 
among the Btudents for a well-rounded pro- 
gram of college education and for mixing 
in with their everyday routine of classroom 
study and weekend frivolity a program of 
musical appreciation. they obtained 
through the efforts of the Student Conn 
ell one such feature, the Mexican Tipica 
Orchestra. 

However, until this month, this was the 
last attempt to secure such entertainment 
for the student body.

Cut Privilege 
Needs Longer Trial Period 



The graduate class of 1938 is the first 
class in the history of the College to use 
the cut system freely. For a decade juniors 
and seniors with a grade average of two 
points or above have been allowed to at- 
tend classes just as they pleased. But this 
year Is the first that all seniors have exer- 
cised that privilege. 

Statistics gathered by the Council of 
Deans on grades and attendance and re- 
leased today do not Indicate much more 
than that the cut system should be retained 
for another year at least. The average 
grade dropped insignificantly from that of 
last year's while cuts for the entire senior 
class averaged 17 per cent greater than in 
1937. The drop In grades may be a normal 
deviation or an anomaly. This year's senior 
class might be exception, in which case the 
grade average should have been higher; 
the class might be average, indicating that 
liberty to cut is not a corrupt freedom; the 
class might be less than average, which 
woukl indicate that the cut system has ac- 
tually been beneficial. Statistics are not 
complete enough to point definitely to any 
of the above possibilities. 

But on the whole, the cut system seems 
to be a good thing for the senior class. All 
seniors should have optional attendance 
privileges. The cutting system for seniors 
should be given a renewed trial if the Coun- 
cil of DeanB intended the Bystem, used for 
the first time this school year, only as a 
trial.

We Sometimes Wonder — 
Is It Worth It? 

Perhaps the most tragic figure in college 
life today is the student who is making sac- 
rifices in order to put himself through 
school and at the same time is achieving 
comparatively little in his courses. 

As we look about us we see on every side 
some student who is working at a job to 
support himself, working long hours, some- 
times denying himself necessities; yet, 
strangely enough, he is not succeeding in 
college sb he should. We cannot beg the is- 
sue by saying that the self-supporting stu- 
dent haB a heavy load to carry; of course, 
he has. On the other hand, however, he has 
to "drive" to start to school, to get a job 
and to keep It. He feels that he needs a col- 
lege education and is willing to work to get 
it. Why, then, does he bo often lose inter- 
est in hlB academic work? Why does he 
(and this is not uncommon) neglect hit* 
school work? 

Time, time. He does not have time to 
work and go to school. This student has 
displayed energy enough to enrol, find him- 
self a job, and perhaps has overcome other 
handicaps. He is willing to spend hours 
shoveling coal, mowing lawns, or working 
as a clerk. He may also give hours of his 
time to the school on the football practice 
field or on the baseball court. Yet he appar- 
ently cannot find the necessary time to 
give to his school work — the very thing he 
is trying to obtain. No, time Is not the rea- 
son. 

He may also say that while his outside 
job Is "interesting," studies are often dull, 
uninteresting. Many courses seem to lead 
to nowhere in particular; he feels that he 
is waating his time. Why is it that on one 
hand he goes to great trouble, expense, and 
hardships, to go to college, and then falls 
to make the most of his opportunities? 

How many of us are going our way 
through school in a more or less aimless 
fashion? How many of us wonder for what 
we are preparing ourselves? How many of 
us have a definite goal in view? 

Psychologists are agreed that an intent 
and purpose for learning are necessary, that 
the individual must set up a goal, or task, 
for himself if he Is to realize maximum 
benefit from his ability. Here perhaps lies 
the secret of the student who works hard 
to go to school, but does not accomplish 
much academically. He feels that he is 
wasting his time — and he is wasting it If 
he has no definite purpose in mind, if he 
has not set himself a specific task to carry 
out.— Washburn Review.

Conserva- 
tive estimates show that star dust 
to the amount of 100,000 tons Is 
filtering onto the earth yearly, and 
since the earth's age is reckoned as 
hundreds of millions of years, the 
total accumulation of dust from 
this source is impossible of over- 
estimation.

LAW CHANGES 



(Continued from Page 1) 
The publicity chairman's duties 
would be to get Information of the 
Council's activities to the student 
body through the Collegian. 

A change In nominating methods 
defined in the committee's fourth 
proposal limits campaigning to a 
candidate's own division In Student 
Council elections. A candidate would 
be required to submit to the Council 
a petition signed by 36 students In 
his division. 

Elections would be carried on in 
divisions and each voter to have a 
legal ballot would have to vote for 
the full quota of representatives 
from his division. 

Nine members for the Council In- 
stead of seven have been recom- 
mended to provide more representa- 
tive government. T he number from 
each division would be In proportion 
to the total undergraduate enrol 
ment. 

To Speed Legislation 

The remaining recommendations 
.are designed to speed and make 
more effective legislation ,of the 
Council in connection with approv- 
al by the Faculty Committee on 
Student Affairs. The proposed acts 
require an answer within tluee days 
accompanied bv reasons If the 
answer Is a disapproval from th? 
Faculty Committee on legislation 
submitted by the Council. 

"All the changes and addition? 
suggested by the committee are ten- 
tative and open to Improvements or 
suggestions by any student through 
letters to me," Chairman Howard 
Lelbengood explained. 

The problem of making the dance 
manager's Job directly under the 
Council and responsible for sub- 
mitting weekly reports to the EGA 
through the Collegian was discussed 
by the committee. No decision for

The cooperative meal plan at the 
college cafeteria will be continued 
through the summer session at 
Kansas State, according to Miss 
Imcgene Price, graduate assistant 
in Institutional management who 
will be In charge of the plan. Meals 
will be served beginning Wednes- 
day, June I, through Saturday, 
July 30, except on Saturday nights. 
Sundays, and on Monday, July 4. 

The plan, which has been in op- 
eration at K-State since the spring 
semester of 1934, allows students to 
obtain a tkket good for 144 meals 
for $23.50 plus tax with an average 
of three hours of work each week 
In the cafeteria. Seventeen meals 
per week are Included on the meal 
ticket. Working hours for students 
are adjusted to fit their various 
cla r s schedules. 

"At least 35 students must adopt 
the plan before May 31 If It Is to 
be operated," Miss Price said. "And 
not more than 75 will be accepted.

One More Reason For 
A New Election Method 



■ 



If action bespeaks beliefs, the new Stu- 
dent Council very evidently does not be- 
lieve there was anything fundamentally 
wrong In the numerous atrocities com- 
mitted during the recent SGA election. The 
action taken by the Council in dealing with 
these misdemeanors, in particular double 
voting, was so negligible as to be almost nil 
in its effect. 

The in i miles of the stud on t Council meet- 
ing during which this mutter was dealt 
with reveal that letters of reprimand were 
sent to those students Involved in viola- 
tion* of electron conduct. Tftette violations 
consisted of iton Me (fit triple) voting, 
throwing tomatoes In Anderson Hall during 
the election, mid shooting staples with a 
rubber hand. 

Each of these cases was thoroughly In- 
vestigated, partly by the old Student Coun- 
cil just before going out of office, but more 
deeply by the new Council, and convincing 
evidence was found In each case. The to- 
mato throwing and staple shooting cases 
might well lie dismissed with a letter of 
reprimand and warning, but the case of 
double voting is another matter. The stu- 
dent who received the letter of reprimand 
for this offense can count himself fortun- 
ate that he received nothing more severe, 
and the numerous students who double 
voted and were not. apprehended (but are 
known) can afford to feel doubly lucky. 

It Is felt by many students that a mere 
Idler of reprimand was not nearly strin- 
gent enough — and that some such penalty 
as pro hat Ion, or suspension from college 
should he employed to put an end to such 
practices. 

! The minutes of the Council contain an 
explanation in the rase of the double voting 
to the effect that more serious action than 
a letter was not taken because of "the fact 
thai students have not been informed of 
any mechanism for penalizing such of- 
fenses, but that any future violation would 
come under any new ruling, subject to 
marred record." 

Seemingly lb. ere Is a fallacy in the rea- 
son Ing used by the Council on this point. It 
Is common belief that students of college 
nge should realise that voting more than 
once is an Infraction of the law In any civi- 
lian! country. Must students he specially 
warned that It Is wrong after years of em- 
ployment of the same voting system on the 
campus t 

Perhaps the easiest way out of the diffi- 
culty which presents itself In the form of 
discipline after each election and shady 
ilcnls during the election Itself, is to amend 
the election system on the campus. 

The Student Council might redeem itself 
for Its rather weak action on the double 
voting case by a complete in vest lent ion. 
recommendation, and adoption of a new 
voting system which would eliminate such 
(rouble in the future.

They're Ever Present! 

Infinite are the needs and desires of man. 
So the economists and pyschologists say. 
What about the needs of Kansas State Col- 
lege and the student body? Merely to enum- 
erate the desperate needs of the College 
would require a special edition of the Col- 
legian in slx-pofnt type.

Anderson Hall, 
Kedzie Hall and Nichols Gymnasium are 
totally Inadequate. Modern buildings should

The gripe session should be made a regu- 
lar feature. At least one meeting a semester 
is needed to keep the Btudertt body vitally 
aware of campus needs.

More World Forums should be arranged. 
Prominent speakers aid tremendously in 
furnishing colleglates inside news on vital 
Issues. 

Kansas State hardly belongs to the Mis- 
souri Valley as far as athletic facilities are 
concerned. How about rocker rooms In the 
stadium? 

A more complete book list for the Li- 
brary would Indeed be welcome. 

The College radio station and Btaff are 
greatly overtaxed. Modern equipment and 
a complete staff might go far towards 
making the incredibly dull KSAC broad- 
casts more interesting. 

Why can'f Kansas State keep up with the 
world and Itself by having a dally student 
paper? 

A clean election system, a fair election 
system, In a word, a new election system, 
is needed at Kansas State. 

As part of the twenty-year program, ev- 
ery building in the campus should be fire- 
proofed. That probably necessitates a com- 
pletely new set of campus buildlngB. 

These are some of State's most vital re- 
quirements. Only if the student body acts 
can the College be improved. Over the sum- 
mer vacation students might drop hints to 
wealthy relatives and friends. Staters could 
do something about their own college, even 
if they have to do some lobbying and get 
some log-rolling done at Topeka,
